Strong Street case arguments due tomorrow 


by LYNN ASINOF 


Circuit Court Judge Robert Downing 


yesterday gave attorneys in the W. 
Strong Street zoning case until tomorrow 
to file all arguments pertaining to new 
evidence the Village of Wheeling is seek- 
ing to admit. 


Although the suit challenges last year's 


rezoning of 47 scattered lots in the area 
to allow apartments, the village is seek- 
ing to admit new evidence on the recent 
rezoning of the entire area to allow 
apartments. 


In order to respond to this new evi- 


dence, the attorney representing the W. 
Strong Street homeowners is asking to 
present new evidence of his own. John 
M. Burke said admission of the village's 
-recent zoning decision would change the 
complexion of his clients' case against 
the village. 


The attorney explained that his case 


previously was based on a spot-zoning 
charge which the village refuted with its 
decision to rezone the entire W. Strong 


Street area. He added, however, the new 
z o n i n g decision raises other con- 
stitutional questions pertaining to the 
nonconformancy of single-family homes. 


BURKE SAID the zoning just passed 


by the village does not permit single- 
family homes, making the present homes 
in the area nonconforming uses. As non- 
conforming uses, these homes are sub- 
ject to razing under the village amortiza- 
tion schedule. 


The village is taking steps to amend 


the ordinance governing nonconformancy 
under this zoning. 


Burke said if the village's evidence is 


admitted he would want to present fur- 
ther testimony on the impact of the new 
zoning on single family homes in the 
area. 


Atty. Jack Siegel, representing the vil- 


lage, said he would object to the testi- 
mony proposed by Burke because it did 
not pertain to the case. He said only the 
47 lots rezoned last year were pertinent 
to the case, and not the entire area 


•recently rezoned. 


"If Mr. Burke wants to litigate this 


matter, fine," he said. "But not in this 
case." 


SIEGEL FURTHER argued that the 


only evidence Burke could now present 
would have to relate to the ordinance ap- 
proving rezoning of the entire area. He 
said since this was the only evidence he 
was submitting, this was all Burke could 
dispute. 


"I see nothing in my presentation 


which Mr. Burke could contest except 
the passage of this ordinance," he said. 
"This raises no new issues on which Mr. 
Burke could enter new evidence." 


Judge Downing granted the attorneys 


two days to prepare the argument they 
wished to present in the case. He said he 
would rule whether to allow this argu- 
ment on Monday. 


The judge warned, however, that he 


would not be able to rule in the case if 
all proceedings were not completed

Village opposes Heights incorporation 


The Wheeling Village Board has op- 


posed two bills that would clear the way 
for Prospect Heights to Incorporate with- 
out the consent of neighboring villages. 


The two bills, introduced last month in 


the Illinois General Assembly, would al- 
low areas with a population of 7,500 or 
more to incorporate regardless of the ob- 
jections of nearby municipalities.

corporation since the Prospect Heights 
Improvement Association (PH1A) filed 
for incorporation two years ago. The ob- 
jections have been upheld in the lower 
courts, but the PHIA is currently waiting 
to see if the Illinois Supreme Court will 
take the case. 


THE BILLS, written by PHIA's attor- 


ney, 
would eliminate the problem of ob- 


jections from the two villages because 
the population of the Prospect Heights 
area is estimated at 10,000 


If approved, these bills also would re- 


quire areas with a population of less than 
7.500 to incorporate only with the consent 
of municipalities within a lL 
2-mile limit. 


Wheeling's objections to the bills state 


that the passage of this legislation would 
Impede the orderly growth of the village 
The village board also noted that Wheel- 
Ing has extended a number of water and 
sewer mains through the unincorporated 
area to reach other areas of the village 
They said the village might lose these 
mains if the bills were passed

shortly He informed the attorneys that 
he has been appointed to the Appelate 
Court, with his position effective May l. 


"If the court is going to resolve this, it 


has to be done before the close of busi- 
ness on April 30," he said. "If you file a 
new compalint Mr. Burke, that may ne- 
cessitate a new trial that will be heard 
before someone else after May 1." 


The resolution also noted that it would 


take several years for an incorporated 
Prospect Heights to obtain sufficient 
funds to provide adequate sewer, water 
and fire protection. 


"THE VILLAGE has sufficient sewer 


and water capacity to supply contiguous 
areas of such a size upon annexation," 
the resolution states. 


In urging passage of the fee reductions 


for senior citizens, village officials noted 
that Wheeling has been trying to lower 
these fees, but state law would not allow 


it because Wheeling is not a home rule 
community. 


Wheeling trustee Bill Hem suggested 


that the village also explore a resolution 
advocating a bill that would reduce the 
tax rate for persons owning townhouses 
or condominiums Hem said these units 
are presently taxed at about twice the 
rate that single-family homes are taxed. 


The village board directed the village 


attorney to research this bill and prepare 
a resolution favoring such a tax reduc- 
tion. 


Three of five candidates 
oppose school smoking areas

Three of the five candidates for the 


High School Dist. 214 Board Tuesday 
came out against student smoking areas. 
They spoke at a forum in Elk Grove Vil- 
lage. 


Incumbent Jack Costello and candi- 


dates Ruth Helbig and Warren Schabin- 
ger said they were opposed to allowing 
students to smoke in designated areas on 
the school grounds. 


Presently all but one of the Dist. 214 


schools provides an outdoor student 
smoking area. Students are prohibited 
from smoking in other areas of the 
school. 


Costello said he has voted against the 


smoking areas each time they have come 
before the board and "I have always lost 
by about five to two." 


He said he was primarily opposed to 


smoking areas because "I feel our smok- 
ing areas are the breeding grounds for 
smoking heavier things than Camels 
and Lucky Strikes." He said he would 
favor prohibiting smoking entirely and 
spending extra funds for personnel to po- 
lice the ban. 


MRS. 
HELBIG, a resident of Elk 


Grove Village, said as a real estate 
saleswoman she drives potential home 
buyers around the area and does not like 
to see students gathered outside at smok- 
ing areas 


"I have been bitterly opposed to this," 


she said "I don't believe our money 
should be spent to foster smoking " 


Schabinger agreed that he opposes the 


smoking areas, saying he would vote 
against them if he is elected to the 
board. 


Candidates Donald Hoeck and Don 


McGlothlin said they did not oppose the 
smoking areas. Hoeck said that when he 
as attending school in Chicago smoking 
was prohibited and so students left the 
school grounds and created problems 
with the school's neighbors. 


"I think a smoking area should be pro- 


vided just because of the nuisance fac- 
tor," he said. 


The five candidates are running for 


three three-year terms on the board The 
election will be held April 14. 


The next appearance for the five will 


be today at 7 30 p.m. at Forest View 
High School in Arlington Heights. The 
candidates for the Harper College board 
and the Mount Prospect Dist. 57 and Elk 
Grove Township Dist 59 bords also will 
appear.

Interest sought for obscenity law

A suburban-wide anti-obscenity drive 


has fanned few flames of interest here. 


Niles Mayor Nicholas Blase is pushing 


local adoption of an ordinance that would 
ban the sale and display of obscene 
books and magazines to persons under 
17. 


"Obscenity, like pollution, is something 


that cannot be stopped in one community 
unless there is cooperation from other 
communities," Blase said in a letter to 
local municipal officials. 


Wheeling has authorized preparation of 


an ordinance similar to Niles' law which 
became effective Feb. 27. Des Plaines 
sent the proposal, Monday night, to the 
city council's code and judiciary com- 
mittee for study. 


But, 
Hoffman Estates, Buffalo Grove, 


Rolling Meadows, Arlington Heights, 
Palatine and Elk Grove Village officials 
offered a "ho-hum, it's not necessary 
here" comment this week. 


THE NILES ORDINANCE apparently 


is of more interest in Chicago where 
American Civil Liberties Union (ACLU) 
attorneys plan "to study it with an eye 
for possible legal action." 


Blase told the Herald that the Niles 


law — which requires storage of defined 
books and magazines under store count- 
ers without display — is "on safe legal 
ground. A similar ordinance was passed 
in New York and upheld by the state Su- 
preme Court 


"If we have an effective obscenity or- 


dinance and the community next to us 
does not, obviously the effect of our ordi- 
nance is diminished as y'ungsters can be 
exposed to obscene material by just go- 


ing one block out of their way," he said. 


"Magazine publishers try to outdo one 


another in terms of visual nudeness and 
more explicit detail . . . in most drug- 
stores, bookstores, groceries where these 
magazines are exhibited, you find comic 
books, teen magazines," he stated. 


The ordinance — which attempts to de- 


fine "harmful materials" in terms of 
"nudity . . . sexual conduct . . . sexual 
excitement... — prohibits sale and dis- 
play to persons under 18 years old, but 
does not define punishment for violation. 


A Niles police officer inspects local 


stores weekly Blase said "We've had 
wonderful cooperation and few com- 
plaints." 


WHEELING'S ORDINANCE, recom- 


mended by Trustee Albert Lang, would 
not prohibit sale of magazines, including 
Playboy, Penthouse 
and Gallery, to 


adults, only minors. 


"Such material may be a contributing 


cause for delinquency, sexually promis- 
cuous behavior, and along with other fac- 
tors, tend to incite criminal behavior on 
the part of young persons," states the 
proposed ordinance, which will be stud- 
ied by the village board. 


"Unless the problem exists, I'm not 


particularly interested," Hoffman Es- 


tates Village Mgr. George Longmeyer 
said 


"I don't believe in local censorship," 


Palatine Mayor Jack Moodie added. "To 
fuss about Playboy, which is probably ly- 
ing on coffee tables in many homes, I 
can't get excited about." 


Arlington Heights Mayor John Woods 


said the ordinance is not needed and 
talked of moving "extremely slowly in 
areas of censorship." 


Nancy Rosen, an ACLU attorney, said 


"we're extremely interested in checking 
the constitutionality of this. We have no 
definite position at this time but we have 
received phone calls about it."

The impatience can be expensive, the 


1SBA says The gyp peddlers, who may 
offer to put up new siding, a new roof, 
new paint job or any numbers of things, 
c«m be relied Upon to use inferior prod- 
ucts, and generally botch up the job — if 
they don't just skip town with your ad- 
vance payment. 


A f.ivorite ploy of the gyp artist, the 


bar group says, is the referral gimmick. 
You are promised a bargain price in re- 
turn for the privilege of using your name 
,111(1 showing off your house as an ex- 
ample of his work. You may even be 
promised a commission on any custom- 
ers he gets as a result. It's a favorite 
i use of the easy-buck operator.. 


THE 1SBA ISN'T suggesting that all 


home improvement contractors are shod- 
dy dealers by any means. Most are hon- 
est down to the last nail. And many repu- 
t;ible firms sometimes use salesmen who 
maKe direct calls on prospective custom- 
ers. However, the ISBA suggests that if 
you are really interested in having work 
done, don't wait for someone to come 
knocking at your door, be skeptical of 


cut-rate prices and always get more than 
one bid on the job. 


Here are other precautions the ISBA 


says you should take: 


• Ask relatives or friends to recom- 


mend contractors with whom they have 
had satisfactory experience. 


• Call the Better Business Bureau to 


determine whether any complaints have 
been made against the contractor. 


• Ask the contractor for referencss, in- 


cluding names of customers who hired 
him for work similar to yours. If pos- 
sible, go to the site of one or more of 
those projects to examine the work for 
yourself. 


• Check the contractor's business ad- 


dress to be sure he has an office and a 
stake in the community. 


• Make sure the contractor carries 


complete public liability insurance to 
cover injury on the work site. 


• Obtain any necessary permits from 


the village or municipal authorities. Gen- 
erally, a permit is required to build a 
garage, make an addition to the house, 
or alter or expand plumbing or electrical 
work. 


• Demand a written contract that in- 


cludes detailed specifications, the date 
the work should start, price to be paid, 
materials to be used and the date of 
completion If a substastial amount of 
money is involved, have the contract ex- 
amined by an attorney. 


• Make a down payment that is no 


larger than is necessary to show good 
faith. Generally, five or ten per cent is 
adequate.

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Chance for state tax reduction slim: Senate chief Harris

SPRINGFIELD — The president of the 


Illinois Senate has issued a warning to 
Illinois businessmen that tax reduction in 
the State of Illinois is an extremely slim 
possibility in the foreseeable future. 


Sen. William C. Harris, R-Pontiac, told 


the Illinois State Chamber of Commerce 
Tuesday night, the budget proposal of 
Gov, Daniel Walker now before the Illi- 
nois General Assembly is a nebulous 
document which understates what he 
called "big ticket items." 


Harris charged Walker's budget delib- 


erately overlooked Impending financial 
obligations for funding of state pension 
systems, anti-flood measures, public aid, 
and subsidies for mass transportation. 


Harris said the state has for years 


postponed its obligation for 100 per cent 
funding of pension systems. While no re- 
tiree has suffered under state pensions, 
he warned disaster could result unless 
the state soon meets its fiscal obligation 
of putting aside enough money to insure 
pension payments. 


HARRIS SAID initial outlays to catch 


up with the system will be huge, but 
could make no estimate of the dollar 
amount. He charged, also, Walker's 
budget did not address itself to mush- 
rooming problems in flood control, al- 
though the governor had made that a 
major campaign issue. Despite lack of 
initiative by the administration, he said 
legislative proposals known in the legis-

lature as "creek bills" now total re- 
quested appropriations of nearly $90 mil- 


lion, none of which is included in the gov- 
ernor's budget. 


Also overlooked in the budget proposal, 


according to Harris, is the court-ordered 
loss of personal property tax revenue, 
which he also put at nearly $50 million. 


"The governor's budget presumes that 


public aid has been stabilized," Harris 
said. But he maintained that the case 
load in Illinois continues to grow and 
said he anticipated a huge deficit in pub- 
lic aid if the governor's budget proposal 
is followed. 


Harris further said the executive 


branch has not responded to the legisla- 
tive initiative which has introduced a 
new concept of state subsidies for mass 
transportation. 
> 


"If we allow more transportation sys- 


tems to collapse, the money needed to 
restore them will be many tunes over 
what we must now expect to pay," he 
said. He said that factor was also ig- 
nored in the governor's budget. 


HARRIS SAID while Walker included 


increases of $134 million for public 
schools in his budget, that that amount 
would be absorbed by a pending change 
in the formula for state aid to dual 
school districts, leaving nothing else for 
increased aid to the school system in 
general. 


"In light of these big ticket items, not 


dealt with in the budget, I suggest that 
the possibility of meaningful tax reduc- 
tion will be tremendously difficult." 


Harris appeared before the annual leg- 


islative conference of the state Chamber 
of Commerce on a panel which included 
Speaker of the House W. Robert Blair, 
R-Park Forest, Senate minority leader 
Cecil Partee, D-Chicago, and House mi- 
nority leader Clyde W. Choate, D-Anna. 


In a capital city atmosphere of general 


confusion over the early months of the 
Walker administration, all four speakers 
were warmly received by the Illinois 
businessmen. Harris and Blair contrib- 
uted to growing attacks on Walker's pol- 
icies, and the governor's fellow Demo- 
crats offered little or no defense. 


State should have bigger role in preventing child abuse says official 


The state should bear more responsi- 


bility for preventing child abuse, accord- 
Ing to the director of Illinois' Department 
of Children and Family Services. 


Jerome Miller, appointed to the post in 


January by Gov. Walker, said he will in- 
stitute measures which will make his de- 
partment more responsive to the needs 
of abused, delinquent or neglected chil- 
dren. 


Miller, speaking Tuesday night at the 


annual dinner meeting of the Child and 
Family Services, a private agency, said 
he will shore up the "bureaucratic gaps" 
in his department and initiate programs 
designed to inform his staff how to deal 
with actual or potential abuse cases. 


Child and Family Services is celebra- 


ting its 115th anniversary of service to 
families, children, the ill and the aged 
through homemaker service, foster fami- 
ly care and adoption. The dinner meeting 


Bell trying to gain phone rate rehearing 


Illinois Bell Telephone Co. is trying 


again for a rehearing on its 1972 rate 
increase case in which the utility was 
granted less than one fourth the $182 mil- 
lion it had requested. 


The company filed an appeal with the 


Illinois Appellate Court for the second 
district in Elgin on Tuesday of the order 
of the Circuit Court of Kane County on 
the rate case. On March 30, Kane County 
Circuit Court Judge John S. Pctersen 
said he would affirm the Aug. 11 order of 


the Illinois Commerce Commission 
(ICC). The order granted Illinois Bell 
significantly less in service rate boosts 
than had been requested in 1971. The 
company had filed an appeal in Kane 
County after the ICC failed to grant a 
rehearing on the case. 


In affirming the commission's order, 


the Kane County Circuit Court also de- 
nied the appeals of the Independent Vot- 
ers of Illinois and the City of Chicago. 


was held at the Arlington Park Hotel. 


CITING SEVERAL reported child 


abuse cases and claiming there are 
many more which go unreported, Miller 
said more needs to be done to combat 
the problem. 


"We must focus on the elimination of 


child abuse in Illinois," he said. "We 
have averaged one death per week. In 
March alone there were seven reported 
deaths and other deaths not proved to be 
a result of abuse. 


"Whether we like it or not we must 


take the responsibility for prevention of 
these cases. A recent case involved a 
child who had a broken leg. The parents 
were to blame but there wasn't enough 
evidence and the child was returned to 
his home. Later he was found dead." 


Miller said most child abuse cases are 


preventable and that agencies usually 
know about them but are not equipped or 
knowledgable enough to take the child 
from the home. 


"We now have instituted a 24-hour hot- 


line and are meeting with the state's at- 
torney to give my staff instruction in 
evidence gathering techniques. We're 
trying to get a better coordinated ser- 
vice. It will take a while." 


MILLER ALSO stressed greater com- 


munity involvement to add meaning to 
the lives of children in Illinois with sav- 
ings,to the taxpayer. 


"We want to enhance family life," said 


Miller. "We want to establish a stable 
family structure, or have the child 
adopted or set up a foster home. Our 
agency sometimes acts too professional, 


too uunwilling to work with volunteers 
arid paraprofessionals. But we need 
many people spending hours and hours 
and giving of themselves. We must in- 
volve the total community." 


Miller added he hopes to give the child 


more of a voice in what happens to them 
instead of "shuffling from pillar to post, 
institution to institution, home to home." 
He said private agencies could do a bet- 
ter job than larger institutions are doing 
at a reduced cost. The department's 
budget is more than $1 billion. 


He pointed to the apparent waste of 


money to institutions in Texas. He said 
the state finally brought back to Illinois 
most of the children sent there. He said 
their parents showed they were inter- 
ested in their children by turning out 
enmasse to welcome them home.

The Wheeling village board conducts 


its weekly meeting using an agenda. This 
allows for the smooth and efficient flow 
of business that affects all the people of 
Wheeling. 


Section 2.08.060 of the Wheeling Munici- 


pal Code is entitled "Order of Business." 
This order of business or agenda lists the 
items as they are to appear from No. 1 - 
Roll Call through No. 9 - New Business. 
Item No. 4 was listed as Verbal Commu- 
nications. This is where I stopped free 
speech in Wheeling. 


As chairman of the judiciary and pur- 


chasing committee, one of my tasks is to 
review and update ordinances. A review

quote from the ordinance as it was prior 
to silencing the people: "All persons de- 
siring to address the village board must 
notify the village clerk before 12 noon of 
the Saturday preceding the board meet- 
ing and give the clerk their name, ad- 
dress, and the reason for wishing to ad- 
dress the board." The ordinance went on 
to read: "Other persons who can demon- 
strate to the president's satisfaction that 
an emergency exists and that the emer- 
gency arose subsequent to the preceding 
Saturday noon, may address the board." 


The notifying of the village clerk fea- 


ture has been in use since 1966, along 
with the 12 noon Saturday deadline. Well 
the reason for changing this ordinance 
was this, and only this. How could you 
notify the village clerk on Saturday be- 
fore 12 when the village clerk's office is 
normally closed on Saturday and only 
opens for periodic reasons, such as ve- 
hicle stickers, etc. 


Persons who are now saying that the 


board is stopping free speech in Wheel- 


ing knew of this discrepancy in the ordi- 
nance and managed to get into the 
clerk's office just before the office closed 
on Fridays if they wanted to address the 
board. This includes the campaign man- 
ager of one of the parties running in the 
April 17 election. 


Just what terrible thing was done to 


the people's rights? The only changes to 
Section 2.08.060 are these: (1) A new 
item was added — "Pledge of Alle- 
giance" — this certainly did not affect 
'he people's rights; (2) This item did, 
though — "Verbal Communications." 
Item Number 4 was not taken out, it was 
moved down one place and the time has 
been changed to 12:00 noon Friday. Why 
12:00 noon Friday? Not to gag or 
trample, but simply because the clerk's 
office mails all of our correspondence 
needed for Monday night's business early 
Friday afternoon so that we receive it on 
Saturday and can spend the weekend re- 
viewing and preparing for the meeting. 
All other features remain identical to the 
original Ordinance. Friday noon is the 
gag, then.

she said, is "to find out what's going on 
and then, if you don't like it get out and 
change it."

have to see their point of view," she 
said. 


SOME SCHOOL principals, she added, 


may see the role of the PTA as primarily 
a fundraising one. Changing this view 
will require education by PTA members, 
she said. 


"The function of the PTA is not to buy 


things for the school, because we pay 
taxes for that. We can help them pass a 
bond issue or we can go to the school 
board and tell them we see things that 
are needed. It's much easier for the prin- 
cipal to say we need a new stage curtain 
so the PTA should buy it, and it's our 
own fault if we get into this rut." 


Mrs. Benner said she has been active 


in PTA since 1945 and added, "I doubt if 
I'll ever get out of it because to me PTA 
is important because it is the one organi- 
zation that can fight for children's 
rights."

Bill Clair Is not an expert on Harper 


College and he doesn't pretend to be 


The 41-year-oId Buffalo Grove resident, 


who to seeking a three-year term on the 
Harper board of trustees, has never run 
for public office before — but he's eager 
to face the experience of seeking a Har- 
per seat. 


"I'm quite a talker if you give me a 


speech and a podium," Clair said. He 
also emphasizes further that he won't al- 
low a "school board hierarchy" to tell 
him what to do. 


If he fails in his election bid? "That'll 


give me more time to find out what it's 
ail about," he says. 


Ct AIR HAS WORKED for General Mo- 


tors, among other jobs. He says he has 
had 18 years of commercial and retail 
credit experience in corporate manage- 
ment positions. He is a vice president at 
the First National Bank of Winnetka. 


Business policies, such as those used in 


a bank, can help run a community col- 
lege, says Clair. "If business ran the 
CTA, it would be in the black. Those 
management policies apply to a school," 
he says. 


His inspiration for running for the Har- 


per board? He has four boys, one of 
whom is approaching college age. He 
says his children's future might even 
motivate him to run for a high school 
board 


"The only thing I'vegot is the legacy I 


give my children." he says. 


He adds that he's got the time to serve

Harper. His impressions of Harper? 
"Quite a nice school," he says. 


CLAIR EMPHASIZES that he'll learn 


more about the college when serving as 
a board member. He wasn't aware the 
college is seeking a second site at Pala- 
tine and Schoenbeck roads, but, with the 
college's enrollment drop, he isn't sure 
it's a good time to build on a second 
campus. 


There's a need to stimulate enrollment, 


he says. "I wonder how many people re- 
alize Harper's credits are transferable." 


Clair was also unaware that the Har- 


per president's name is Robert Lahti, but 
guessed that his salary might be around 
$40,000 (it is actually $42,000 plus fringe 
benefits). "I don't think anyone is worth 
that much," he says, "but, after all, in 
this area you've got to make at least 
$25.000 or $30,000 to make it." 


He agrees that the idea of keeping 


open channels of communication between 
the faculty and board of trustees is a 


good one. "The more feedback, it might 
change things that need changing," he 
says. 


SHOULD STUDENTS evaluate faculty 


members, as has been suggested? "I 
wouldn't allow my son to evaluate my 
decisions," Clair says, and he feels such 
evaluation is generally not a good idea. 


Clair doesn't approve of teacher's 


strikes, but, if there is absolutely no oth- 
er recourse, then they should have that 
right. "Everyone has the right to protect 
his own interest," he says. 


On other issues: 
• Sports: The decision on whether 


Harper should have football (it currently 
has a team) should be up to the students, 
and such sports can create an "esprit de 
corps" at Harper. 


• Drugs: There should be "automatic 


expulsion" for students found selling 
marijuana or harder drugs, says Clair — 
although parents should be involved in 
the process of disciplining students. 


• Role as a board member: Problems 


should be aired out before the board; 
that's where crises can be avoided, says 
Clair.

Charter board member 'didn't intend' 


to run this time, but couldn't walk out

Think of pairs, Romeo and Juliet, tea 


and crumpets, Laurel and Hardy, straw- 
berries and cream, Holmes and Watson, 
Sonny and Cher, Harper College and ... 
Jessalyn Nicklas. of course. 


It's not that the two are inseparable. 


After all, Harper College is an education- 
al institution with thousands of students 
and Jessalyn Nicklas is an Inverness 
housewife and, well, maybe a bit of an 
institution herself but in a different way. 


Mrs, Jessalyn Nicklas is one of the 


people who started Harper College, who 
saw it emerge from a thin voter mandate 
in 1965 and who now sees Its doors open 
to more students than some four year 
universities in the state. 


As a charter member of the Harper 


board of trustees and now the incumbent 
president of that board, Jessalyn Nicklas 
and Harper College have been together 
for sometime. Now Mrs. Nicklas is ask- 
ing voters to let the partnership continue 
for another term: she is asking to be re- 
elected to her fourth term as a Harper 
trustee. 


WHY RUN AGAIN? Mrs. Nicklas says 


she almost didn't. 


"I really didn't intend to run again this 


time." she says. "But it's such a good 
college and it has such a great potential 
that it's difficult to just walk away from 
It now. There are new board members 
who will need to get involved in the ac- 
tivities of the college, and there's the sit- 
uation In Springfield which I want to 
watch..." 


That situation in Springfield is some- 


thing Mrs. Nicklas feels very strongly 
about and which potentially will have a 
lot to say about the future of Harper Col- 
lege. 


It has been the contention of many 


two-year college proponents that the Illi- 
nois Board of Higher Education is a body

perhaps overly committed to the enrich- 
ment of four year colleges and univer- 
sities. 


Illinois has never really fulfilled its nu- 


merous promises to the community col- 
lege system for 50 per cent funding f»m 
the state. And discrepancies between the 
way four year schools and two year 
schools count their students and receive 
supplemental funding makes little sense, 
according to Mrs. Nicklas, 


HER BACKGROUND in such affairs is 


a long one. In 1961, Mrs. Nicklas was a 
member of the original area study com- 
mittee on new community colleges. She 
was the first president of the Trustees 
Division of the Illinois Association of 
Community and Junior Colleges, and be- 
fore that was active in committee work 
concerning school financing for the PTA. 


Go back far enough, and you find her 


as a WGN radio personality and singer 
with the Wayne King band, but that's a 
different story and long before Harper 
and the callings of higher education 
came along. 


Now, in Illinois, she is as much identi- 


fied with Harper College as many college 
presidents are with their own in- 
stitutions. 


Is she objective about Harper? Mrs. 


Nicklas says she loves Harper. She calls 
her job exciting, and at the state level 
she is an active partisan of Harper and 
the community college system. "We 
have a chance to be innovative," she 
says. "Traditions are hard to break 
sometimes in bigger institutions, but 
with us we can break new ground as we 
have in the past . . . and that is the 
exciting part." 


Other thoughts on Harper from Jessa- 


lyn Nicklas: 


• Harper's potential second site in 


Wheeling Township: "It's a hedge. I 
think the location is good, but of course 
the funding for a second site is in limbo 
with the state so we don't know when we 
can proceed. But it's a good site for the 
population of the district and it gives the 
college some options for the future." 


• A new tax referendum: "Jt is prob- 


ably inevitable, but I think tuitions 
should be raised first. The college is lim- 
ited to receiving only 33 per cent of its 
costs from tuitions, so tuitions can never 
pay the whole cost." 


• Affiliation of Harper faculty with 


professional organizations: "That's their 
business, entirely." 


• Should teachers have a right to 


strike? "I go along with the rulings of 
the law The law gives them that right 
and they have it." 


• Dormitories on campus? "Maybe, 


someday. Some people in the state are 
talking about community colleges which 
offer special courses, especially vocation- 
al courses, for students from throughout 
the state. That would avoid duplication of 
very expensive facilities. If Harper be- 
comes part of that, dormitories may be- 
come necessary." 


• And what about Harper itself? "I 


find we are respected around the state, 
and that makes me proud."

25-year-old wants to 'organize,' believes 


students should evaluate faculty members

Robert Bromley candidly admits he 


would be out of place on the Harper Col- 
lege board. 


In fact, when the 25-year-old Rolling 


Meadows resident was taking his petition 
around his neighborhood collecting signa- 
tures, one man told him: "You have as 
much chance of being elected as I have 
of shaking hands with Howard Hughes." 


Bromley says he replied, "Maybe you 


already have and don't know it," to 
which the man shut the door in his face. 


Nevertheless, Bromley, a graduate in 


psychology of the University of Wiscon- 
sin at Oshkosh, is running for the board 
because "I like higher education." 


BROMLEY PLANS to attend graduate 


school in special education. Right now, 
he is working as a "common laborer" 
for Mohawk Construction Co. 


In general, he says Harper's curricu- 


lum should be "just as tough as a four- 
year college for those who want to trans- 
fer," but he adds that he would also like 
to see upgraded courses in the vocational 
program, explaining, "I'm hung up on 
grades " 


He would like to see classes at Harper 


smaller, and, if necessary, he would 
want teachers to work harder. In his ex- 
perience in college, he says, "I found a 
lot of teachers who, once they got their 
tenure, didn't care any more." 


As a candidate for the board, Bromley 


went to the school to try to get a manual 
describing the various jobs. His impres- 
sion after that experience is that Harper 
seems "so disorganized. I got shipped 
around from one office to another and it 
took 45 minutes to get what I came for." 
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He says he has heard that Harper's 


administration is one of the highest paid 
in the state, and says, "If they're doing 
their job, I guess that's OK." 


AS A BOARD MEMBER, he would 


want to study Harper's enrollment pro- 
jections to see if a second campus, sug- 
gested for Palatine and Schoenbeck 
roads, is needed. "The whole idea of a 
junior college is to let more people go to 
college. If Harper got too crowded, they 
should have a second campus if they 
have the money," he says. 


In talking with Harper students, he has 


found "a lot of apathy," and would like 
to see the students become more active. 
In addition, he would like to see more 
residents of the college district become 
aware of the services the school offers. 


"I'm 
sure there must be a million 


people who could use their facilities," he 
says "I'd like to see more people use the 
counseling service." 


Attending a Harper board meeting last 


month, Bromley met some board mem-

bers and toured the school's learning re- 
sources center. He says he found the 
board members "kind of huffy," but was 
impressed by the facilities. 


STUDENTS SHOULD be able to eval- 


uate faculty members, he says, and 
there is no reason why faculty members 
can't evaluate administrators. One of his 
concerns as a board member would be to 
make sure faculty was evaluated, he 
says. 


Bromley hesitates momentarily when 


asked what he could contribute to the 
board. Then, smiling, he says, 
"I'm 


tempted to say 'nothing.' I have no prior 
background with the board, but I would 
study each thing before I made up my 
mind." 


The one thing he does not think he 


would be as a board member is radical. 
"I consider myself a pretty conservative 
person," he says. "I talk pretty liberal 
sometimes, and I like change to come, 
but fairly slowly."

Program for part-time students must be 


upgraded, Hoffman Estates resident believes

Annalee Fjellberg has a special con- 


cern about the problems of part-time stu- 
dents at Harper College — in part be- 
cause she is one. 


She'll be in a position to act on this and 


other concerns if elected to a three-year 
term on the Harper board of trustees. 


Mrs. Fjellberg says Harper has "a 


good program" for full-time students, 
but she's "not so convinced" the pro- 
gram is as good as it can be for part- 
time students. 


She attends Harper at night, and says 


it's difficult to find a department chair- 
man to talk to during the evening hours. 
She'd like to see the college appoint a 
coordinator for evening students, as she 
feels part-time students seem almost for- 
gotten by the college. 


MORE STUDENTS will be attending 


Harper on a part-time basis as living 
costs increase, she says, adding, "We 
don't exist to the people at Harper Col- 
lege " 


The system of counting students, pri- 


marily for the purpose of state reim- 
bursement, is on a full-time equivalent 
basis. Mrs. Fjellberg doesn't like this; 
she'd like to let the state know where 
there are "all these little bodies running 
around and not accounted for" by Har- 
per. 


Two years ago a school nurse ran for a 


seat on the Harper board and was ac- 
cused of a conflict of interest. Mrs. Fjell- 
berg does not see a conflict in seeking a 
board seat while a student. 


She says the conflict might exist if she 


were a full-time student. Persons play 
different roles at different times, she 
says, and she feels she can do the job 
without a conflict. 


AS A STUDENT, she feels she can con- 


Annalee 
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tribute something special fo tlie board. 
"It's difficult to understand the problems 
of the people getting the education ... 
most board members have been out of 
the educational process for a long time," 
she says. 


One of the college's problems, she 


says, is that it has "not adequately com- 
municated the need for more space" to 
the public. Perhaps the college's public 
relations department could do a better 
job of getting the word out — and the 
college's job of communicating with part 
time students is poor, too, she says. 


Harper's second site, proposed for 


northern Arlington Heights, is "pretty 
central to the eastern half of the dis- 
trict," she says. But the need for it 
hasn't been adequately communicated to 
the public. (The site is under consid- 
eration by the college, but no action has 
yet been taken to purchase it.) 


SHE SEES SOME inevitable conflicts 


between faculty members and adminis- 
trators — but an increasing emphasis on 
communications can help prevent prob- 
lems from occurring: 


"The faculty should feel free to com- 


municate problems to administrators 
who are best equipped to solve the prob- 
lem." 


• On teacher's unions: "Unionization 


gives up a lot to get a little," she says. 
She would like to see teachers remain 
independent; she does not like the threat 
of an organization's force. 


• On the right to strike: Teachers 


should have it, but Mrs. Fjellberg would 
prefer communication as a shortcut to 
prevent strikes. 


She's somewhat critical of adminis- 


trators, who can become afflicted with a 
kind of "tunnel vision" towards students 
because of concerns about money. There 
are many administrators at Harper, she 
says, and "I wonder what some of them 
do?" 


When asked about the level of college 


president Robert Lahti's salary, she says 
the precise figure is not listed in the col- 
lege's budget book. She adds that the lev- 
el — $42,000 plus fringe benefits — is 
"quite high" and is reflected down 
through administrative ranks. 


She's impressed by much of the col- 


lege's physical facilities, such as the li- 
brary — but complains that evening stu- 
dents often are at a disadvantage using 
them. 


THE COLLEGE'S non-credit evening 


courses could perhaps be dropped, as 
this often duplicates what area high 
schools offer, she says. "I wonder if 
they've looked into not having these." 


Finally, she'd like to see more semi- 


nars and more speakers invited to visit 
the community college. 


The 31-year-old Hoffman Estates resi- 


dent says there's a need for someone 
from Schaumburg Township to sit on the 
Harper College board, especially because 
of that area's rapid population growth.

Not very long ago William Kelly was a 


law student at DePaul University. 


Now. the 53-year-old Arlington Heights 


resident Is a member of the board of 
trustees at Harper College, And he is 
quick to say he to learning there just as 
he did as a student. 


Kelly was appointed to the board in 


January, replacing Eugene Nugent. Now 
he is running unopposed for a one-year 
term on the board, 


"Really." he says, "I got a three- 


month trial on the board to see if I want- 
ed to go for a one-year trial." 


As a board member, Kelly so far has 


seen some problems he would like to 
work on, even though he does not yet 
have hard-and-fast solutions. 


LAST YEAR, he lays, the school 


turned away more than 1,000 students in 
career programs because of lack of 
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space. And, in admitting students to the 
crowded programs, priority is not given 
to residents of the college district. 


"Our dental program could be filled 


with people from outside the district," he 
says. "Even though we gain from having 


reciprocal arrangements with neighbor- 
ing colleges so our students can get into 
other programs, it is a sore point with 
local residents that their children don't 
get priority." 


Solving the problem may be difficult, 


however, because the college gets in- 
come from 
out-of-district 
students 


through charge-backs to the districts the 
students come from, he says. 


In addition, Kelly says, "I'm terribly 


concerned about finding some alternative 
to the parking situation." Throughout the 
United States, he says, "the parking 
problem is the tail wagging the dog." 
Again, he says he is not sure what the 
solution to the problem is, "but I recog- 
nize the need to find alternatives." 


Generally, he says, he has been im- 


pressed with the college and the results 
it produces. "The college has proven to 


me it can expand and contract programs 
as needed," he says. 


THIS YEAR'S DROP below projections 


in enrollment is not surprising, he says. 
"I think the rate of growth we 'had before 
was artificial. This is probably a more 
realistic rate now." 


One reason for the slower enrollment 


growth, he says, is "this country is be- 
coming more realistic about a college 
education and has more respect for 
skilled trades and the mechanical arts." 


Even so, he says, planning for pur- 


chase of a second campus should go on 
and the site owned by the Mayo Clinic at 
Palatine and Schoenbeck roads "would 
be ideal." 


The question of whether to buy a sec- 


ond campus, he says, will be made by 
the community. "The community will get 
what it wants. If it wants a second 


campus, it will get it." 


IN RECENT MONTHS at Harper, 


there has been discussion of instituting a 
system to allow students to evaluate fac- 
ulty members and faculty leaders have 
asked that the faculty evaluate the ad- 
ministrators. Kelly sees dangers on both 
counts. 


"Student evaluation can be abused," 


he says, "both by the students and by the 
faculty." Students could organize to 
"get" a certain faculty member, he says, 
and "somebody said one of the important 
thisgs is whether the evaluation takes 
place before or after grades come out." 


Faculty evaluation of administration 


should not be allowed, he says. "I think 
it's an administrative prerogative." 


On the frequently controversial matter 


of the saalry of college Pres. Robert 
Lahti, who makes $42,000 a year, Kelly 


says, "What I'm concerned about is: Dr. 
Lahti is probably worth it, but would his 
successor be?" 


IN GENERAL, on that issue, he says 


he will take a middle of the road posi- 
tion. "I think it should be the continuing 
concern of the board where all the sala- 
ries are," he says. 


la general, he says the relationship be- 


tween the board and 
administration 


should be cooperative, but "there should 
be an adversary relationship, too. I don't 
think the board should be a rubber 
stamp." 


Kelly passed bis bar examination in 


1970 and now works with a law firm in 
Woodstock, dealing with product liability 
and environmental law. Before that, he 
was <a professional engineer. Becoming 
an attorney, he says, "fulfilled a lifetime 
ambition." 
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Nader denounces EPA auto emission ruling

SELLOUT TO THE AUTO industry 


and a setback for the environment: 
that's the wny Ralph Nader sees yester- 
day's announcement by the U.S Envi- 
ronmental Protection Agency (EPA) it is 
granting automakers a one-year exten- 
sion in meeting 1975 anti-pollution stan- 
dards. 


This delay means automakers will be 


required to cut carbon monoxide and 
hydrocarbon exhaust 90 per cent below 
1970 levels by 1976. instead of the original 
deadline of 1975. Environmentalists say 
the EPA decision will throw a mon- 
keywrench into the efforts in congested 
U S cities to meet the 1973 Clean Air Act 
standards The cost of meeting the stan- 
dards will be prohibitive as a result of 
this delay, they contend. 


The announcement by EPA director 


William D. Ruckelshaus also laid the 
foundation for a 1976 delay in enforce- 
ment of the new pollution control stan- 
dards, Nader charged. "It is clear that 
White House pressure on Ruckelshaus 
has been an important factor in his rais- 
ing the white flag to the auto industry," 
he said 


General Motors, Chrysler and Ameri- 


can Motors has called for the delays, 
stating that the catalytic converter de- 
xice designed to cut down on auto emis- 
sions was not yet proven in actual road 
experience for the required 50,000-mile 
durability. 


Despite these claims, Honda and Maz- 


da, two Japanese firms developed their 
own pollution control devices which can 
meet the 1975 standard. 


In the meantime, the EPA set strict 


interim pollution control standards. The 
agencv ordered the industry to equip all 
cars said in California with pollution con- 
trol devices by 1975. 
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LETS n,E\R THE AIR on eatalvsts 


as the solution to automotive pollution, 


says Des Plaines-based Universal Oil 
Products Co (UOP) The company's re- 
searchers developed one of the catalytic 
converters considered in the running as 
the means to curtail auto emissions to 
meet federal standards. 


The company has taken out full page 


advertisements in national papers to tell 
the story about the reliability and effec- 
tiveness of the converter. A "barrage of 
misinformation" is circulating on these 
matters, says UOP. 


Here are the facts: the catalysts have 


been developed which can control emis- 
sion within 1975 limits, maintaining effec- 
tiveness for 50,000 miles. This, in spite of 
overtemperature and poisioning of the 
system. 


Contrary to many popular rumors, the 


nation's balance of payments problem 
would not be greatly aggravated by the 
use of rare imported metals as catalysts, 
says UOP. For 10 million cars, the cost 
would amount to about $14 million for the 
imported materials The $500 added cost 
factor being bandied about is another 
misconception, UOP claims. A converter 
might add only $50 extra to the cost of an 
auto. 


Gas mileage does not have to be 


drastically reduced by the installation of 
a converter, says UOP. And the added 
billions required to produce the lead-free 
gasoline for can; equipped in this man- 
ner is not wasted, the company adds. A 
real savings in car maintenance costs 
will return to the motorist using lead-free 
gasoline.

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HEARINGS WILL BE continued on 


April 23 in Waukegan on the licensing of 
the Zion Units 1 and II. The giant nucle- 
ar power station, a project of Com- 
monwealth Edison Co., must get the go- 
ahead from the Atomic Energy Commis- 
sion (AEC) before full-scale operations 
can begin A number of safety and envi- 
ronmental criticisms of the project were 
voiced at earlier hearings. 


A NEW STEP TO help make public 


participation in the AEC's licensing pro- 
cess for nuclear power plants more 
meaningful was recently announced Di- 
rector of regulation L. Manning said the 
regulatory staff will begin a new proce- 
dure in which potential intervenors will 
be asked to meet informally with the 
AEC at an early stage of the review pro- 
cess. 


At the meeting, the intervenors can 


communicate, directly to the licensing 
project manager and the environmental 
project manager their concerns related 
to an application to build or operate a 
nuclear plant. In the past, the commis- 
sion has met only with the applicant, the 
reactor manufacturer and others con- 
cerned with the application prior to the 
official hearings.

prohibiting the pollution of air that is 
cleaner than minimum federal stan- 
dards. 


Eighteen 
states, including Illinois, 


joined with environmentalists to object 
that the use of more lenient enforcement 
standards in the clean air states than in 
heavily industrialized states would not 
contribute to environmental protection 
and economic growth. 


A suit was filed last May by the Sierra 


Club, Metropolitan Washington Coalition 
for Clean Air, New Mexico Citizens for 
Clean Air and Water and the Clean Air 
Council of San Diego, against the U S. En- 
vironmental Protection agency to require 
protection of the states where air is clean- 
er than standards require. A federal 
district court ruled a non-degradation 
policy must be included in all state pollu- 
tion control plans and the decision was 
upheld in appeals court. 


The Chamber of Commerce of the U.S , 


the National Coal Assn., and the Ameri- 
can Mining Congress side with the EPA 
in challenging the appeals court ruling. 
Financing of the chamber action is 
through its Total Environment Law 
Fund, organized last year to "counter- 
balance legal actions by self-appointed 
preservationist groups."

return bottles when there are thousands 
of abandoned cars being junked each 
year in the U.S.? That's discrimination of 
the worst kind, say the members of the 
Glass Bottle Blowers Association, who 
recently criticized United Auto Workers 
(UAW) conservation committees in sev- 
eral areas for supporting a ban on one- 
way beverage containers. 


The executive board of the GBBA

COAL BURNING BAN in the Chicago 


metropolitan area is once again in the 
news. The Illinois appellate court over- 
turned Circuit Court Judge Nathan M. 
Cohen's ruling which prevented the Illi- 
nois Pollution Control Board from impos- 
ing the ban to meet federal clean air 
standards. 


The Chicago Coal Merchants Associ- 


ation and Roth-Adam Fuel Co. in Chi- 
cago gained an injunction against the 
board last April. The appellate judges 
noted the IPCB regulation does not spec- 
ifically prohibit the use of coal. It does 
limit the amount of soot and fly ash for 
users of coal. The coal dealers have not 


yet suffered any financial losses from the 
regulation, said the court. 


The conversion of coal-burning fur- 


naces to more clean-burning fuel would 
affect several thousand dwellings by the 
mid-1975 cut-off date. The regulation 
covers Cook, Lake, McHenry, Grundy, 
Will, Kendall and Kane counties.

The tie that binds 


Herald editorials 
Our choices: 
Harper College 


The Harper College board of 


trustees has never operated with 
much public attention or participa- 
tion since the school was founded 
in 1965. 


W h i l e elementary and high 


school boards have been frequently 
the centers of controversy, the 
Harper board has gone about its 
business with little public interest 
generated by its proceedings. 


One reason is the size of the col- 


lege district, which spreads from 
Harrington to Des Plaines. Another 
is the newness of the community 
college and the fact it takes time to 
be accepted as an institution in a 
community. 


This year four candidates are vy- 


ing for two three-year terms on the 
Harper board and one candidate is 
running unopposed for the one-year 
term. It is perhaps symptomatic of 
the apathy surrounding Harper 
that we can find only one candidate 
in the contested race worthy of our 
endorsement in this Saturday's 
voting. 


For a three-year term on the 


board, we endorse Annalee Fjell- 
berg of Hoffman Estates. Mrs. 
Fjellberg, a part-time student at 
Harper and a member of the 
League of Women Voters, shows an 
understanding of the problems and 
needs of a g. owing junior college. 


Mrs. Fjellberg has attended ju- 


nior colleges in other states. She 
has had enough contact with Harp- 
er to have gained some insight into 
its particular problems, and she 
has the breadth of vision to look 
past the specific problems of part- 
time students to the wider interests 
of the college, its students and its 
community. 


We specifically choose not to en- 


dorse Jessalyn Nicklas of In- 
verness, the incumbent board pres- 
ident, for reelection. Mrs. Nicklas, 
who has been on the board since 
1965. certainly has been dedicated 
in her service to the college and 
has made contributions at the state 
level to the entire junior college 
system. 


However, in 1970 during her last 


campaign, we endorsed Mrs. Nick- 
las only reluctantly. To quote from 


our editorial at that time, "We be- 
lieve that her close relationship 
with the college's administration is 
dangerous, as it encourages facul- 
ty and student mistrust of the 
board. 


"We are also concerned that she 


does not adequately understand 
how important it is that Harper 
deal openly and freely with the 
press and public." 


In the intervening three years we 


have found these concerns to be 
justified. It is also our concern 
that, because Mrs. Nicklas has 
been involved with the devel- 
opment of Harper from the very 
start, she now cannot see its faults 
and will become increasingly an 
obstacle to change and progress at 
the school. 


The other two candidates for the 


three year term are William Clair 
of Buffalo Grove and Robert Brom- 
ley of Rolling Meadows. Both show 
a woeful lack of knowledge of Har- 
per, to the extent that it is difficult 
to even believe they take their can- 
didacies seriously. We can endorse 
neither of them as an alternative to 
Mrs. Nicklas. 


W i l l i a m Kelly of Arlington 


Heights, who is running unopposed 
for a one-year term on the board, 
is the one outstanding candidate in 
this election. Kelly was appointed 
to the board in January and shows 
great promise of becoming a 
strong, independent board mem- 
ber. We believe that the Harper 
board will be better for his pres- 
ence on it. 


We realize that, even though we 


have chosen not to endorse enough 
candidates to fill all the seats on 
the board, one of the candidates 
we have not endorsed will win. 
However, we feel strongly that we 
must call attention to the problems 
of the Harper board and this field 
of candidates. 


In the future, Harper must draw 


the same kind of informed and in- 
telligent candidates that the ele- 
mentary and high school districts 
have attracted. We hope this will 
be the last time we have to write 
an editorial which condemns more 
candidates than it endorses.

Foody medicine sales tax cut rapped

NEW YORK - 
Wall Streeters are 


stunned by the multi-million dollar 
s w i n d l e Equity Funding Corp. of 
America allegedly pulled for two years 
by selling bogus insurance policies. 


Potential street losses run into the mil- 


lions. But that's relatively unimportant, 
brokers say, compared with what the 
still-developing scandal may do to public 
confidence in stocks. 


The huge Beverly Hills, Calif., finan- 


cial conglomerate (four insurance subsi- 
diaries and two savings and loan associ- 
ations) Is reported to have cheated so 
openly hundreds of employes knew about 
and participated in the hoax. Everything 
went right past the noses of federal and 
state regulators, at least three auditing 
firms, lawyers and stock exchange moni- 
tors, according to reports from UPI 
newsmen in Los Angeles, Chicago, New 
York and Washington 


Nobody tumbled to the great Beverly 


Hills juggling act until two former em- 
ployes decided to blow the whistle in 
telephone calls to Raymond L. Dirks, a 
New York insurance analyst, and Fred 
Mauck. director of the Illinois Depart- 
ment of Insurance. 


"THIS WILL HAVE a tremendous im- 


pact all along the Street," said Monte 
Gordon of Dreyfus Fund. "The Equity 
thing doesn't build confidence in the 
market Quite a blow." 


"All of us were caught with our pants 


down." moaned another broker. 


The Equity development has cut 20 per 


cent from the whole insurance stock list, 
according to Arthur Milton, New York 
Insurance stock specialist 


Until Dirks and the Illinois Insurance 


Department uncovered the story, Equity 
Funding was something of a Wall Street 
darling, especially with the big in- 
stitutions. They liked its spectacular an- 
nual growth. 


Until 1966 the California company sold 


its own life insurance and other com- 
panies' mutual funds. It then acquired 
four insurance subsidiaries, picked up 
some mutual fund managers and struck 
out strictly on its own. Stanley Goldblum, 
a former insurance salesman, was the 
spark Igniting the Equity Fund drive to- 
ward bigness At the end of 1972 it had 
$6 5 billion of Insurance in force. 


FRED LEVIN, executive vice presi- 


dent for insurance and marketing until 
his recent resignation along with Gold- 
blum, was considered Goldblum's right- 
hand man An attorney who had been on

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the legal staff of the Illinois Department 
of Insurance, Levin knew the ins-and- 
outs of the industry. 


Goldblum believed in a large and ag- 


gressive sales force. Over a seven-year 
period his went from less than 200 men 
to 2,500. 


Their targets were Americans in the 


$10,000 to $25,000 salary range, and their 
basic product was mutual funds and in- 
surance wrapped In an attractive pack- 
age. 
It was a tie-in sale. Customers 


bought mutual funds. Then the company 
lent them enough money, with the fund 
shares as collateral, to cover the insur- 
ance premiums. It was a real money 
churner which the public and Wall Street 
liked 


In 1968, Equity had net Income of 


about $6 million. Last year its net ran 
$22.6 million. The company also added 
two S&L associations and got into oil and 
gas ventures and land and cattle oper- 
ations to promote tax shelter operations. 


Equity Funding stock sold In 1969 at its 


historic high of 80, hit 46Vi last year and 
was as high as 37'/i this year. When the 
NYSE stopped trading it on March 27 the 
price had sunk to $14.38. 


THE NEED FOR A constant cash flow 


apparently prompted Goldblum and asso- 
ciates to get into "bogus" policies which 
they sold to other companies for around 
$1.80 on the dollar. Some 15 re-insurance 
companies around the country have or 
did have Equity Funding insurance, 
some of it not worth the paper it was 
printed on 


Re-insurers pay a premium price on 


the initial purchase because they figure 
the sales commission has already come 
out of that. In this case, however, there 
had been no salesman. In such a deal, 
the original company handles the paper- 
work, including claims processing. The 
re-insurer takes the risks in return for 
subsequent premium profits. So Equity, 
now in bankruptcy under Chapter 10, was 
Is a bookkeeping position to manipulate 
the records. 


If it wanted more cash, it allegedly for- 


ged death claims and collected the pay- 
offs. Since people do die this seemed nor- 
mal to the company holding the paper. 
They also lapse policies which Equity 
saw was done with cautious consistency. 


Investigators so far have uncovered 


bogus policies with face values of $2.17 
billion. 


THE PARENT COMPANY also milked 


its subsidiaries. Equity Funding Life In- 
surance Company, center of the scandal, 
paid its owners more in dividends last 
year than it earned. Dividend payments 
of S3 535 milbon were made even though 
the company earned only $3 056 million, 
according to investigators. 


One optimistic note: 
The Life Insurance Institute said April 


5 holders of insurance policies issued by 
subsidiaries of Equity Funding probably 
would be protected even if the company 
went bankrupt. Two of the subsidiaries 
— Bankers National Life of New Jersey 
and Northern Life Insurance Co — ap- 
pear to be solvent

tives of the Glen Ellyn Clergy Council 
approached the village plan commission 
to express concern about the lack of this 
type of housing. 


As a result, the village distributed a 


questionnaire about its need. Several 
hundred residents indicated an interest 
in the local availability of moderately 
priced housing, for themselves or par- 
ents residing elsewhere. Collins said, 


As a developer In Glen Ellyn (Park 


Place, Riviera and presently under-con- 
struction Churchill condominiums), Col- 
lins attended a meeting of the plan com- 
mission at which proposals for retire- 
ment housing were discussed. He agreed 
to find a suitable site and undertake the 
development, pending village approval. 
Zoning and plans approval resulted in fa- 
vorable action by the village trustees in 
January. 1972. 


The federal Department of Housing 


and Urban Development also approved 
plans for Gentry Manor, under provi- 
slons of its Section 236, to provide hous- 
ing for the elderly. 


Gentry Manor will be developed on 1% 


acres of land. A generous, 70-foot-back 
from Pennsylvania Avenue will permit 
extensive landscaping as well as sitting 
areas. Driveways on either side of the 
building will provide parking for resi- 
dents' and guests' automobiles. 


Two main entrances will provide con- 


venient access from the parking area. 
The apartments will be constructed with- 
out steps. Upper floors will be reached 
by elevator and minor differences in 
grade will be negotiated via ramps with 
a maximum slope of 5 per cent. Social 
rooms with outdoor recreation terrace 
extensions will be provided, Collins said. 
Corridors will be carpeted, while tile 
floors will be provided in the apartments. 


Rentals for efficiency apartments will 


be $126.56 per month. For one-bedroom 
units, the rent will range from $149.06 to 
$174.98, depending upon size of apart- 
ment. Rent will include utilities, Collins 
said. Apartments have baseboard hot 
water heat, and units will be equipped 
with facilities for optional installation of 
air-conditioning. Gas ranges and electric 
refrigerators are included. 


In addition to social security eligibility 


as a prerequisite for residence, upper in- 
come limits have been established, ta 
line with federal regulations. Single occu- 
pants can have a maximum annual in- 
come of $6,074.88, while the maximum 
family incomes allowed couples who plan 
to reside in Gentry Manor are $7,155 for 
the smaller and $8,400 for the larger one- 
bedroom apartments.

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Buyer protection becoming the norm 
Co* of money 


An old doctrine from the English com- 


mon law Is Caveat Emptor,. .let the buy- 
er beware. What this says, and what 
courts have upheld for centuries is that, 
in a sales transaction, it is the responsi- 
bility of the buyer to determine that the 
item being sold is, in fact, what is being 
represented, and that it is fairly priced, 
states Ernest C. Knecht, pesident of Chi- 
cago Real Estate Board. 


This hard doctrine is losing ground in 


this country, and buyer protection both 
in the written law and in court-made law, 
is becoming the norm. Manufacturers 
are discovering that courts are applying 
the concept of "strict liability" in cases 
involving defective and possibly harmful 
products. Whereas it was once neces- 
sary, in a products liability case, to 


prove negligence before a plaintiff could 
successfully prosecute, the courts are 
now increasingly holding that if the prod- 
uct can be proved to be defective, the 
presence of negligence is not required. 


This trend should prove reassuring to 


prospective property-buyers who are 
looking to distant properties as part-time 
or retirement homesites. 


THIS IS not to say that people will nec- 


essarily be disappointed, but to para- 
phrase an old cliche, desirability is in the 
eye of the beholder. As any real estate 
salesman knows, lovely cool shade to one 
prospect could be dank undergrowth to 
another. An exhilirating canyon could 
also be described, with equal conviction, 
as a dangerous, snake-infested gully.

Mobile home industry urges 
Nader act now for consumers 


Consumer advocate Ralph Nader has 


been challenged by the mobile home in- 
dustry "to release any information and 
present any constructive suggestions you 
have which would help the industry im- 
prove its products for the good of the 
consumer." 


The challenge was issued by John M. 


Martin, president of the Mobile Homes 
Manufacturers Association, (MHMA) at 
the organization's annual meeting this 
week at the Washington. D. C. Hilton. 


"If your organization truly has such 


constructive suggestions, then it is your 
responsibility to the consumer to make 
them known Immediately and not with- 
hold those findings for the purpose of a 
more dramatic presentation at a later 
date." said Martin.

ing that was not subsidized by the gov- 
ernment. We have continually worked 
hard to improve our homes and welcome 
any constructive suggestions. Millions of 
people nationwide have selected mobile 
home living and are satisfied with it. We 
are as concerned as you over problems 
experienced by consumers, and we feel 
that cooperation, not just criticism, will 
help to eliminate those situations," he 
concluded, 


predictable at best. Happily for the pros- 
pect, both enlightened management on 
the part of developers and laws in sev- 
eral jurisdictions are taking the risk out 
of the purchase of land in remote areas. 
A Federal law now requires interstate 
land sellers to register with a federal 
registration office created for that pur- 
pose. It also requires disclosure of facts 
concerning the property, in order to pro- 
tect buyers who do not inspect the prop- 
erty. You should be aware, though, that 
it does not pass judgment on the 
propriety of the price. Several states — 
California for one — also have enacted 
strong laws requiring full disclosure to 
purchasers. 


As a real estate salesman, I am par- 


ticularly pleased to see greatly increased 
efforts on the part of resort property de- 
velopers to encourage personal in- 
spection in their brochures and adver- 
tisements. Some offer transportation arid 
meals, knowing their offerings are ap- 
pealing and attractive and that a person- 
al vistit will bring enough sales to war- 
rant the expense. At least one Florid* 
land developer will not consider a sales 
contract closed for six months if the pur- 
chaser has not personally inspected the 
property. 


How do you decide, then, if a resort or 


retirment property is really for you? De- 
termine in advance what you can afford 
and what your criteria for satisfaction 
are. Do you need a golf course, a ma- 
rina, or other sports facilities? Is the 
proximity of major shopping centers im- 
portant to you?

You may 
find a disappointing, unplanned and in- 
complete property whose developers' en- 
thusiasm has exceeded their follow- 
through. Or, hopefully, you may find 
your dream retirement home, living up 
to all of the promises of the advertise- 
ments, and with promises for future de- 
velopment that will guarantee you many 
years of pleasure and contentment. Own- 
ing such property, far from the scene of 
your life time business and social habit- 
at, can have its own special excitement 
and satisfaction. 


hiking mortgages 


Home buyers are learning, if they 


don't already know, that money is a 
commodity — and that the price of mon- 
ey is going up like everything else. 


The latest evidence of this is an an- 


nouncement of an increase in mortgage 
rates by the leading lender, First Feder- 
al Savings and Loan Association of Chi- 
cago. "Our source of funds for mortgage 
lending," said William F. Kenzie execu- 
tive vice president, "is savings. The level 
of savings at savings and loans through- 
out the country is way off -r for Febru- 
ary it was 32 per cent below the same 
period in 1972. And the savings we do get 
cost more to process. On top of this, to 
be competitive in the large-deposit field 
— $100,000 and more — we have to in- 
crease our rate to 7% per cent." 


The new mortgage rate announced by 


First Federal for a conventional mort- 
gage will be 7% per cent plus 1% per 
cent service charge — 80 per cent of 
valuation for 30 years. In announcing the 
rate increase Mr. Kenzie said, "The Chi- 
cago area has traditionally been the bar- 
gain market of the country for mort- 
gages — and I believe it will continue to 
have that reputation. 


"Soundings taken by those in the real 


estate and related fields over the past 
several weeks," said Mr. Kenzie, "have 
indicated that we will see general in- 
creases in mortgage rates not only i Chi- 
cago but throughout the country. Actual- 
ly, this has been the trend for some 
months."

They create a 
curtain of warmth against the cold, and 
floor length draperies will not block out 
the heat from the room.

Five chose Illinois universities for at 


least a time. Swift and Testone were 
Western Illinois students. Vrba chose Illi- 
nois State and Kraft the University of 
Wisconsin. 


Segebrecht and Gourley both attended 


Northern Illinois but the latter later 
switched to Miami of Ohio. 


"A year and a half too long," is how 


Gourley viewed his time at Northern. 
Agreeing DeKalb can be one cold corn 
field, he added, "And when the wind 
blows hard, it smells bad." 


There's no denying the qualifications of 


these men who become responsible for 
the athletic tradition at Hoffman Estates. 
Especially Gourley who's followed hash 
marks to Brown University and back. 


"I just felt that age 35, it's time to 


make the break," said Gourley who's 
been head coach at North Park for three 
years. "I really wanted into one of two 
kinds of schools — one that's been an 
outstanding established school or a brand 
new one where we could start our own 
tradition. 


"And with the advent of the (state) 


playoff," Gourley continued, "I just 
thought now would be the time to get 
back into high school football." 


Gourley came to North Park from 


Brown University where his three fresh- 
man teams compiled an 11-7 record and 
were Ivy League champs In 1968. That 
club played to a 5-1 mark and became 
the first Brown team to beat Dartmouth 
since 1922. 


"A lot of people aay Ivy League foot- 


ball isn't major, but don't believe them, 
it is," Gourley said while talking about 
leaving college football. (Calvin Hill...) 


"I just found some things I thought 


about college football were true. And 
these weren't the things I wanted," he 
continued. "I saw how much time it 
takes to be an outstanding college foot- 
ball coach and I'm not willing to be away 
from my family that much." 


The father of three children, his North 


Park teams compiled an 8-16-3 mark in- 
cluding a 4-4-1 season two years back, 
the school's second best season ever. 
"That tells you something about the pro- 
gram. Uphill all the way," he said. 


Everywhere else, Gourley's been a 


winner. His coaching career began with 
two years in the Northbrook elementary 
system before earning a 1961 masters in 
educational administration from Miami 
of Ohio. 


He then served two years as assistant 


football coach at Loyola Academy in Wil- 
mette. The school's 1963 team lost to St. 
R i t a , acknowledged national prep 
champs, by one point in a titantic Sol- 
diers Field struggle. 


Gourley was also head baseball coach 


at Loyola and started the school's wres- 
tling program. 


Later, he spent three years at North 


Chicago, building up an 18-5-1 record. His 
1966 club went 7-0-1, yielded only 15 
points and was ranked fifth in Chicago- 
land. Two of his teams won North Subur- 
ban Conference titles. 


Afterwards, came Gourley's years at 


Brown and North Park. 


Kraft brings a little bit of chemistry to 


the future baseball program at Hoffman 
Estates. He has a 1967 bachelors in 
chemistry from Wisconsin and 1971 mas- 
ters in educational administration from 
Northern Illinois. 


The father of an eight-week old son, 


Kraft was a two-year baseball letterman 
in the Big Ten. He played baseball under 
Al Carstens at Maine .West and was 
voted All-State Tourney when the 1963 
Warriors were Illinois champions. 


Kraft went to Fremd in 1967 and has 


been there since, heading the frosh foot- 
ball program four years and assisting on 
the sophomore level the past two sea- 
sons. 


He's been head sophomore baseball 


coach six years, compiling a 47-39 mark 
which includes one win this spring. His 
best finish was 13-5 four seasons back, 
second in the Mid-Suburban behind 
Wheeling. 


Kraft is a member of the National and 


Illinois Baseball Coaches Associations. 
He's also active in the Illinois State 
Chemistry Teachers Association and will 
teach atoms and molecules at Hoffman. 


After earning seven varsity letters in 


three sports at Palatine, new basketball 
coach Segebrecht watched a bad knee 
end his athletic career. 


Segebrecht was all Tri-County Confer- 


ence in football and basketball before

She didn't. And she was in New York 


City recently with Carol Mann and Mar- 
lene Hagge to publicize the Colgate-Di- 
nah Shore tournament in Palm Springs, 
Calif. 


"Once you prove yourself on the tour."

overcome the cold winds of Canadfcn 
golf and the cold shoulder of her fellow 
competitors. (She won nearly $16,500, for 
a freshman women's tour record.) She 
had also prevailed over the rigors of a 
rookie season in which she was not on 
familiar turf with the tour towns and ho- 
tels and plane schedules, and a language 
which she enjoys but is still foreign to 
("gratisfying" is a favorite word she has 
unwittingly invented) 


But now Ms. Bourassa has run into an- 


other obstacle. In January she under- 
went an operation to remove the carti- 
lage in her left knee. After diligent ex- 
ercises which included bike riding to 
strengthen the knee, Ms. Bonrassa en- 
tered her first tournament of the season, 
in Florida. She did so poorly that, she 
said, "I will have to learn to play golf all 
over again." For a 25-year-old who has 
been playing since she was 12, that could 
be a worrisome proposition. 


"My knee is tight," she said. "I have 


no pivot in my swing, just a spin. That is 
awkward. I hit very much left now, like 
a boomerang. 


"But I am learning the word patience. 


I must practice to get back what I had. 
Sometimes I feel like throwing my club. 
But I know I must not. It would not help 
my swing and it is a 50 dollar fine So 
what do I do? I go back to my holel 
room and hit my head against the wall 
See how flat the right side of my head 
is'" she asked, laughling lightly. 


Ms. Bourassa says that she plans to 


stay on as a tour regular for about three 
more years, then teach golf at clinics, 
or work in some kind of golf public rela- 
tions. 


"Right now, though, I am liking this 


life very much. It is an adventure, a 
good experience I love the challenge of 
the ball, the wind, overcoming yourself. 
You have to learn to live within yourself. 
Golf is good in this way. Only you can 
win for yourself. 


"I think sports is good for women, too. 


You get a better sense of yourself. For 
example, I like to sweat, and then take a 
cool shower after. You feel so alive. You 
don't need to put rouge on your cheeks. 
There is already a rose in them. Nature 
is beautiful. 


"My boy friend is very understanding 


about me being an athlete He says I am 
okay in sport as long as I have fun — 
and as long as I don't beat him. He only 
is kidding about the last, he says, after I 
bop him."

Overmanage? 


Oakland's Williams disputes tag 


(First of Two Parts.) 


by MURRAY OLDERMAN 


OAKLAND, CAlif. — Richard Hirshfeld 


Williams has been a manager of big 
league baseball teams a total of only five 
years. His teams have three times fin- 
ished the regular season in first place 
and twice appeared in World Series. 
Most recently, of course, his Oakland 
Athletics became the champions of the 
world. 


Such success could have a profound 


impact on the manager's role in the 
game, for Williams is not one of those 
impassive souls who sits on his haunches 
deep in the recesses of the dugout, sel- 
dom seen, infrequently heard, letting the 
nine men on the field determine the 
course of a game. 


Instead, he's a bounder. 
Last October, he and Sparky Anderson, 


the manager of the rival Cincinnati 
Reds, were so busy jumping onto the 
field and juggling personnel that even 
NBC must have wailed, "Enough al- 
ready1 We're running out of com- 
mercials " 


They were accused of overmanaging 


more than anybody since Mollie Gold- 
berg and Mary Worth. 


"Who 
me' Overmanage' I wasn't 


doing it. We won. Sparky must have 
been'" 


A tight smile lurked underneath Dick 


Williams' brush of a mustache as he con- 
fronted the accusation. Which gave him 
the opportunity to lash out against a fa- 
vorite target — the "eastern" writers. 


"The eastern writers," he said, "don't 


know anything about the Oakland ball 
club to begin with. We're hairy and mod 
and they don't like that. If we do any- 
thing against the so-called 'book' then I'd 
like to meet the man who wrote the book. 
I don't think there's such a thing as the 
book. 


"I think if you're managing a ball 


club, you're running the game The game 
belongs to me — definitely, I'd say, from 
the seventh inning on." 


That made the next question quite logi- 


cal. How important is a manager in win- 
ning? 


"He'd be lucky if he won half a dozen 


games through his brainstorms. If he 
does what the New York writers call 
overmanage, he might lose two dozen " 


A contradiction? Not to Williams, who 


can rationalize every move he ever 
made, and does, with the profound 
con- 


viction that comes from winning. 


One of the perquisites of the manager 


away from home is a two-room suite 
with the color console TV set and the 
kitchen bar so that Dick Williams can 
have his poached egg in privacy. It gives 
him a comfortable, reflective forum for a 
discourse on the philosophy of leading a 
major league baseball team. 


He is, in these circumstances, a sub- 


dued and amiable man Not at all the 
truculent and snapping authoritarian he 
can be when he puts on the knickers out- 
fit of kelly and gold ordained by Charles 
0 Fmley, the owner of the Athletics. 
Dick is going into the middle age (ap- 
proaching 44) of his life quite pleasantly. 
The Athletics look strong enough to win 
again 


"Charlie Dressen never played accord- 


ing to the book," mused Williams in a 
recall of his days as a benchwarmer with 
the old Brooklyn Dodgers. "Very rarely 


did Dressen use the bunt in Ebbets Field. 
With a man on second and none out and 
(Roy) Campanella up, I never remember 
Dressen telling him to hit to the right 
side to get the runner over " 


In those days, Williams was a fresh- 


faced 
outfielder 
whose 
career 
was 


aborted one afternoon in St. Louis when 
he fell on his shoulder diving for a fly 
ball — he never could throw much after 
that. Yet he managed to hang around the 
major leagues for parts or all of 13 sea- 
sons, playing seven different positions, 
everything but cat»h and pitch, and the 
experience convinced him that the ulti- 
mate strategy in modern baseball was 
juggling personnel — also called platoon- 
ing. 


"Of course," he said, "Casey Stengel 


went in for that platooning game with 
the Yankees. He gets credit for it be- 
cause he had the horses and won He had 
two guys disliking him for it — Gene 
Woodling and Hank Bauer — but they 
both made a lot of money." 


Williams has refined the art of platoon- 


ing to an extent that even Stengel never 
envisioned. 


"You 
must mean," he chirped on cue, 


"our musical chair bit at second base 
last year. We started using that around 
the first of September when we were 
able to go to a full 40-man squad. We 
also did it because Dick Green had a 
back operation. We used 12 different sec- 
ond basemen because of injuries. I was 
rapped because Gene Tenace (a catcher 
playing second) dropped a ball in our 
fourth playoff game against Detroit. No- 
body said a word about him turning a 
double play at the same position the 
game before. During the year he'd been 
out there for an inning at second base 
four or five times and done well " 


Question- Do you move people around 


because they don't really have enough 
skill to remain entrenched at one posi- 
tion, or because they're just naturally 
versatile? 


"I think we do it because athletes to- 


day are better than we were when I 
played, on the average. The ath-a-Ietes 
are bigger, stronger, have more endur- 
ance and are being force fed. You're get- 
ting training on the spot because of the 
new rules. You can only protect a player 
for one year." 


Yet it must grate on a player's morale 


to have to play one day, sit down the 
next, never be sure of a spot in the line- 
up, unless he's somebody like third base- 
man Sal Bando, who got into 152 games. 


"Anybody would love to be a regular," 


continued Williams, who made it into 130 
games for the bedraggled Kansas City 
Athletics one season, "especially on a 
club like ours. But if you have 25 men, 
you have to keep your bench sharp also. 
You may be hurting one or two guys' 
feelings on the regular nine, but you 
might be making seven or eight guys 
happy who are bench men. They play a 
lot more and so are sharper and if 
they're not qualified to play in the major 
leagues we're going to find it out and 
bring somebody else up. 


"You try to improve the club by cut- 


ting from the bottom. It keeps everybody 
on their toes. They keep in shape more, 
are more attentive, watch what's going 
on instead of talking stocks and bonds 
down at the end of the bench."

Commemorative to honor 
Polish astronomer Copernicus 
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by BERNADINE M. RECHNER 


The U.S. Postal Service April 23 will 


release an 8-cent commemorative honor- 
Ing Nicholas Copernicus, famed astrono- 
mer, born 500 years ago in Torun, Po- 
land. 


Several nations this year will pay post- 


al tribute to this esteemed scientist 
whose theories prevailed into the 20th 
century. 


In 1543, his book "On the Revolutions 


of Heavenly Bodies" challenged a theory 
that had been held since Ptolemy of Al- 
exandria deduced that the earth was the 
central position in the universe, around 
which the sun, moon and stars revolved. 
Copernicus felt the sun held the central 
position and his theory was supported by 
Kepler and Galileo, 


The 8-cent-stamp was designed by Al- 


vln Ei.ienman of Bethany, Conn, and 
based on an 18th Century engraving. Co- 
persicus holds a device that demonstra- 
tes his theory. 


First day ceremonies in Washington 


will be sponsored jointly by the Smithso- 
nian Institution and the National Acade- 
my of Science and will take place at the 
National Museum of History and Tech- 
nology. 


Collectors desiring first day cancella- 


tions should send their requests to "Co- 
pernicus Stamp, Postmaster, Washing- 
ton, D. C. 20013" enclosing the proper 
remittance which is the cost of the 
stamps to be affixed. 


NEW STAMP SUBJECTS and the de- 


signs of those stamps are the job of The 
Citizens' Stamp Advisory Committee 
which makes its recommendations to the 
U.S. Postal Service.

All systems 'GOES' for new satellite 


REDWOOD CITY, Calif. (UPI) - The 


weatherman is getting all 
systems 


"goes" for a giant step in forecasting. 


GOES stands for "Geostationary Oper- 


ational Environmental Satellite," now 
being built by Philco-Ford. 


The satellite, due to be up in about a 


year, will Increase the over-all view the 
forecaster receives of the earth and al- 
lows more pictures to be sent back. 


Technicians at the weather service 


forecast office here are busy installing 
the equipment necessary to pick up 
G O E S 
information 
for distribution 


throughout the western United States. 


"GOES will move around the earth at 


the same rate the earth turns and appear 
to remain stationary," said Arthur Gus- 


tafson, a veteran of weather work since 
the 1940s and the meteorologist in charge 
of the office. 
. Right now Gustafson works with three 
satellites, two in polar orbit and one sta- 
tionary at the Equator. 


The polar orbiting devices, he said, are 


limited to sending pictures only twice a 
day. 


GOES will increase the number of pic- 


ture transmissions and provide movies of 
cloud formations, allowing for gauging of 
wind speeds and the tracking of the for- 
mations. 


"With GOES we'll be getting pictures 


every half hour, night and day," he said. 
"And we'll have four times the detail in 
the pictures."

Masonry repairs are generally done in 


the spring. This is a fact that has little to 
do with the weather, It just happens that 
people make repairs mostly in the spring 
because they neglected to do so in the 
fall. 


And the hairline cracks you thought 


were not worth bothering with last fall 
are now a good deal larger. During the 
cold winter, rain filled the cracks, froze 
and enlarged them. Snow and ice did the 
same thing. Then thawing caused alter- 
nate contraction and expansion. 


And if you don't do something about 


this soon the spring rains will cause even 
more damage. 


First chance you get, inspect sidewalk, 


foundation and driveway carefully. Ex- 
amine especially well the joints where 
sections of masonry meet. A patio, walk 
or drive that meets the house foundation 
has a joint that is a likely spot for dam- 
age. 


SMALL GAPS can be sealed with cal- 


king compound or asphalt cement. Larg- 
er openings should be filled with concrete 
patch. 


Cracks in concrete also should be filled 


with concrete patch. First roughen the 
edges of the crack with a chisel. Enlarge 
the opening so that it is wider at the 
bottom than at the top. Use a wire brush 
to clean out loose particles. 


Dampen the entire area. Use a com- 


mercially prepared patch to which you 
simply add water. Mix only what you 
need immediately. Fill the opening, mak- 
ing it slightly higher than, the surround- 


ing area. Then level it off. 


For leveling, use a wooden board if the 


area is rough, a metal trowel it" it is 
smooth. Keep the spot damp for several 
days. 


Check the brickwork around the house, 


especially brick steps. Loose and crum- 
bling mortar will loosen the bricks. 
Eventually the steps will become dan- 
gerous. 


CLEAN OUT THE joint of all crum- 


bling mortar. Use a chisel or other sharp 
tool to scrape the surface. When the 
joints are clean, moisten them. Use a 
ready-mix mortar and force between the 
bricks with a pointing trowel. Smooth out 
to match the other joints. 


Repairing mortar joints is known as 


pointing and should be done regularly. 
Mostly it will be done for neatness but it 
also will prevent trouble before it devel- 
ops. 


Masonry repairs of any kind should be 


done when all danger of frost is past. To 
do it too soon is to end up with trouble. 


When you purchase patching mate- 


rials, specify what you want. The mix- 
tures are far different for a concrete 
drive and the mortar between bricks. 


You can do your mixing in a coffee 


can, a bucket or the pan of a wheelbar- 
row — depending on how much you are 
mixing. 


Clean out the container and your tools 


as soon as you finish and before the rem- 
nants of patching material start to hard- 
en.

Germany ends 
long search 
for Bormann 


FRANKFURT,, Germany (UPI) - 


West Germany has officially ended the 
long search for Martin Bormann, the 
deputy of Adolf Hitler, by announcing he 
committed suicide in Berlin sometime 
before dawn on May 2,1945. 


"Bormann definitely committed sui- 


cide in 1945," said assistant prosecutor 
Joachim Richter of Hesse state, who was 
in charge of Bormann's file. 


Biohter and Horst Gauf, the chief pub- 


lic prosecutor of Hesse who has been in- 
vestigating the case for 12 years, con- 
firmed that a skull and bones found last 
December in a Berlin railway yard were 
those of Bormann and would be turned 
over to Bormann's family for burial after 
public agencies issued the necessary cer- 
tificates of death. 


Richter'said West Germany has now 


withdrawn the $36,000 reward for Bor- 
mann's capture and has instructed tiie 
foreign ministry to tell informants re- 
porting they have seen Bormann the case 
is closed. 


They said Bormann killed himself 


when he failed to break through Russian 
lines around Berlin. Remnants of a poi- 
son capsule were found in the teeth of 
the skull. 


Gauf's statement was designed to put 


an end to repeated rumors Bormann 
somehow slipped through the tightening 
Russian ring in Berlin and made his way 
to South America. 


Bormann died sometime between 1 and 


3 a.m. on May 2, 1945, on a bridge over 
the Invalidenstrasse in Berlin's Tiergar- 
ten, Gauf said. 


Last Dec. 8 workers uncovered a skele- 


ton in the ruins of the Lehrter railway 
freight yard a few hundred feet from the 
bridge. Experts identified 
a dental 


bridge found in the skeleton as that of 
Bormann.

How can women excel in the home?

Q. When I retire this fall at 62, I'll 


have a large lump-sum payment coming 
to me for accumulated vacation leave 
earned during my last year of work. 
However, I won't actually receive this 
payment until about two months after I 
retire. When I apply for Social Security 
payments, do I include this lump-sum in 
my estimate of earnings for this year? 


A Yes Your payment for accumulated 


vacation leave will be counted as wages 
earned in the last month you actually 
worked and will not affect your monthly 
Social Security checks for months after 
you retired. 


Q. I'm a 19-year-old student getting 


monthly Social Security payments. I just 
got a part-time job and my earnings for 
this year could go over $2,100. Do I wait 
until my earnings do exceed $2,100 before 
reporting it to social security? 


A No, You should notify Social Secur- 


ity as soon as you start working at a job 
where your earnings could exceed $2,100 
for the year. In the report to Social Se- 
curity, show the month you started work 
and estimate your total earnings for the 
year from Jan. l through Dec. 31. If you 
wait until you've earned $2,100 before re- 
porting, you could be overpaid and have 
to pay some money back to Social Secur- 
ity 


Q. I've just completed my first claim 


for payment of some doctor bills under 
Medicare, and I'm ready to malt it. Does 
a Social Security office have to review It 
before I send it in? 


A. No. your claim does not have to be 


reviewed by a Social Security office. 
However, if you aren't sure that it's cor- 
rect, you may take it to a Social Security 
office. The prople there will review it 
and forward it to the Medicare office for 
you. 


Q. I don't know how it happened, but I 


have two Medicare cards. One card has 
my Social Security number on it, and the 


other has my late husband's number on 


it. Which card should I use? 


A The card you should use depends on 


vhose earnings record you're now get- 
ting monthly social security checks. Call 
your Social Security office immediately, 
and they'll tell you which card to keep.

A leaflet explaining how to estimate 


Social Security retirement benefits is 
available at Social Security offices, ac- 
cording to Norman R. Thoresen, man- 
ager of the Arlington Heights Social Se- 
curity office. 


The leaflet "Estimating Your Social 


Security Retirement Check," designed to 
help people in their retirement planning, 
includes a chart showing the number of 
quarters required to qualify for benefits 
and a worksheet to help in estimating the 
amount of benefits. 


"The leaflet can be used to compute a 


rough estimate of your retirement bene- 
fits, but an exact figure cannot be deter- 
mined until you apply for benefits," 
Thoresen said. The exact amount of 
worker's social security benefits is based 
on his average earnings under the pro- 
gram over a period of years that may 
include his most recent work.

band and children. The second way — 
and this is the super-wife supermother 
syndrome — is by keeping the house so 
immaculate you can eat off the kitchen 
floor; or as one supermother told me: 
she never prepared a meal. Everything 
was a banquet — always 14 courses. 


Dr. Bart conducted a survey among 


middle aged women hospitalized for 
depression and found they had common 
causes for their depression. 


"THEY HAD A feeling that their life 


pattern — how they lived their life — 
made no sense to them now. These were 
the very, very good women. They build 
their lives around their husbands and 
particularly around their children. These 
women are martyrs in a sense and mar- 
tyrs always expect some kind of payoff. 
They think there is a pot of gold at the 
end of the line. 


"They thought the pot of gold would 


come in the form of complete attention 
and devotion by their grandchildren," 
Dr. Bart continued, "but they found that 
in spite of all the years of sacrifice there 
was no payoff. In fact they were useless 
when no one wanted them around. There 
was not much for them to do as they had 
not developed their own capacities. They 
never could see all they did during their 
lives was for their children and their 
husbands. 


"When their husbands and children left 


them for their own careers these women 
had nothing left but themselves to fall 
back on. They had a sense of uselessness 
and depression. Many of them wanted to 
die" 


According to Dr. Bart, depression in 


general used to be considered the disease 
or illness of middle age. "But I did a 
cross cultural study to find out if depres- 
sion was related to biological changes 
rather than a culturally imposed state. 


"In studying 30 cultures I found that in 


general, middle age is not found to be a 
bad time in life for women. As a matter 
of fact, her status at mid life goes up and 
along with it her self image. 


"This simply isn't so in America."

WASHINGTON — Sen. Gaytord Nelson, 


D-Wis., is urging the federal government 
to set an example for the rest of the na- 
tion in cutting down on energy con- 
sumption and waste. 


"Since energy experts indicate that as 


much as 30 per cent of the energy used 
nationally could foe conserved, it is ob- 
vious that the federal government alone 
could have a substantial impact with a 
serious conservation program," he told 
an environmental council. 


The senator is absolutely right about 


the potential for conservation in govern- 
ment. And the place to start is in the 
Senate itself. 


The Senate wastes a prodigious 


amount of energy as it goes about its 
daily business. With a few displays of 
self-restraint, it could become a model 
for us all in halting the squandering of 
our resources. 


ONE GLARING example is the unnec- 


essary raising of points of order in the 
s e n a t o r i a l chamber and committee 
rooms. 


A parliamentarian once told me that 


between 56 and 62 per cent of all points 
of order raised in the Senate were super- 
fluous and could be left unhoisted without 
harming the national interest. 


I'll grant the quantity of energy re- 


quired to raise a point of order on the 
Senate floor is fairly small. But little 
things quickly mount up. 


In citing Senate culpability in this mat- 


ter, it also should be noted the House of 
Representatives is equally improvident 
in the use of energy. House members 
are constantly moving the previous ques- 
tion, with little or no regard for environ- 
mental consequences. 


Half the time the previous question 


doesn't really need moving. Tests have 
shown previous questions can be left in 
place for days at a time without becom- 
ing moldy, developing dry rot or any- 
thing of that sort.

shortages. 


The federal judiciary system likewise

Judges from the Supreme Court on 
down contribute to the needless ex- 
penditure of energy by throwing cases 
out of court, overturning lower court rul- 
ings and handing down decisions. 


In many instances these energy-con- 


suming activities could be avoided sim- 
ply by letting the cases, rulings and deci- 
sions fall of their own weight.

The reasoning behind this was that, in 


the matter of Wednesday and Saturday 
matinees, patrons could get out in time 
to escape the crush of going-home work- 
ers in the 5-5:30 period.

was paid even when he wasn't on screen. 


Just another facet of the O'Brian em- 


pire, which even without Search is still 
one of Hollywood's biggest.

Dear Dr. l.amb — Please help me to 


get my parents off my back before we all 
go crazy Can you tell me what causes it 
and what can be done about the "stuff" 
that forms in the nose? I really have a 
problem with it 


I seem to have a vary large amount 


and the real problem is that it dries up 
and hardens and is extremely both- 
ersome which causes me to constantly 
try to pick my nose. For about five years 
my parents have been nagging me con- 
stantly about picking it but it bothers me 
too much to ignore it. 


When I went to a doctor for an unre- 


lated problem my mother asked about it 
and the doctor said it is normal and 
harmless so not to worry. This did not 
help. If it could be related, I do have a 
mild sinus problem I sneeze a lot and 
about every three to four weeks my si- 
nuses will give a little trouble for four or 
five days. Also I worry a lot about 
school Could it just be a nervous habit? 
I am a 16-year-old boy in excellent 


health, other than having a nosy prob- 
lem. 


Dear Reader — That stuff is the driecl- 


up secretions that are formed in the nose 
and the sinuses. T'ne more secretions 
(particularly if they are thick) one has, 
the more likely it 'fs to accumulate as 
dried material in the lining of the nose. 
Thus, having sinus ({rouble could contrib- 
ute to the problem. 


If the material doesn't dry it doesn't 


cause scab-like formations that are irri- 
tating. Factors which contribute to dry- 
ing of the external nose then contribute 
to the kind of problem you have. Many 
houses 
in the wintertime 
are ex- 


ceptionally dry which can be a factor. 


If you have a real sinus problem then 


you need some medical attention for that 
anyway and If the sinus problem can be 
corrected it might solve part of your 
problem. 


Aside from that, my suggestion is that 


you use a Q-tip and put a little Vaseline 
on the end of it and coat the inner side of 


'Wonder drug9 thalidomide 
results in a nightmare 


LONDON (UPI) - When Freddy Ast- 


bury takes to his school's soccer field, 
the chubby 13-year-old rolls his limbless 
self along pushing the ball with his head. 
Some child bystanders laugh Freddie 
thinks it's great fun. But the nation 
weeps. 


The boy Is one of the 432 deformed 


"thalidomide" children born in Britain in 
the late 1950s and early 1960s whose 
plight is again tugging at the nation's 
heart-strings and loosening the purse- 
string of the company that marketed 
the drug in this country. 


It was supposed to be a new "wonder" 


drug — a sedative with none of the toxic 
effects of barbltuates to help expectant 
mothers sleep soundly. Sweet dreams 
they may have had. But the results were 
a nightmare 


The tablets bred a generation of bro- 


ken children — about 8,000 by most 
counts in various countries. 


"MY WIFE STILL has nightmares," 


says London art dealer David Mason, 
whose daughter Louise, 10, was born 
limbless after her mother took the drug. 


The Masons and most of the other par- 


ents have yet to receive a penny in com- 
pensation from the Distillers Co., Ltd., 
whose then pharmaceutical subsidiary 
marketed the drug in Britain under li- 
cense from West Germany's Chemie 
Gruenenthal, which developed thalido- 
mide 


Distillers, one of the world's largest 


producers of whisky, gin and other li- 
quor, denied — and still does — any legal 
liability In 1969. the firm reached a $2.3 
million out-of court settlement with the 
parents of 62 of the children This pro- 
vided for an average $38,000 for each 
child — the amount depending on the ex- 
tent of their deformities 


The tragedy soon faded from public at- 


tention and the fate of the other children 
remained all but forgotten until last Sep- 
tember Then the London Sunday Times 
embarked on a crusade on behalf of the 
youngsters. 


"EVEN THEN THE public didn't want 


to know," says Lady Hoare, who 
launched a charity appeal for the chil- 
dren years ago "This was no cruel, acci- 
dental twist of nature. It was a man- 
made tragedy just too horrific for most 
people to face up to They just wanted 
the whole thing to go away." 


The Sunday Times, risking contempt of 


court while the matter was still under 
litigation, persisted — criticizing society 
and Distillers for not coming to terms 
with the problem years ago. 


Other newspapers joined the campaign 


and the High Court, In one test case, 
s q u a s h e d contempt proceedings in- 
stituted by the firm against one tele- 
vision network that screened a docu- 
mentary on the story. 


"The more we became Involved, the 


angrier I got," says Sunday Times editor 
Harold Evans. "I thought I wns a pretty

thick-skinned journalist but when these 
children visited my office, I became 
overwhelmed with shock. I thought if I 
were their parents I would be stark, star- 
ing mad." 


PUBLIC ANGER began to mount and 


last January, mushroomed into a boycott 
by two supermarket chains and scores of 
hotels and pubs of Distillers products, in- 
cluding Jcihnny Walker, Dewars and 
Black and White scotch and Gordon's 
gin. The value of the firm's shares 
slumped by $25.8 million in one day of 
trading Jan. 2 on the London stock ex- 
change. 


Parliament and many of the com- 


pany's own major and small share- 
holders pressed the firm for a speedy 
and generous settlement for the children. 


On Jan. 5, Distillers increased to $47 


million, its previous offer of $11 7 million 
compensation, and said parents who set- 
tled previously would share in the new 
settlement. 


The offer, tentatively welcomed by 


many of the parents, would provide an 
average $121,000 per child, including 
those who previously settled. Details will 
be worked out over the next few weeks 
with representatives of the parents The 
company says the new offer is final. 


The offer compares favorably with the 


nearly $47 million made available to 
2,600 thalidomide children in West Ger- 
many by the makers of the drug and the 
government there.

truth is that exercise is probably good 
for women who are not having severe 
menstrual pain or excessive bleeding. 
There is no physiological reason why 
women can't exercise during the normal 
menstrual period unless they have some 
complicating problems.

claim reported progress last week in 
the battle against the most common fatal 
disease among children — cancer. 


A panel of researchers said new treat- 


ment methods are producing significant 
long-term survival rates for youngsters 
with acute lymphocytic leukemia, Hod- 
gkin's disease, Wllms' tumor and other 
bone and tissue cancers. 


Two scientists from St. Jude Children's 


Research Hospital in Memphis, Tenn., 
told the American Cancer Society's 15th 
science writers' seminar neither leu- 
kemia nor Hodgkin's disease were still 
inevitably fatal diseases. 


DR. JOSEPH V. Simone said acute 


lymphocytic leukemia — the most com. 
mon single form of cancer in childhood 
— has a 51 per cent five-year survival 
rate among youngsters treated with 
heavy doses of drugs and radiation. 


"Since earlier studies showed thtit re- 


lapse was rare after two to three years 
of complete remission, we expect in- 
definite remissions in about one-half of 
children who receive this form of thera- 
py," he said. 


Another researcher from the Memphis 


hospital reported combined use of drugs 
and radiation has produced significantly 


high-and long-survival rates for young 
victims of HodgMns disease. 


Dr. Kirby Smith said that S3 of 55 


patients treated "entered complete re- 
mission" — or disappearance of their 
disease — for periods of up to 58 months. 


Hodgkin's disease, which is a form of 


cancer marked by inflammation of 
lymph nodes and enlargement of the 
spleen and often of the liver and kidneys, 
used to be considered almost universally 
incurable in children and adolescents.

What really happened on Midnight Ride... 
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WASHINGTON (UPI) - Paul Revere 


did not ride through the streets of Boston 
or Lexington or Concrod, never saw the 
lanterns in the Old North Church — 
which were the wrong signals, anyway — 
and found three of his compatriots with 
their girl friends during his famous Mid- 
night Ride of April 18, 1775, a Smithso- 
nian Institution magazine reports. 


Debunking the historical legend of 


Hnery Wadsworth Langfellow, Richard 
W. O'Donnell, writing in the April issue 
of "Smithsonian," says that "the famed 
poet took other liberties with the facts 
about Revere that have been believed by 
generations of Americans." 


According to O'Donnell, the eve of the 


Revolution found Revere safely in Boston 
after having asked a friend to hang lan- 
terns in the church to tell patriot soldiers 
across the river in Charles town whether 
the British were coming by land or by 
sea. 


AS IT turned out, according 
to 


O'Donnell, the lantern corps gave the 
"two if by sea" signal. 


"The British rowed only a short dis- 


tance." however, "then made the rest of 
the trip on foot," O'Donnell writes. 


Revere, meantime, was on his way to 
Lexington, but not to warn the citizens, 
he says. Revere had made the same trip 
two days before to tell the Minute Men of 
British plains to attack Concord and to 
get them to remove their ammunition 
supplies. 


The second ride — the one immorta- 


lized by Longfellow — was "primarily to 
warn revolutionaries Samuel Adams and 
John Hancock to leave town" before 
their imminent arrest. 


WHEN REVERE reached them, they 


immediately sat down to a midnight 
snack. Then, patriot William Dawes 
showed up after having made a slightly 
longer ride from Boston. 


At the midnight snack, Adams and 


Hancock decided that Revere and Dawes 
should ride to warn citizens of Concord. 


En route they were joined by Dr. Sam- 


uel Prescott who was returning from a 
rendezvous with his grl friend, according 
to O'Donnell. 


"A lot of people were visiting their girl 


friends that April night," says O'Donnell. 


"Hancock had been sitting up with 'the 


beautiful Dorothy Quincy' when Revere 
arrived, and, in fact, they were having a 


lovers' spat while history was erupting 
all around them." 


DAWES AND Prescott took a detour 


from the Concord expedition to warn the 
Minute Men of Lincoln, writes O'Donnell, 
"and found one patriot awake — Nath- 
aniel Baker, holding hands with yet an- 
other fair maid." 


When Prescott, Dawes and Revere re- 


turned from the detour, six British offi- 
cers arrested them. 


Dawes dashed away so quickly he fell 


off his horse, writes O'Donnell. Prescott 
jumped a fence and actually did make it 
to Concord to alert the citizens. 


AS FOR Revere? He was captured, 


threatened with a pistol and ordered to 
talk. 


"With deep regret it must be revealed 


that the great patriot spilled every- 
thing," O'Donnell debunks. 


"He gave such a detailed account of 


his glorious gallop that if Longfellow had 
only been there to take notes he might 
have written a more accurate poem." 


When the shooting broke out hours lat- 


er, Revere and four others were released 
and succeeded in helping Hancock and 
Adams escape.

Critics put IRS 
on the defensive 


NEW YORK — Preparing our income 


tax returns inspires most of us to much 
deep thinking. 


What we are contemplating, of course, 


i» not how proud George Washington 
would be of the honesty we show. It is 
not how gratifying it seems to do our 
own little bit to help pay Henry Kis- 
singer's salary. It is not the problem of 
remembering whether we really did do- 
nate that $50 to the Charitable Fund to 
Protect the Weasel. 


What we are contemplating — let's 


face it — Is: How much can we get away 
with? 


This borders on being a universal 


truth, though It is sometimes not dis- 
cussed for reasons that have to do with 
morality, scruples and the possibility 
that you might be audited. 


But there Is another similar truth that 


Is only Just now beginning to surface: AD 
this time while we have been wondering

how we can beat the Internal Revenue 
Service at its own game, the IRS has 
been wondering how it can beat us at our 
own game. It has been wondering in fact 
how much it can get away with, 


RIGHT AT the time of year when the 


IRS usually likes to ladle out press re- 
leases telling how tax dodger ABC has 
just been sent up the river for 40 years, 
the tables have been turned and a bar- 
rage of serious and credible criticism 
has been leveled against the IRS, most of 
it against the auditing process used to 
decide who is shortchanging Uncle Sam 
and by how much, 


—Phil and Sue Long, a placid-looking 


couple from 
Bellevue, Wash., have 


emerged as the leaders of the taxpayer 
liberation movement. They are in the 
thick of a three-year crusade against the 
IRS, during which they have used the 
courts to force into public view informa- 
tion about the often arbitrary and some- 
times extortionist nature of the auditing 
process. 


—A morbidly fascinating new book, 


"The April Game — Secrets of an Inter- 
nal Revenue Agent," gives a first-person 
account of the system as it looks from 
the other side. The author, a current IRS 
agent who used the pseudonym "Diog- 
enes," contends that the amount of mon- 


ey an audited taxpayer ends up owing 
may depend more on whether he offers 
the auditing agent a cup of coffee and is 
well-behaved than on the honesty of his 
original return. 


—A FORMER IRS auditor, Dean Boyd, 


charged in an interview with "Free- 
dom," the newspaper of the Church of 
Scientology, that the IRS will on occasion 
try to "get someone" for "political rea- 
sons" through an audit of his tax return. 
"You can find something wrong with 
anybody's return if you want to," he said 
later in a telephone interview. (It should 
be noted that Boy'd's charge is an ex- 
treme one and that the only example he 
cites involves gangster Al Capone.) 


—Vincent Connery, president of the 


National Association of Internal Revenue 
Employes, testified before a Senate ap- 
propriations subcommittee studying the 
IRS budget that a de facto "quota" sys- 
tem existed for auditing agents. Agents 
who do not come up with enough of the 
taxpayers' money in their audits find 
themselves often overlooked by their su- 
pervisors at promotion time, Connery 
said. His testimony, which was supported 
by statements made to the same subcom- 
mittee by three former IRS commission- 
ers, backed up charges made by the 
Longs and "Diogenes." 


— The u b i q u i t o u s Ralph Nader 


recently told Congress that it should act 
to open up the IRS to public scrutiny and 
help the taxpayer by informing him 
more completely of his rights. Nader and 
members of his Tax Reform Research 
Group also urged that Congress create a 
"taxpayer ombudsman" to keep an eye 
on the IRS from the inside. "For the av- 
erage taxpayer," Nader told the Senate 
appropriations subcommittee, "a con- 
frontation with the IRS can be a fright- 
ening experience. He is suddenly facing 
a one-and-a-half-billion-dollar federal 
agency with a reputation for toughness." 


LACKING A clear understanding of 


the law, intimidated and on the defen- 
sive, most taxpayers pay whatever the 
agent says they owe, just or not. "To say 
that the taxpayer is outraged at the in- 
justice." Nader added, "is not to say 
that the taxpayer is always right in the 
dispute. The crucial point is that the set- 
tlement was pressed upon him; he has 
acquiesced to the power rather than the 
fairness of the government." 


The essence of most of the criticism is 


that the IRS knows more or less what it 
is doing but it would prefer that the 
taxpayers not be let in on too much, for 
fear they will be able to cheat, elude and 
generally dash through loopholes too 
well. 


This unenlightening process starts with 


the dreaded 1040 form itself. The out- 
going IRS commissioner, Johnny Wal- 
ters, is fond of saying that there is no 
reason any taxpayer should have to have 
help with his return and if anyone is 
stubborn enough to want help, he can al- 
ways get it free at the IRS. 


BUT BOYD, a tax consultant since he 


retired from the IRS 14 years ago, says, 
"The tax laws of this country are incred- 
ibly complex. I would hazard a guess 
that Mr. Walters needs some help to pre- 
pare his own return." And separate 
surveys made last year by reporters 
from NEA and the Wall Street Journal 
showed that the same tax question asked 
at six different IRS offices will probably 
yield at least four different and often 
contradictory answers. 


Nevertheless, 80 million or so returns 


get filed every year, amidst much saying 
of silent prayers and rubbing of rabbit's 
feet. For nearly two per cent of the 
people'who filed those returns, however, 
the fun is far from over; they will be 
audited. (Some auditees are chosen at 
random, others because they have high 
incomes or claim unusual deductions. 
The selection process is one of the se- 
crets the IRS would like to keep.) 


Not all audits lead to government 


claims of underpayment of taxes but 
enough of them do that the IRS collected 
about $3 billion in "deficiencies" in 1971. 
One of the primary complaints of the 
IRS' critics is that the auditing process 
is inefficient because it hits main- 
ly the small taxpayer, who pays up 


quickly, yielding a small but rapid 
"score" for the auditor. 


"DIOGENES," WHO say IRS agents 


are not above using paid informers and 
opening taxpayers' mail, contends: "If a 
rich taxpayer gets into an argument with 
me about half-a-million dollars in taxes, 
it's worth his while to fight a good fight. 
He can hire lawyers and accountants to 
fight it for him, and the U.S. government 
will help him defray the cost, for their 
fees are tax deductible. But the little guy 
has no other practical choice but to 
knuckle under and do what I say." 


IRS statistics dredged up by the Longs 


show that audited taxpayers with the 
time, energy and money to persist 
through the appeals process usually suc- 
ceed in reducing the claim against them. 


In the year ending last June 30, for in- 


stance, the IRS appellate division accept- 
ed an average 67 per cent of the original 
claims against taxpayers whose deficien- 
cy was set by the audit at from $1 to 
$999. But it settled for an average of only 
44 per cent from taxpayers accused of 
underpaying from $50,000 to $99,999. And 
it compromised for 34 per cent with tax- 
payers said to owe more than $1 million. 


The IRS thus concedes without any 


apologies that its agents' original claims 
are inflated — like the original demands 
in labor-management bargaining that 
have to be extravagant enough to allow 
for "concessions" on both sides. 


THE IRS does, however, deny that a 


quota system exists. Commissioner Wal- 
ters rejected the charge Connery and 
Walters' own predecessors made before 
the Senate subcommittee, and IRS 


spokesman Leon Levine added in an In- 
terview, "There is absolutely no quota 
system. I am an ex-agent and if there 
were one I would know about it." 


Walters did admit to the subcommittee 


that the IRS might do a better job of 
letting audited taxpayers know that they 
are not criminally liable for under- 
payment unless fraud is proven. ("Diog- 
enes" counsels that it is never a good 
idea to admit to cheating because agents 
— who dislike the lengthy, involved fraud 
cases — would rather believe you made 
a mistake.) 


And a spokesman for Sen. Joseph Mon- 


toya (D-N.M.), the subcommittee chair- 
man, says that Montoya will soon pro- 
pose legislation to institute changes in 
the IRS, including introduction of the om- 
budsman plan. 


BUT FOR THE time being, we are all 


stuck with the current all-too-human sys- 
tem. 


"I don't beat my wife," "Diogenes" 


says. "I take my children to zoos and 
buy them ice-cream cones; I get along 
amicably with my suburban neighbors; 
and I have never used any more than the 
minimum necessary force to make a tax- 
payer see things my way. Yet my power 
scares me sometimes. If I can get at 
privileged information such as a doctor's 
private files, if I can find out almost any- 
thing about any citizen without getting 
permission from a judge or seeing the 
inside of a courtroom, what am I? I am 
a small-sized version of George Orwell's 
Big Brother — the eye to which all walls 
are glass."

Couple tilts biggest of windmills—the IRS 


NEW YORK - People are always tell- 
ing Phil and Sue Long to stop tilting 
against windmills. 


"Okay," they say. Then they pull down 


their visors and make another charge at 
the biggest windmill of them all, the U.S. 
government's Internal Revenue Service. 


The Longs are unlikely crusaders. 
Until about three years ago, in fact, 


they were a mild-mannered couple oper- 
ating a real estate business in Bellevue, 
Wash., a relaxed suburb of Seattle. Then 
the IRS decided after an audit of the 
Longs' 1966, 1967 and 1968 personal and 
business income tax returns that they 
owed $38,144 more than they had paid. 


THE LONGS disagreed. They have 


been disagreeing ever since — often put- 
ting In 100 hours a week on their tax case 
— and they still haven't paid a penny of 


the judgment against them. The IRS, ac- 
customed to dealing with taxpayers who 
are only too glad to compromise on a 
judgment to get the government off their 
backs, has reacted with stubbornness 
matching the Longs'; they now claim 
that the Longs owe them more than 
$40,000 instead of the original sum. 


"We more or less drifted into this," 


Phil Long said recently in a break from 
his jousting with the IRS. "If they had 
just asked for $500 or so, I probably 
would have paid it and let it go at that 
but as it was I had to fight." 


The Longs had never been involved in 


any crusading bigger than a local bond 
issue before, but they have counter- 
attacked the IRS with a guerrilla-move- 
ment tenacity. 


The campaign began in earnest March 


25, 1970 when the Longs placed a long ad 
headlined "Life Under the I.R.S." in the 
Washington Post. The ad detailed the 
IRS's charges against the Longs and the 
Longs' answer. 


"IT ENDED "IT IS my sincere hope 


that someone can pioneer a trail through 
the jungle of what I believe to be the 
unconstitutional and unethical proce- 
dures of IRS. I am not blindly volun- 
teering to try taking on the 'strongest 
litigant in the world,' but I am open for 
considering 
reasonable 
suggestions, 


(signed) Philip H. Long, 4885 Lakehurst 
Lane, Bellevue, Washington 98004." 


The Longs have placed 10 subsequent 


ads in the Post giving a play-by-play re- 
port of their continuing battle. 


Though they still face the under- 


payment charges (they will plead their 
case at a tax court hearing in Washing- 
ton, D.C. in May), the Longs have won 
one major victory. Last August a U.S. 
District Court judge in Washington state 
ruled that the IRS had to release to the 
public the manuals its auditing agents 
used as guidelines. 


THOSE HANDBOOKS and other inter- 


nal IRS documents spirited out to- the 
Longs by sympathetic government em- 
ploye* have provided considerable evi- 
dence that the auditing process is largely 
arbitrary and tends to discriminate 
against the less wealthy. 


The IRS has not attempted to discredit 


the statistics published by the Longs or 
deny any of their specific charges. It has 
not responded to a statement by William 
Phillips, staff director of the House Gov- 
ernment Operations information subcom- 
mittee, who said last April that "the pol- 
icies of the Internal Revenue Service in 
Freedom of Information matters has al- 
most become a national scandal." 


But is has been forced onto the defen- 


sive by the Longs. The chief of the IRS 
Disclosure Staff, Donald Virdin, testified 
before Congress last year that at one 
point in 1971, 18 of the IRS' top officials 
gathered together to discuss the Longs' 
request for copies of blank forms. (They 
eventually refused to supply them.) 


The IRS also refused to let the Longs 


make tape recordings of then* conference 
with the Appellate Division. 


DESPITE THE fact that at one point 


an IRS official pointedly mentioned that 
the agency had "600 lawyers" to deploy 
against the Longs, the IRS legal staff 
thus far has not made much of a dent in 
the Longs' case. 


And Leon Levine, an IRS press spokes- 


man, sounds as if he is getting tired of 
talking about the Longs. 


Both sides have gone out of their way, 


however, to avoid personal attacks. 


Long says that "95 per cent of the 


people who work for Internal Revenue 
are wonderful guys working for a living. 
But it's just like if you were a prison 
guard and you were told to whip prison- 
ers; you'd probably do it. They start out 
hungry for a job like anyone else and 
pretty soon they're waiting for their pen- 
sion and it's too late to get out. They're 
trapped in between; they have to go 
along with what they're told." 


LEVINE, meanwhile, says earnestly 


that "the Longs are taxpayers and citi- 
zens, entitled to their rights like every- 
one else. Now we're only human, too, but 
I like to think that if they came into the 
IRS today they would get the same cour- 
teous treatment as anybody would." 


The Longs are not so sure. 
They contend that they were threat- 


ened with a "jeopardy assessment" — an 
IRS seizure of property that cannot be 


contested in the courts. Levine acknowl- 
edges that the jeopardy assessment ex- 
ists; "you have to have something'like 
that for people who owe taxes and are 
going to leave the country, for instance/' 
he says. But he says he is not aware that 
it was considered for the Longs, adding. 
"No one person can order it and we don't 
lightly use it or threaten with the jeop- 
ardy assessment, though of course in a 
large organization there may be people 
who do misuse it occasionally." 


IF THERE was a jeopardy assessment 


threat, it left the Longs undaunted. The\ 
have spent $10,000 (that includes «n ef- 
fective do-it-yourself publicity campaign) 
and more than three years trying, as 
Phil Long says, "to get it all out on top 
of the table, so a fellow who is reason- 
ably honest won't have to be terrified of 
an audit from the IRS."

She makes meat balls by the hundreds

Can you Imagine making Swedish meat 


balls for 225 people? Charlotte Thorsen of 
Prospect Heights did just that and much 
more for her daughter's wedding six 
years ago. With her mother's help, they 
made all of the food served at the buffet 
reception. The "homemade" buffet in- 
cluded ham, chicken rolls, the meat 
balls, potato salad, gelatin molds. 


"We prepared whatever we could in 


advance," said Charlotte. Widowed for 19 
years, she works full time at the Mount 
Prospect State Bank, yet efficiently man- 


aged this endeavor. However, she admits 
that she couldn't have done it without 
her mother, Mrs. Adele Marozeck, who 
lives with her. "Mother made SO pounds 
of potato salad," Charlotte exclaimed. 


Charlotte made 1500 meat balls for the 


reception, preparing about 50 at a time 
and freezing them. "They are quite easy 
to prepare as they are browned in the 
oven," she said. It is still one of her fa- 
vorite recipes, which she uses for holiday 
buffets or as an entree for a meal. 


"I have never tasted any meat balls I 


liked as well," she remarked. "Grated 
apple and ginger are included in the in- 


gredients, giving the meat a little differ- 
ent flavor. They are moist in texture yet 
solid enough to handle easily." 


After browning, the meat balls may be 


frozen for future use or baked in their 
own juices or a creamy dill gravy. 


Au gratin potatoes are an appetizing 


accompaniment for the Swedish meet 
balls. Charlotte prepares them ef- 
fortlessly by combining cooked sliced po- 
tatoes with diluted Cheddar cheese soup. 
Any vegetable can be used to complete 
the meal. For a buffet Charlotte suggests 
that another meat be included, along 
with a gelatin salad and a molded 


shrimp salad. 


Tomato soup, mayonnaise, cream 


cheese and unflavored gelatin form the 
base for her shrimp salad, with the 
shrimp, celery, onion, hard-boiled eggs 
and stuffed olives adding taste and tex- 
ture. Turned into a fish mold, it is as 
attractive in appearance as it is delicious 
to taste. 


For dessert this homemakcr suggests a 


wine cake, made with packaged cake 
and pudding mixes, eggs, oil, sherry 
wine and nutmeg. Baked in a tube pan, 
the cake is sprinkled with powdered sug- 
ar. Lighter than a pound cake, it is moist 
in texture and will keep fresh for days. 


"The cake has an unusual spicy fla- 


vor," Charlotte said. "I like to make it a 
day or two ahead as it tastes even better 
if it ages a little." 


The entire buffet makes a hit with her 


family, which includes son George, and 
her daughter and son-in-law, Karen and 
Dennis Schaar of Riverdale and two 
young grandchildren.

An impressive blend of recipes

"The All New Portal to Good Cooking" 


Is an impressive collection of recipes 
published by Women's American ORT 
(Organization for Rehabilitation Through 
Training). 


The quality of the book begins with the 


attractive hardback cover and does not 
vary throughout the 310 pages of recipes 


submitted by members of Midwest Dis- 
trict VIII which includes West Suburban 
Region active in this area. 


Simplicity has merit in this cookbook 


which is a blend of traditional and con- 
temporary selections. The recipes are 
easy to read, indexed and offer an exten- 
sive choice of food ideas with easy-to- 
follow methods of preparation.

To date, soybeans remain a relatively 


untapped nutritional resource for most 
homemakers. A brief appearance may 
have been a sprinkling of imitation bacon 
bits. Many frankfurter and lunchmeat 
products also contain soybean deriva- 
tives as nutritional boosters. But seldom 
do soybeans appear on the dinner table 
in their natural form. 


Institutionally, they have received 


more attention. A student in Yale Uni- 
versity's dining hall samples an ex- 
perimental main course of "soybean 
steak." In Mozambique, Africa, a woman 
adds water to a soybean powder to make 
a meat gravy substitute. Soybean prod- 
ucts will have the biggest impact on 
foods of the future, according to Dr. H. 
E. Robinson, president of the Institute of 
Food Technology. 


Soybeans supply essential amlno acids, 


calcium and B vitamins. They are avail- 
able at most health food stores for about 
39 cents a pound, but whether the budget 
is limited or not, soybeans can be in- 
corporated into daily menus. 


If soybeans are frozen after they have 


soaked and before they are cooked, the 
cooking time Is decreased about two 
hou's and they taste more like navy 
bea'is. However, even after this process 
soybeans will not taste like navy beans 
or any other of the familiar legumes. 
They have a unique flavor and at first, 
homemakers should heavily rely on sea- 
sonings to make them palatable, accord- 
ing to Adelle Davis, author of "Ltt'a 
Cook It Right." ate recommends the fol- 
lowing method for preparing dry soy- 
bean). 


If convenient, soak 1V4 cups dry soy- 


beans in an ice tray for 2 hours or longer 
in 2 cups water. Place in freezing com- 
partment and freeze until solid, prefera- 
bly overnight. Remove from refrigerator 
and drop into 1 cup hot soup stock or 
vegetable-cooking water. Cover utensil 
and simmer 2'/i to 4 hours; add more 
soup stock or water if needed. 


When nearly tender, add % teaspoon 


crushed black peppercorns, 2 teaspoons 
salt, 2 tablespoons vegetable oil, 1 or 2 
minced garlic cloves, 1 chopped onion, V* 
to 1 cup tomato puree or 2 to 4 table- 
spoons catsup or chili sauce, 1 tablespoon 
Worcestershire and 1 bay leaf. 


Continue cooking until tender; remove 


lid of utensil, allowing excess liquid to 
evaporate. Add 2 to 4 tablespoons parsley 
and serve either hot or cold. 


Any of the following groups of season- 


ing may be added to cooked soybeans 
about 15 minutes before serving. 


"Baked" soybeans: 2 to 4 tablespoons 


dark molasses, if needed, increase heat 
to evaporate moisture until consistency 
is that of baked beans. Stir in 1 table- 
spoon dry mustard and 2 chopped onions 
5 minutes before serving. 


Creamed soybeans: 2 diced pimientos, 


2 finely diced carrots, 3 tablespoons 
chopped parsley, pinch of basil, 1 cup or 
more undiluted evaporated milk; evapo- 
rate moisture before adding milk; 
s p r i n k l e generously with Parmesan 
cheese. 


Savory soybeans: 2 finely diced car- 


rots, 2 chopped onions, l diced stalk cele- 
ry; pinch each of rosemary, savory, 
marjoram. 


Soybeans with ham: 1 or 2 teaspoons 


caraway seeds. % to 1 cup each chopped 
onions and diced leftover ham. 


methods of preparation. 


Besides including the usual categories 


found in all cookbooks, "Portal to Good 
Cooking" explores the more unusual. 
This distinguishing characteristic helps 
elevate the contents to a level beyond 
basic. 


For example, a two-page "food for fif- 


ty" guide eliminates the mathematics 
when figuring quantity portions. The 
chart indicates the food, size of serving 
and quantity needed. 


Recipes for soy sauce chicken, Hong 


Kong steak, hot and sour soup mandarin 
style, egg foo yung and chow mein are 
found, among others, in chapter entitled 
"Far Eastern Favorites." 


A chapter "Traditional Recipes," of- 


fers challah, gefilte fish, meat blintzes 
and carrot tzimmes, to mention a few. 


"Quickies," a chapter with minute- 


minded selections, is an excellent refer- 
ence on days when time is as important 
as taste. Working women and busy 
homemakers will benefit from menu sug- 
gestions such as pressure cooked beef 
stew, cold marinated beef, cranberry 
chicken, wonder cheese pie or paper bag 
barecued chicken. 


Seasonally interesting is a collection of 


recipes for Passover meals. Entries in- 
clude beet borsbt bisque, almond fruit 
kugel, spinach souffle, lemon cream 
puffs and chocolate chip cookies. 


A CHAPTER, "Calorie-trimmed Dish- 


es," includes a variety designed for 
waist watchers. Dieters' chop suey, 
strawberry pudding — diet style, and ve- 
getarian spaghetti and meat sauce are 
among the offerings. 


Spirit fanciers may enjoy almost' 10 


pages of brandied fruits, compotes and 
relishes. Winter rumtopf, brandied fruit 
or a fruited rum pot will add new zest to 
traditional ice cream and cake desserts. 


Menus for a candlelight buffet, mid- 


night supper, ORT luncheon and Hanuk- 
kah party are also included, along with 
others, in "Portals to Good Cooking." 


Women's American ORT supports a 


global program of vocational education 
for young people and adults in 23 coun- 
tries. Proceeds from "Portals to Good 
Cooking" will help support this world- 
wide program dedicated to the "building 
and rebuilding of human lives."

Planned community 


It's the newest trend

NEW YORK (UPI) - Whether It's 


golf, or tennis, swimming or riding, more 
and more families are finding the facil- 
ities for their favorite recreation right in 
their own backyards. 


They're the folks who've discovered 


the planned community — planned with 
recreation in mind. 


Boyce P. Price, executive vice presi- 


dent of the American Wood Council, 
says: "With the growing trend toward 
leisure living, planned unit developments 
are gaining in popularity because they 
create a total living environment where 
families can relax, exercise and even 
participate In their favorite sports." 


Although facilities differ according to 


comrrunlty, many Include natural open 
spaces, pedestrian and bicycle paths, 
swimming pools, gamerooms and club- 
houses. Some are planned around a golf 
course, or oriented toward tennis or boat- 
ing or equestrian sports — even skiing. 


AS THE SUBURBS become more 


crowded, with little or no open land 
available for recreation. Price said, 
many families not only must commute to 
work, but commute on weekends for rec- 
reation. 


"A recent survey of residents of two 


planned communities. Radburn, N.J., 
and Reston, Va., showed facilities avail- 
able in the community substantially re- 
duce the number of trips a family makes 
for recreational purposes," Price said. 


Facilities in planned communities gen- 


erally are geared both to children and 
adults. They often include organized ac- 
tivities and sports as well as open spaces 
to fly a kite, picnic, play ball or Just 
relax. "While catering to a specific 
grouo. even the specially oriented com- 
munities usually have a wide variety of 
other activities to choose from to main- 
tain diversity," Price said. 


Golf, one of the country's most popular 


sports, is the focus of a growing number 
of planned communities. 


ONE EXAMPLE Price cited is Laguna 


Miguel's Sea Terrace townhouses in Cali- 
fornia, built around an 18-hole champion- 
ship course. Although it's only a short 
walk from front door to fairway, boating 
and twlmming also are popular in the 45- 
acre waterfront development. 


At Ransom Oaks near Buffalo, N.Y., 


residents also enjoy an 18-hole golf 
course within the community. In winter, 
families head for the golf course to enjoy 
a day of cross-country skiing on the roll- 
ing terrain. Swimming, tennis and horse- 
back riding also are available in the 
community. 


Alhough many communities provide 


some tennis facilities, the Springs near 
Orlando, Fla.. is ideal for tennis buffs 
with six all-weather courts surrounding a 
clubhouse-health club. 


Springs' residents also enjoy such ac- 


tivities as swimming in a spring-fed lake, 
fishing in a meandering river or bird- 
watching In the unspoiled open spaces 
maintained as a wildlife preserve. The 
develoners have left 100 acres of the 380- 
acre development in their natural state. 
Naturally-stained 
cedar 
townhouses, 


patio homes and single-family homes 
have been designed to blend with the 
landscape, 


MANMADE AND natural lakes have 


made boating an "at home" sport in 
many planned communities, Price said. 


At the Windrift condominiums on 


Lloyds Bavou in Grand Rapids, Mich., 
sailors find a marina for boats up to 25 
feet. Residents can cruise into nearby 
Spring Lake or on the broad expanse of 
Lake Michigan — or even head for the 
Caribbean via the Inland waterways. 


Mountain Park near Portland, Ore., 


has a complete equestrian installation of 
Olympic caliber. In addition to the 100- 
stall stable there Is a covered riding are- 
na and bridle trails fanning out into the 
community's unspoiled park areas. 


"With over six million ski enthusiasts 


heading for the slopes each winter, some 
developers have been able to bring the 
liftlines 
within walking distance of 


home," Price said. 


"AT VILLAGE 2 in New Hope, Pa., 


the developers built a community ski 
area on the rolling 126-acre site. But few 
residential communities are as well-situ- 
ated for the skier as Pay Day — within 
commuting distance of Salt Lake City 
and right in the middle of Utah's famous 
ski resort, Park City. The redwood con- 
dominium units give homeowners the 
best of both worlds — a short commute 


to work and all winter sports right at 
home," Price said. 


While, in some cases, Price said, resi- 


dents pay a membership fee for the use 
of facilities, they are paying no more for 
their homes than in conventional subdivi- 
sions.

Two years ago students in Jean Pear- 


son's Basic Interior Design class were 
introduced to the elementary design prin- 
ciples. 


A few weeks ago the same students, 


now sophomores in Harper College's two- 
year associate degree Interior Design 
program, were solving home decorating 
problems for Harper personnel. 


Twenty-four students worked with the 


40 clients on home design problems 
which ranged from one room to an entire 
house.

community services, took advantage of 
the free consulting service. Having dis- 
posed of many possessions upon leaving 
the West Coast for the Midwest, Miss 
Miller needed complete furnishings for 
her three-bedroom townhouse in Barring- 
ton. 


"THERE WERE several reasons I of- 


fered my dwelling as a laboratory," 
said Miss Miller. "Being new to the area, 
I don't know where to go for furnishings, 
nor do I know what's available." 


Using eclectic style, Miss Miller want- 


ed the students to create a feminine 
feeling that did not come across as "ear- 
ly Bordeaux pink." Dusty pink and sun- 
set shades were selected throughout the 
residence to achieve the desired effect. 


"I tike to think my way is the most 


efficient, if not always the most aesthet- 
ic," volunteered Miss Miller.

Midwest Population Center of Chicago 


has opened a Women's Service, a men- 
strual extraction clime for women with 
overdue or late periods. 


"This service is offered to avoid pos- 


isible need for surgical abortion later," 
said Dr. John S Long, chief of the Wom- 
en's Service Any woman who is 3 to 12 
days late with her period may request 
the procedure, he said. 


"We are trying to deal with a para- 


dox," continued Dr. Long. "That is, 
when a woman is a few days late with 
her period, anxiety and worry about a 
possible unwanted pregnancy can further 
delay onset of the period With a simple 
'menstrual extraction,' we can treat this 
anxiety immediately and stop the snow- 
ball effect of worry and further delay of 
the period." 


All women seeking menstrual extrac- 


tion will be given a pregnancy test and a 
pelvic examination. Pregnancy tests be- 
come positive at approximately 
one- 


month gestation Patients with positive 
tests will be referred for counseling, oth- 
ers will be accepted for menstrual ex- 
taction, acceding to Dr Long 


"At any given moment," said Dr 


Long, "there are thousands of women un- 
necessarily worried about late periods. 
We feel confident that this will be a use- 
ful service to many women of repro- 
ductive age " 


THE PROCEDURE for menstrual ex- 


traction does not require use of any anes- 
thesia and may be done by a licensed 
physician as an office procedure Dr 
Long and Dr. Robert P. Olson, Chicago 
obstetricians and gynecologists, will do 


menstrual extractions three half-days a 
week at the Midwest Population Center, 
100 E OhioSt 


"We are delighted to be able to offer 


this preventive medical service to wom- 
en of the Chicago area," said the Rev 
Don C Shaw, executive director. "While 
we have always stood for the right of 
women to have medically safe abor- 
tions," he added, "we are grateful that 
the trauma of a decision for or against a 
surgical abortion later can be circum- 
vented by prompt use of this simple and 
safe medical procedure. I hope many 
women will take advantage of the ser- 
vice "

Donald L. Schaffer, an official of the 
Allstate Insurance Co. of Northbrook, 
which is testing air bags, said in May 
of 1972: 


"As an insurance company we believe 


air bags will eventually have an effect on 
autombile insurance rates. As the num- 
ber of cars on the highway so equipped 
becomes substantial, they will have a 
substantial effect on bodily injury liabil- 
ity insurance rates. . ." 


"In a modified no-fault system, the im- 


pact should be even greater and carry 
with it the ability to reflect and carry 
owner's insurance costs the savings (that 
are) inherent in air bag installation." 


Air bag debate 
delays possible 
insurance cuts 


But Allstate Is coscerned that valuable 


"lead time" is being lost while the issue 
is debated. It takes around three years 
to implement such an innovation, and 
with only 10 per cent of older cars re- 
placed each year, 100 per cent replace- 
ment by air bags cannot occur until well 
into the 1960s. 


The Food and Drug Administration last 


week recalled a do-it-yourself mail order 
test kit designed to detect cervical can- 
cer. Called "Pap Chek," the kit is dis- 
tributed nationally by Female Labora- 
tory Testing. 


Pap Chek requires that a sample of 


cervical cells be sent to a lab for diag- 
nosis, and results are returned by mail. 
The FDA has never approved Pap Chek- 
for marketing and considers it "a signifi- 
cant hazard in that its design and direc- 
tions for use can cause a high Incidence 
of false negative results which could de- 
lay an accurate diagnosis of cancer." 


It is estimated that more than 1,000 


tests have been sold. The FDA is urging 
any woman who has used the product to 
see her physician for retesting.

THE MICROWAVE CONTROVERSY: 


In the wake of a strong vote of no-con- 
fidence from Consumer's Union concern- 
ing the safety and efficiency of the 
microwave oven, manufacturers have 
launched a massive counter-attack. 


Litton Industries Inc. has reported in- 


creasing its advertising budget 50 per 
cent, while Amana of Iowa brought a 
plane-load of reporters to its plant for a 
press conference and inspection tour. 


The gist of the rgument is that micro- 


wave ovens, as currently produced, leak 
a certain amount of microwaves, which 
can cause severe internal burns, and are 
usually unavoidable since they do not 
generate any heat that would warn you 
to stay away. They pose a particular 
danger for anyone with internal medical 
devices, such as heart pacers. 


But no one really knows what level of 


exposure could be considered tolerable, 
so, white all the new ovens tested by CU 
were within government standards for 
emission, the magazine still stamped the 
leaks unacceptabe. 


Whether on is inclined to side with 


Consumer Reports or against them, any- 
one planning to buy a microwave oven 
would be well advised to read the article 
(it's in the April issue). Because, the 
health matter aside, CU found the ovens 
not nearly as efficient or generally use- 
ful as they are supposed to be.

acter and personality, but the small ges- 
tures and expressions that can turn this 
play Into an 'hilarious spoof are often 
missing in the first two vignettes. This is 
not to say that the production wasn't fun- 
ny, but there were times when the action 
did lag somewhat.

The organic gardening class which I 


just finished teaching in Wisconsin 
showed much enthusiasm for cool season 
growing tricks. 


So now I'm passing on to you some of 


these tricks of the cold trowel. 


A bit of liquid or granular seaweed 


(available at garden shops) adds trace 
elements to the soil that makes plants 
more resistant to the cold. 


Avoid planting in low spots where frost 


pockets form. .Plant your early season 
crops in the sunniest spot you can find, a 
southern location if possible. 


Light soil warms faster, yields sooner, 


so incorporate finished compost at plant- 
ing time into the soil to make it light and 
springy. Planting in mounds and ridges 
warms the plant's roots. Avoid crowding 
plants. 


COOL CLIMATE soil must be rich in 


phosphorus (add bone meal). 


Start seeds indoors, if possible, to give 


them a head start. Use Jiffy pellets to 
avoid plant shock when transplanting. 
Jiffy pellets are peat-compressed wafers 
in a plastic net. When soaked, they swell 
in minutes. You don't need pot, potting 
soil or anything. When they are an inch 
high, you drop the plant — pellet and all 
— into the ground (which hopefully has 
warmed by then). 


If germinating seeds indoors without 


Jiffy pellets, try this potting mix: 1/3 
shredded peat moss, 1/3 sand and 1/3 
vermiculite. Turn on Gro-Lux lights for 
14 to 16 hours for best results and keep 
them six to eight inches from the seed- 
lings. No lights? Take a chance on a sun- 
ny windowsill. 


SOAK SEEDS for 24 hours before 


planting to get them started. Inoculate 
legumes (beans, peas, etc.) with nitro- 
gen-fixing bacteria (trade-name Nitra- 
gin, costs about 35 cents for an ounce- 
size packet). This will give legumes a 
flying start. 


Check seed envelopes for proper seed 


planting temperatures. Many kinds of 
seeds won't germinate in cold ground. 
Beans, for instance, won't grow until the 
ground warms. Apply lime to soil in 
which beans grow. 


Some good choices for cool weather 


sowing: lettuce, peas, cauliflower, broc-

Coin symbolism tells the story 


If there Is ever any doubt as to the 


validity of a constitutional form of gov- 
ernment, one need only "read" the sym- 
bolisms on our coinage from 1793 to date, 
to judge for himself whether or not the 
American struggle for independence was 
a success. They are essentially seals of 
warranty attesting to promises made and 
promises kept. 


The key to a proper Interpretation of 


the various signs incorporated in a de- 
sign on a United States coin may be 
found in Chapter IV of the "Encyclo- 
pedia of U.S. Coins" under Devices, De- 
signs and Symbols. 


"Until 1909, all U.S. coins bore abstract 


symbols as main devices on their ob- 
verse. In compliance with the provisions 
of the Coinage Act, this symbol neces- 
sarily represented Liberty, usually In the 
form of a female bust. Other abstract 
symbols in use were the shield, the star 
and eagle.

Thus comes a break in one of the long- 


est running trends of postwar Germany. 


Volkswagen, led by its compact 


"Beetle" model, had been No. 1 in the 
hearts of German car buyers in every 
postwar year until now. It came to be a 
symbol of German economic magic. 


Rudolph Greullch, a Volkswagen board 


member, blamed the slump on the firm's 
failure to develop and market new mod- 
els Instead of making improvements in 
the familiar old "Beetle" chassis.

While placing the likeness of any per- 


son on a coin may appear to be a matter 
of simple mechanics, in actuality a sym- 
bol on any coin represents that nation's 
political ambitions, and their deeds are 
judged accordingly. For that reason a 
specific symbol must of necessity be 
proof of the fulfillment of a political 
promise made and kept in good faith. To 
put it simply, it was easy enough to ex- 
pound the virtues of a free society, but 
being able to produce incontestable proot 
that it really works was quite another 
matter. 


OUR 200-YEAR-OLD eagle is a contin- 


uing symbol in his own right. He started 
as master of the Great Seal of the United 
States in 1776, but our coinage experts 
elected to start him off as a fledgling 
about to exercise his option of "free" 
flight, unencumbered by armorial her- 
aldry. 


By the mid-1800's it became necessary 


to flex his muscles a bit as signified by 
the bundle of arrows in his left talon, 
while not losing sight of his preference 
for peace as reflected by the olive 
branch in his right.

When questioned, he admitted that the 
two men have not always been on such 
friendly terms.

Angry at Sacco's comments, Valenza

This 
was not necessary however, because Sac- 
co later resigned voluntarily.

to eye and made our peace," Valenza 
said. "I'm supporting Sacco because he's 
a highly qualified candidate for the 
school board."

Park district board to discuss bond issue 


by JILL BETTNER 


The Buffalo Grove Park Board tomor- 


row night is set to discuss plans for a 
$250,000 bond issue scheduled for this 
summer. 


The meeting will begin at 8 o'clock at 


the Emmerich Park Building, 150 Raupp 
Blvd. 


Park Director Stan Crosland said yes- 


terday he hopes the bond sale can be 
completed by June 30. The general obli- 
gation bond interest rate that is cur- 
rently at 7 per cent reverts back to 5 per 
cent July 1. 


Crosland said he did not think a 5 per 


cent bond from the Buffalo Grove park 
district would be attractive to prospec- 
tive buyers. 


"IT COULD TAKE years to sell those 


bonds If the interest rate goes down to 5 
per cent," he said. 


Park district residents authorized the 


sale of $1,250,000 in bonds in a 1971 refer- 


endum. However, because of the as- 
sessed valuation of property within the 
park district at that time, park officials 
were only able to sell $1 million worth of 
the bonds. 


According to state law, a park district 


can only issue bonds for an amount equal 
to two and one-half per cent of the as- 
sessed valuation of all property in the 
district. 


Crosland said although he has not yet 


received official figures on Othe current 
assessed valuation, he is confident it has 
increased sufficiently to allow the sale of 
the remaining $250,000 in bonds. 


The bond revenue will be used to com- 


plete several projects approved in the 
1971 referendum, to purchase new park 
sites and to improve existing facilities. 


THE FIRM OF Benjamin and Lang, 


municipal bond consultants, will handle 
the bond issue. The company also nego- 
tiated the sale of the park district's first 


$1 million in bonds. 


The first bonds were purchased by the 


Harris Trust & Savings Bank of Chicago 
and Walton & Co., joint bidders. The 
park district pays an annual interest rate 
of 6.0160 on the bonds. 


Crosland said he will not be surprised 


if the Harris bank and Walton also buy 
the remaining bonds. He said it is consid- 
ered "normal procedure" for an original 
buyer in a bond sale to complete a pur- 
chase in this manner. 


Crosland said he had no idea when bids 


on the sale of the bonds would be opened. 


The delay in selling the remaining 


$250,000 in bonds approved in the 1971 
referendum has had no real effect on 
park district expansion, Crosland said. 


"Of course, we would have had a 


quarter of a million dollars to invest and 
that would have been nice," he said, 
"But no projects have been held up wait- 
ing for this money."

Village opposes Heights incorporation 


The Wheeling Village Board has op- 


posed two bills that would clear the way 
for Prospect Heights to incorporate with- 
out the consent of neighboring villages. 


The two bills, Introduced last month in 


the Illinois General Assembly, would al- 
low areas with a population of 7,500 or 
more to incorporate regardless of the ob- 
jections of nearby municipalities. 


At its meeting Monday, the Wheeling 


board approved one resolution opposing 
the two bills and another supporting leg- 
islation allowing municipalities to reduce 
license fees for residents over 65 years 
old 


Both Wheeling and Ailington Heights 


have objected 
to the proposed in- 


corporation since the Prospect Heights 
Improvement Association (PHIA) filed 
for incorporation two years ago The ob- 
jections have been upheld in the lower 
courts, but the PHIA is currently waiting 
to see if the Illinois Supreme Court will 
take the case. 


THE BILLS, written by PHIA's attor- 


ney, would eliminate the problem of ob- 
jections from the two villages because 
the population of the Prospect Heights 
area is estimated at 10 000 


If approved, these bills also would re- 


quire areas with a population of less than 
7.300 to incorporate only with the consent 
of municipalities within a 14-mile limit. 


Wheeling's objections to the bills state 


that the passage of this legislation would 
impede the orderly growth of the village 
The village board also noted that Wheel- 
ing has extended a number of water and 
sewer mains through the unincorporated 
area to reach other areas of the village. 
They said the village might lose these 
mains if the bills were passed 


The resolution also noted that it would 


take several years for an incorporated 
Prospect Heights to obtain sufficient 
funds to provide adequate sewer, water 
and fire protection. 


"THE VILLAGE has sufficient sewer 


and water capacity to supply contiguous 
areas of such a size upon annexation," 
the resolution states. 


In urging passage of the fee reductions 


for senior citizens, village officials noted 
that Wheeling has been trying to lower 
these fees, but state law would not allow 


it because Wheeling is not a home rule 
community. 


Wheeling trustee Bill Hein suggested 


that the village also explore a resolution 
advocating a bill that would reduce the 
tax rate for persons owning townhouses 
or condominiums. Hem said these units 
are presently taxed at about twice the 
rate that single-family homes are taxed. 


The village board directed the village 


attorney to research this bill and prepare 
a resolution favoring such a tax reduc- 
tion.

Three of the five candidates for the 


High School Dist. 214 Board Tuesday 
came out against student smoking areas. 
They spoke at a forum in Elk Grove Vil- 
lage. 


Incumbent Jack Costello and candi- 


dates Ruth Helbig and Warren Schabin- 
ger said they were opposed to allowing 
students to smoke in designated areas on 
the school grounds 


Presently all but one of the Dist. 214 


schools provides an outdoor student 
smoking area. Students are prohibited 
from smoking in other areas of the 
school. 


Costello said he has voted against the 


smoking areas each time they have come 
before the board and "I have always lost 
by about five to two." 


He said he was primarily opposed to 


smoking areas because "I feel our smok- 
ing areas are the breeding grounds for 
smoking heavier things than Camels 
and Lucky Strikes." He said he would 
favor prohibiting smoking entirely and 
spending extra funds for personnel to po- 
lice the ban. 


MRS. 
HELBIG, a resident of Elk 


Grove Village, said as a real estate 
saleswoman she drives potential home 
buyers around the area and does not like 
to see students gathered outside at smok- 
ing areas. 


"I have been bitterly opposed to this," 


she said. "I don't believe our money 
should be spent to foster smoking." 


Schabinger agreed that he opposes the 


smoking areas, saying he would vote 
against them if he is elected to the 
board. 


Candidates Donald Hoeck and Don 


McGlothlin said they did not oppose the 
smoking areas. Hoeck said that when he 
as attending school in Chicago smoking 
was prohibited and so students left the 
school grounds and created problems 
with the school's neighbors. 


"I think a smoking area should be pro- 


vided just because of the nuisance fac- 
tor," he said. 


The five candidates are running for 


three three-year terms on the board. The 
election will be held April 14.

Interest sought for obscenity law

A suburban-wide anti-obscenity drive 


has fanned few flames of interest here. 


Niles Mayor Nicholas Blase is pushing 


local adoption of an ordinance that would 
ban the sale and display of obscene 
books and magazines to persons under 
17. 


"Obscenity, like pollution, is something 


that cannot be stopped in one community 
unless there is cooperation from other 
communities," Blase said in a letter to 
local municipal officials. 


Wheeling has authorized preparation of 


an ordinance similar to Niles' law which 
became effective Feb. 27. Des Plaines 
sent the proposal, Monday night, to the 
city council's code and judiciary com- 
mittee for study. 


But, Hoffman Estates, Buffalo Grove, 


Rolling Meadows, Arlington Heights, 
Palatine and Elk Grove Village officials 
offered a "ho-hum, it's not necessary 
here" comment this week. 


THE NILES ORDINANCE apparently 


is of more interest in Chicago where 
American Civil Liberties Union (ACLU) 
attorneys plan "to study it with an eye 
for possible legal action." 


Blase told the Herald that the Niles 


law — which requires storage of defined 
books and magazines under store count- 
ers without display — is "on safe legal 
ground A similar ordinance was passed 
in New York and upheld by the state Su- 
preme Court. 


"If we have an effective obscenity or- 


dinance and the community next to us 
does not, obviously the effect of our ordi- 
nance is diminished as y'ungsters can be 
exposed to obscene material by just go- 


ing one block out of their way," he said. 


"Magazine publishers try to outdo one 


another in terms of visual nudeness and 
more explicit detail . . . in most drug- 
stores, bookstores, groceries where these 
magazines are exhibited, you find comic 
books, teen magazines," he stated. 


The ordinance — which attempts to de- 


fine "harmful materials" in terms of 
"nudity . . . sexual conduct . . . sexual 
excitement. . — prohibits sale and dis- 
play to persons under 18 years old, but 
does not define punishment for violation. 


A Niles police officer inspects local 


stores weekly Blase said. "We've had 
wonderful cooperation and few com- 
plaints." 


WHEELING'S ORDINANCE, recom- 


mended by Trustee Albert Lang, would 
not prohibit sale of magazines, including 
Playboy, Penthouse and Gallery, to 
adults, only minors. 


"Such material may be a contributing 


cause for delinquency, sexually promis- 
cuous behavior, and along with other fac- 
tors, tend to incite criminal behavior on 
the part of young persons," states the 
proposed ordinance, which will be stud- 
ied by the village board. 


"Unless the problem exists, I'm not 


particularly interested," Hoffman Es- 


tates Village Mgr. George Longmeyer 
said. 


"I don't believe in local censorship," 


Palatine Mayor Jack Moodie added. "To 
fuss about Playboy, which is probably ly- 
ing on coffee tables in many homes, I 
can't get excited about." 


Arlington Heights Mayor John Woods 


said the ordinance is not needed and 
talked of moving "extremely slowly in 
areas of censorship." 


Nancy Rosen, an ACLU attorney, said 


"we're extremely interested in checking 
the constitutionality of this. We have no 
definite position at this time but we have 
received phone calls about it."

Grove community center, Ledinsky said,

Ledinsky added he feels the proposed 


community center could possibly dupli- 
cate services provided by the park dis- 
trict. 


A summer drama workshop, Oxford- 


style debates and activities for senior ci- 
tizens are 
some of the programs 


Ledinsky would like to see added to the 
current park district offerings. 


"The general formula should be: Offer 


a program to determine the need. If 


there's a response, implement it," he 
said. 


ONE WEZKNESS OF the present 


board, Ledinsky said, is the apparent 
lack of communication between the park 
district and other village agencies. He 
said he would like to see permanent liai- 
sons established to the village boa.d, the 
school district and other governmental 
bodies. 


On the other side of the ledger, 


Ledinsky said he feels the park commis- 
sioners' interest in park development is 
one of their greatest strengths. He also 
considers Park Director Stan Crosland to 
be a strong asset to the park district. 


Ledinsky said Park Comr. Rex Lewis, 


who is retiring from the board this year, 
persuaded him to seek election. 


Ledinsky, 501 Springside Ln., and his 


wife Nancy have two sons. He teaches 
speech and debate at New Trier East 
High School in Winnetka.

nounced planning schedule. 


The plan commission will meet April 30 


to discuss its recommendation The zon- 
ing will follow-up with its report May 1. 
The city council, final project reviewer, 
could consider the planned unit devel- 
opment petition at its May 14 meeting. 
The developer's timetable calls for a city

REDEVELOPMENT OFFICIALS ap- 


peared at the hearing with diagrams and 
drawings illustrating the proposed shop- 
ping center. The group's parking dia- 
gram — which showed a four-level ga- 
rage along Ellimvood St. and a 250-car 
ground-level lot at Prairie and Pearson 
— includes acquisition of privately-owned 
Pearson Street land and the park dis- 
trict's headquarters building, 748 Pear- 
son. 


"As best I can make out, the Des 


Plaines Park District owns this land. 
We're in the yellow (area indicating the 
250-car lot)," Thomas Mahon, a park dis- 
trict board member, said. "This is our 
main facility. We have our office there. 
We have our garage there. No one has 
approached the park district about this 
yet. I don't know where we stand." 


Mahon, a candidate for city treasurer, 


said "our attorneys have told us that we 
cannot sell our land without a referen- 
dum of the people. And, we could only 
sell to the highest bidder. 


"It might be possible to work out some 


sort of trade. But relocation could be ex- 
pensive," he said. 


REDEVELOPMENT PLANS call for 


Des Plaines, through an estimated $3.1 
million in parking bonds, to build the 
multi-level garage, to buy the Pearson 
land and to construct the 250-car lot. 


Des Plaines Mall Corp., newly formed 


financial backers of the 
superblock, 


would lease 406 upper level spaces in the 
garage over 27 years for $18 to $20 a 
space, Dennis Stevens, a local architect 
and co-participant in the corporation, 
said. The lease agreement would provide 
backing for the parking bonds. 


Des Plaines city code requires the de- 


velopers to construct 678 parking spaces 
near the project, based on planned retail 
and office floor space. Stevens contended 
that the proposed city lots, including 119 
parking spaces in the current Ellinwood 
lot, "more than meets the requirement." 


"The office couldn't be built without 


the parking. But, you couldn't build 750 
parking spaces and find a need without 
the office," Stevens said, calling for a 
"simultaneous 
commitment" between 


the city and redevelopment group. 


REFERRING TO a city ordinance 


which requires a contribution of $1,600 per 
space for less than required parking, Ste- 
vens said "we must go back to the intent 
of the ordinance." The purpose is to al- 
low developers to contribute for in- 
adequate parking instead of abandoning 
projects. Leasing of parking spaces will 
provide about $2 million in revenue to 
retire the parking bonds. 


"The opinion of our group is that this 


is one of the most significant matters to 
appear before this zoning board," said 
Steven Malato, a Chicago attorney repre- 
senting the petitioners. 


James Paroubek, president of Des 


Plaines Tomorrow Corp. and organizer 


of Des Plaines first downtown redevelop- 
ment study in 1965, told more than 50 
persons who attended the hearing that 13 
buildings, "with an average age over 50 
years old," would be demolished for su- 
perblock. The buildings contribute about 
$33,000 in property taxes to the city. 


"The tax base is going to be totally 


changed," he said, 
estimating 
that 


$200,000 "will go to the school district 
and not one more classroom seat will be 
filled." Sales taxes will increase $150,000 
and 800 new jobs will be created. 


The developers quickly subdued criti- 


cism of the proposed office building 
height Tuesday, claiming the project will 
not exceed 196 feet and may be only 182 
feet. The petition requests a height vari- 
ation of 250 feet. 


"This is the sue and magnitude of this 


project needed to support the land acqui- 
sition," Stevens said. Redevelopment of- 
ficials have planned for possible loses up 
to two years after construction com- 
pletion. Estimated profit, for 25 future 
stockholders in the mall corporation, 
"should be at least 12 per cent because 
of the speculation involved," Paroubek 
has said. 


CITY PLANNER Michael Richardson was one of 52 city 
employes who donated blood last week. The donations

4Ho-hum, it's not necessary altitude prevails' 
Little interest in anti-obscenity drive

A suburban-wide anti-obscenity drive 


has fanned few flames of interest here. 


Niles Mayor Nicholas Blase is pushing 


local adoption of an ordinance that would 
ban the sale and display of obscene 
books and magazines to persons under 
17. 


"Obscenity, like pollution, is something 


that cannot be stopped in one community 
unless there is cooperation from other 
communities," Blase said in a letter to 
local municipal officials. 


Wheeling has authorized preparation of 


an ordinance similar to Niles' law which 
became effective Feb. 27. Des Plaines 


sent the proposal, Monday night, to the 
city council's code and judiciary com- 
mittee for study. 


But, Hoffman Estates, Buffalo-Grove, 


Rolling Meadows, Arlington Heights, 
Palatine and Elk Grove Village officials 
offered a "ho-hum, it's not necessary 
here" comment this week. 


THE NILES ORDINANCE apparently 


is of more interest in Chicago where 
American Civil Liberties Union (ACLU) 
attorneys plan "to study it with an eye 
for possible legal action." 


Blase told the Herald that the Niles 


law — which requires storage of defined 
books and magazines under store count- 


ers without display — is "on safe legal 
ground. A similar ordinance was passed 
in New York and upheld by the state Su- 
preme Court. 


"If we have an effective obscenity or- 


dinance and the community next to us 
does not, obviously the effect of our ordi- 
nance is diminished as y'ungsters can be 
exposed to obscene material by just go- 
ing one block out of their way," he said. 


"Magazine publishers try to outdo one 


another in terms of visual nudeness and 
more explicit detail ... in most drug- 
stores, bookstores, groceries where these 
magazines are exhibited, you find comic 
books, teen magazines," he stated. 


Teachers to back negotiating team 


Between 200 and 300 teachers were ex- 


pected to appear last night at the admin- 
istration center of East Maine Elementa- 
ry School Dist. 63 to show support for the 
teachers' association negotiating team. 


John Ziagos, vice president of the East 


Maine Education Assoc., the teachers as- 
sociation at Dist. 63, said the board of 
education has been unwilling to negotiate 
non-salary items with teachers. He said 
teachers want to discuss items cate- 
gorized as "conditions of employment" 
which includes the transfer of teachers, 
curriculum, class size, sick leave, stu- 
dent discipline and the school calendar. 


Ziagos said the teachers do not have a 


grievance with any of the non-salary 


items, but they want to be able to discuss 
them with the board. The principal in 
each building is responsible for working 
conditions under the present system, said 
Ziagos, but he is not required to discuss 
conditions with his teachers. 


Teachers at Dist. 63 have been wearing 


tags this week marked 'COE, (for condi- 
tions of employment) to protest the 
board's refusal to negotiate, said Ziagos, 


He said yesterday 200 to 300 teachers 


were going to appear last night after 
Herald press time at Ballard School, 8320 
Ballard Rd., Niles, to support the nego- 
tiating team when it met with the board. 


Dist. 63 teachers have been asking for 


more voice in school budgeting and pol- 
icy-making since last fall. Last February 
the teachers affiliated with the Illinois 
E d u c a t i o n Association, a state-wide 
teachers association. The board has an- 
nounced 32 teachers will be cut back 
next fall in an effort to balance the dis- 
trict's budget. 


Teachers at Des Plaines Elementary 


School Dist. 62, also members of the Illi- 
nois Education Association, held a sim- 
ilar rally last month to support their 
negotiating team when the board refused 
to negotiate non-salary items. 


Four of the district's 11 schools are lo- 


cated in unincorporated Des Plaines. 


The ordinance — which attempts to de- 


fine "harmful materials" in terms of 
"nudity . . . sexual conduct . . . sexual 
excitement ... — prohibits sale and dis- 
play to persons under 18 years old, but 
does not define punishment for violation. 


A Niles police officer inspects local 


stores weekly Blase said. "We've had 
wonderful cooperation and few com- 
plaints." 


WHEELING'S ORDINANCE, recom- 


mended by Trustee Albert Lang, would 
not prohibit sale of magazines, including 
Playboy, Penthouse and Gallery, to 
adults, only minors. 


"Such material may be a contributing 


cause for delinquency, sexually promis- 
cuous behavior, and along with other fac; 
tors, tend to incite criminal behavior on 
the part of young persons," states the 
proposed ordinance, which will be stud- 
ied by the village board. 


"Unless the problem exists, I'm not 


particularly interested," Hoffman Es: 
tales Village Mgr. George Longmeyer 
said. 


"I don't believe in local censorship," 


Palatine Mayor Jack Moodie added. "To 
fuss about Playboy, which is probably ly- 
ing on coffee tables in many homes, I 
can't get excited about." 


Arlington Heights Mayor John Woods 


said the ordinance is not needed and 
talked of moving "extremely slowly in 
areas of censorship." 


Nancy Rosen, an ACLU attorney, said 


"we're extremely interested in checking 
the constitutionality of this. We have no 
definite position at this time but we have 
received phone calls about it."

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Meet your Oakton College board candidates 


Patton Feichter 


The community college is "one of the 


most important aspects of education in 
society." said Patton Feichter, a teacher 
at Maine South High School who is seek- 
ing a two-year term on the board of 
trustees at Oakton Community College. 


Community colleges should be de- 


signed to serve all the needs of the com- 
munity, said Feichter, Unlike the tradi- 
tional junior college that emphasizes 
transfers to a four-year school, commu- 
nity colleges also have vocational pro- 
grams and adult education courses, he 
said. 


More vocational programs are needed 


at Oakton, said Feichter, but "consid- 
ering that they have only been in exis- 
tence three years they are doing a good 
job in the vocational-technical program." 
He said he would like the school to add a 
police training program because many of 
his high school students want to enter 
that occupation. 


Feichter said the recent evaluation re- 


port on the college by a national school 
accrediting body was not a condemnation 
of the school. The criticism in the eval- 
uation is "constructive," he said, and 
can be used to guide the school as it ma- 
tures. 


THE ACCREDITATION team criti- 


cized teaching at Oakton, saying it"was 
too informal and too often relied on gen- 
eral rap session between the instructor 
and the class. Rap sessions are impor- 
tant in some classes, said Feichter. The 
evaluators spent a limited time visiting 
classes and often were not familiar with 
the subjects offered, he said. 


Oakton has a "much more person- 


alized, informal approach — quite differ- 
ent than students have in high school," 
said Feichter. 


Feichter. 28. of 8710 Gregory Ln., Des 


Plaines, said he would have to be a 
member of the board of trustees to give 
an opinion on the performance of Oakton 
president William Koehnline. "For three 
years the school has been running along 
pretty well, considering their limitations 
of site," he said. 


The selection of a permanent campus 


site is the "most critical issue at the 
school right now," said Feichter. The

college should "find a permanent site 
that does not alienate or antagonize a 
group of citizens." He urged the college 
to wait for a decision from Northfield 
Township on whether to join Oakton's 
district before choosing a site. "North- 
field could add a number of sites," he 
said. 


THE FIRST PRIORITY in site selec- 


tion should be a location that will be ac- 
cepted by the community, said Feichter. 
A central location in the college district 
is >not an important consideration, he 
said. 


Feichter said most people he has 


talked to about a permanent site are op- 
posed to a high rise academic building 
on the present site of the temporary 
campus at 7900 N. Nagle Ave., Morton 
Grove. 


There is "so much talk about site that 


there hasn't been enough talk about stu- 
dents" at the school, he said. "Today the 
trend is away from school spirit. I see it 
in the high school," he said. 


THE COLLEGE caucus serves a pur- 


pose in the district "if it is representa- 
tive of the many Interest groups and 
communities," said Feichter. Caucus 
nominees should face independents "to 
have a contested election," he said. Can- 
didates for'the two-year term were not 
endorsed by the college caucus. 


Feichter is married and has one child. 


He attended Lohola University and 
Northeastern Illinois State University 
and has a bachelor's degree in anthro- 
pology and history and a master's degree 
in political science. He teaches history 
and anthropology. 


Doris Sopkin 


"I know what it is to start with noth- 


ing," said Doris Sopkin. who was a mem- 
ber of the founding board of trustees at 
Oakton Community College and is run- 
ning for a two-year term in college elec- 
tions this year. 


Mrs. Sopkin has been active in college 


activities even after she left the board in 
1971 after an unsuccessful race for re- 
election. "I have not let my learning 
stop." she said. "I have my education 
and I'm ready to go to work." 


The college has "covered a tre- 


mendous amount of ground," since it 
opened its doors more than three years 
ago, said Mrs, Sopkin. The college start- 
ed with basics and tried to make its 
courses the best, she said, "It's better to 
have a little and quality than a lot and 
poor quality." 


IN THE BEGINNING many of Oak- 


ton's students were from the lower part 
of their graduating class and were "poor- 
ly motivated" with "a definite attitude" 
toward school, said Mrs. Sopkin. Because 
of the "top-quality president, adminis- 
tration and faculty" at Oakton "student 
attitude has become a positive one to- 
ward learning," she said. 


The results of Oakton's programs are 


Us students, said Mrs. Sopkin. There has 
been only one graduating class, but the 
results have been good; students "were 
able to fit into the university program 
and succeed," she said. 


It's difficult for the college to develop 


vocational programs, said Mrs. Sopkin, 
because much of the community favors a 
four-year college degree. "This area is 
not typical of the entire state," she said, 
parents in Maine and Miles townships are 
well-educated and have high respect for 
education. Their goals for their children 
often "point toward professionalism," 
she said. 


A NATIONAL SCHOOL accrediting or- 


ganization told Oakton it should expand 
its vocational programs in an evaluation 
of the school last winter. Vocational pro- 
grams are an "area that the college will 
be working towards," said Mrs. Sopkin. 
The evaluators all come from commu- 
nities outside the Northwest suburbs, 
many from other states, and don't under- 
stand the attitudes of the community, she 
said, 


Mrs. Sopkin said Oakton has a "bright, 


careful planning administration," and 
called Oakton President William Koehn- 
line "superb." The college wanted a 
president who is an innovative, creative 
educator, and Koehnline "has not let the 
community down," she said. 


The former trustee praised Oakton's 


grading system, which has no failing 
grade and allows a student to complete a 
course after the semester has ended. The 
grading system is especially good "for 
those easily discouraged," she said.

Finding a permanent campus site was 


"the first thing on everyone's mind" on 
the founding board, said Mrs. Sopkin, 
"but there are so many factors to consid- 
er." After two sites chosen by the college 
have been discarded because they "did 
not meet with general public approval" 
there are only a few small, expensive 
sites left, she said. 


MRS. SOPKIN SAID the board of 


trustees was "remiss in not informing 
the public of all the homework done on 
site" before a site was announced. The 
public relations program at Oakton 
"must be changed" to build more sup- 
port for a campus site, she said. 


The candidate said the college should 


be careful not to remove too much land 
from the tax rolls in the community. If a 
temporary campus is selected as a per- 
manent site the college would have prob- 
lems finding adequate parking and 
should try to establish a shuttle bus ser- 
vice for students. 


Mrs. Sopkin, who was a delegate this 


year on the college caucus, said the 
caucus is a service to the community 
and its leaders are "very fair-minded 
people." On geographical representation 
of the board of trustees, balancing 
trustee positions among the municipal- 
ities in the district, Mrs. Sopkin said, "I 
don't think that is a prime factor to con- 
sider." She said the most important qual- 
ification for a trustee is "a person who is 
knowledgeable about the college and is 
open and responsive to the community." 


Mrs. Sopkin, 45, of 8441 N. Kedvale, 


Skokie, is a former elementary and high 
school teacher. She attended the Univer- 
sity of Wisconsin and has a bachelor's 
degree in education, She is married and 
has three children.

Vivian Medak 


"My candidacy is not a protest. I'm 


not running against something, I'm run- 
ning for something," said Vivian Medak, 
candidate for a two-year term on the 
Oakton Community College *oard of 
trustees. 


Mrs. Medak said Oakton has had a 


good start in developing educational pro- 
grams. "I think they are on the right 
track," she said. 


A number of new vocational programs 


have been approved by the college board 
and will be accepting students in the 
next few years, said Mrs. Medak. As the 
job market changes in Oakton's district, 
vocational programs at the school should 
also change to meet the, needs of the 
community, she said, "Education is nev- 
er a static process." She said programs 
designed for transfer to a four-year col- 
lege are adequate at Oakton but need to 
be strengthened as the college grows. 


A recent evaluation report by a nation- 


al school accrediting body was com- 
plimentary to Oakton, said Mrs. Medak, 
and the criticism it contained "could be 
used as guidelines to making modi- 
fications in the programs." 


MRS. MEDAK SAID she likes Oakton's 


progressive approach to education but 
said the- college shouldn't neglect eval- 
uation of its programs. "I like an in- 
novative approach," she said, but "just 
because something is innovative is not 
enough to guarantee it merit." Eval- 
uation is necessary to "come to terms 
between what is philosophically ideal and 
what is possible." 


The candidate approves of Oakton's 


grading system which has no failing 
grade and allows the student to make up 
assignments after the semester is over, 
but said "a high standard of perform- 
ance should be required" of all students. 
"A diploma from Oakton should be high- 
ly respected," she said. 


On the performance of Oakton presi- 


dent William Koehnline, Mrs. Medak 
said, "I'm hardly in a position to make a 
judgment," but a college as young as 
Oakton "is not going to spring forth in 
perfect form in three years." 


MRS. MEDAK, a member of the citi- 


zen's advisory committee to select a per- 
manent campus site for Oakton, said 
"every effort will be made to solicit com- 
munity support" of the chosen site. The 
Maryhill Cemetery site and the Beckwith 
Road site, both discarded by the college 
for lack of community support, were ade- 
quate sites for a campus, she said. 


The college should wait for Northfield 


Township to decide whether to annex to

Oakton's district before choosing a site, 
said Mrs. Medak. "Two or three months 
are no longer crucial" in site selection, 
she said. 


Whether a site is adequate for college 


programs and has enough parking should 
be the number one priority in site selec- 
tion, said Mrs. Medak. Access to roads 
and centrality in the college district 
come second, she said. 


Mrs. Medak said the caucus system of 


seeking candidates is good for the dis- 
trict and prevents expensive campaign- 
ing by candidates. 


ON GEOGRAPHICAL representation 


of trustees, dividing the seats on the 
board among the municipalities in the 
district, Mrs. Medak said that in her six 
years on the Niles Township High School 
board of education, she never made a 
decision based on geography. An evenly 
balanced board would improve feedback 
from the community, she said, but candi- 
dates should be elected on their quali- 
fications. 


Oakton has been successful is bringing 


the college to the community, especially 
•with its adult education program, said 
Mrs. Medak. "The adult program is 
probably one of the finest in the coun- 
try," she said. 


Mrs. Medak, 51, of 6820 N. Kostner 


Ave., Lincolnwood, is a tutor for children 
with learning disabilities. She is certified 
in counseling and guidance and has a 
bachelor's degree in education from Chi- 
cago Teachers College and a master's 
degree from Northeastern Illinois State 
College. She was a board member at 
Niles Township High School Dist. 219 
from 1966 to.1972. Mrs. Medak is married 
and has four children. 


Harvey Schapiro 


The community must share the respon- 


sibility for'criticism of college programs 
by the North Central Association, said 
Harvey Schapiro, candidate for a two- 
year term on the Oakton Community Col- 
lege Board Of Trustees. 


The longer Oakton goes without a per- 


manent campus the farther it falls be- 
hind in educating students, said Scha- 
piro. Oakton's programs were criticized 
recently by the North Central Associ- 
ation, a national school accrediting body. 
Schapiro said many of the college's prob- 
lems will be solved when a permanent 
campus is acquired. 


SCHAPIRO SAID the college should 


expand its vocational programs. "We're 
missing the boat," he said, so much can 
be done with the community's large in- 
dustrial base. Local industries have not 
lent their resources to the college as 
much as they should, he said. "In three 
years we really haven't gone anywhere," 
he said. 


Criticisms by the association were 


reasonable, said Schapiro, and they give 
the college something to strive for. He 
agrees with the evaluators who said Oak- 
ton's library is inadequate. 


Schapiro .said Oakton's progressive ap- 


proach to education is "great." He said 
the community is "sophisticated enough 
to know that the times have changed. 
Educational methods should change with 
the times." 


The lack of available land is a problem 


for Oakton in its search for a permanent 
campus, said Schapiro, but the college 
should look at some large tracts of indus- 
trial land in the district that have been 
marked for future expansion and try to 
acquire it. 


"I THINK THE administrators are at- 


tempting to do the best they know how" 
in finding a campus, said Schapiro. Pub- 
lic acceptance of a campus site would be 
better if more of the community is in- 
volved in site selection, he said, "Get the 
majority of the community involved in 
the project, then the walls come tum- 
bling down." 


The temporary campus "certainly is 


not adequate for fulfilling 
the future 


needs of the educational requirements 
for the students in our area. Certainly 
there have been many reasons and a 


Harvey 
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series of circumstances which have pre- 
vented the acquisition of a permanent 
site, but nevertheless, the end result is 
that we find that our community after 
three years, has not acquired one," said 
Schapiro. 


Oakton hasn't been successful in mak- 


ing itself known in the community, said 
Schapiro, and "a primary reason is a 
permanent site." It's hard to identify 
with an institution until the community 
actually sees it exists and is permanent, 
he said. 


SCHAPIRO disapproves of the college 


caucus, saying the group should inter- 
view more people in the community'as 
candidates for the college board. "I like 
things to be open," he said. The caucus 
is a coalition of people interviewing a 
small number of candidates, he said, it's 
like "running a tight little ship." By in- 
terviewing only a few people, the caucus 
encourages apathy toward the college, he 
said, "the more exposure the more 
people get involved." 


Oakton president William Koehnline 


was retained as the college's chief ad- 
ministrator by a slim, three to four ma- 
jority on the board of trustees last 
January. Schapiro said that anyone who 
helps to create an institution like Oakton 
is bound to become controversial. He 
sets the precedents at the college, be- 
cause he has no predecessor, said Scha- 
piro.

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Meet your Oakton College board candidates 


Thomas Flymi 


One of the reasons Thomas Flynn de- 


cided to run for the Oakton Community 
College board of trustees is his dis- 
approval of the college caucus. 


"I do not believe in seeking endorse- 


ments from caucuses," said Flynn. The 
caucus should endorse all qualified can- 
didates, he said, "if they endorse a slate 
it in effect becomes a political party. I 
do not believe in uncontested elections." 
The independent said his candidacy 
would insure the voters a "true alterna- 
tive choice in the election." 


Flynn is not new to the electoral pro- 


cess. He was defeated in the race for 
State Senator in the 4th District by John 
Nimrod last year. For that contest, 
Flynn was endorsed by the Maine Town- 
ship Democratic Organization. At Oak- 
ton, he is running for a three-year term. 


THE COLLEGE should have a trustee 


who Is • resident of the village of Mies, 
said Flynn. There must be some kind of 
geographical representation of munici- 
palities In the college district on the 
board of trustees, "to reflect the people 
who are paying the taxes," he said. How- 
ever, a good trustee must look at the en- 
tire district to determine policy for the 
college, he said. "I feel I can represent 
any sector of the community whether in 
Ntles or Maine Township," said Flynn. 


Flynn said vocational programs at 


Oakton should be strengthened and ex- 
panded to meet state requirements that 
call for vocational programs in a number 
of occupations. Specialized programs 
should be developed to meet the need of

working students in specialized jobs, he 
said. 


Programs designed /or transfer to a 


four-year college need to be more closely 
oriented to the state university system, 
said Flynn. "The transfer program has 
to be strengthened and certainly broad- 
ened." 


Oakton's grading system, which has no 


failing grade and allows a student to 
complete course requirements after the 
semester is finished, is one of Oakton's 
most innovative ideas, said Flynn. The 
system, formulated by Oakton president 
Koehnline, is "fantastically successful" 
and has been copied throughout the coun- 
try, he said. 


FLYNN SAID the college should be 


moving toward the selection of a per- 
manent campus site as quickly as pos- 
sible. "I would not be willing to pick any 
particular site right now," because 
Northfield and New Trier townships may 


decide soon to annex to Oakton's district, 
he said. 


Flynn said he is not concerned about 


choosing a site that is centrally located 
in the college district because most stu- 
dents have cars and can drive to the 
campus. "A prime site for consid- 
eration" is a large site owned by the 
Zenith Corp. at Milwaukee Avenue and 
Central Road in Northfield township, 
said Flynn. Another site mentioned by 
the candidate as a possible permanent 
campus is Lawrencewood Shopping Cen- 
ter at Waukegan Road and Oakton Street 
in Niles. 


The college's integration Into the com- 


munity has been "very poor," said 
Flynn. He recommends that the college 
hold its board meetings in various mu- 
nicipalities in the district. 


"I don't know if I put much trust or 


faith in the North Central Association," a 
national school accrediting body, said 
Flynn. He said the Association placed too 
much emphasis on physical facilities in 
their recent evaluation of Oakton. They 
should realize that the college is still 
young, he said. 


Flynn, 37, of 8223 N. Oconto, Niles, is 


project coordinator for the Cook County 
Department of Planning and Devel- 
opment and assistant commissioner of 
consumer fraud for the village of Niles. 
He has a degree in business adminis- 
tration from Southern Illinois University, 
a master's degree in management from 
Northern Illinois University, and a juris 
doctorate degree in law from the Illinois 
Institute of Technology. He is married 
and has three children. 


Raymond Hartstein 


The success of the student after he 


leaves Oakton is "the proof of the pud- 
ding," said Raymond Hartstein, trustee 
at Oakton Community College who is 
seeking bis second term. 


Oakton offers "high-quality education" 


In an "atmosphere conducive to learn- 
ing" with good rapport between students, 
teachers and counselors, said Hartstein. 
The success of Oakton's programs is 
"whether students can make it in higher 
education institutions and whether they 
can hold the job we've trained them 
for," he said. Oakton's first graduates 
have transferred to almost every state 
university in Illinois and have entered a 
wide variety of technical fields and are 
successful, be said. 


Hsrtstoln has a positive attitude to- 


ward a recent evaluation by a national 
school accrediting organization. "When 
outsiders come In and evaluate you can 
always learn and improve," he said. 
Hartstein doesn't think the college should 
stop there. He recommends regular vis- 
it* to other colleges by teachers, where 
ideal can be exchanged "on a one-to-one 
basis." 


THE COLLEGE will continue to ex- 


pand its vocational programs, said Hart- 
stein, and "get industries involved in de- 
signing and developing career pro- 
grams." The college also will seek pro- 
fessional help for guidance In setting up 
an evaluation method for testing college 
programs. Hartstein disagrees with the 
accrediting team who said teaching at 
Oakton is too casual. Learning is not a 
one-way street, he said, "here the teach- 
er knows the student." 


Hartstein was chairman of the college 


board when Oakton president William 


Koehnline was hired. The college wanted 
someone who was outstanding in commu- 
nity college work and could start a 
unique and innovative institution, said 
Hartstein, and they found "the right man 
for the job." 


The college should follow a procedure 


for selecting a permanent campus, said 
Hartstein. The community and profes- 
sional people, such as architects and real 
estate brokers, should be involved from 
the beginning, he said. Then the board 
must determine whether to make the 
sites under consideration public, said 
Hartstein. 


IN A DENSELY populated area like 


Oakton's district, land speculators can 
"boost the price up to such a degree that 
we waste the taxpayer's dollar," he said. 
When the site is chosen and approved by 
the state college board, the college 
should establish committees of college 
officials, students and residents to secure 
support to pass a referendum. 


Hartstein said Oakton's problem has 


been a minimal amount of land in the 


district and the danger of speculation, 
but that a site will be selected soon. "I'm 
willing to bet that within a year we'll be 
breaking ground somewhere," he said. 


Hartstein, who was endorsed by the 


college caucus, said the caucus is good 
for the college. "Anytime that you get 
citizens willing to take an interest in the 
college," the college benefits, said Hart- 
stein. 


"I'M NOT HAPPY that we're not 


reaching more people about our college 
and I'm going to keep working at it," 
said Hartstein, who is chairman of the 
board's community relations committee. 
Hartstein would like to see caucus dele- 
gates form a boosters club for Oakton 
that would work for the college through- 
out the year. The college should take 
more of its meetings into the public and 
another survey of the community should 
be made to determine what services and 
opportunities the college should provide, 
he said. 


"I'd like to build on my past experi- 


ence," said Hartstein, "the real fruits of 
our efforts will not be seen until three or 
four years from now and I'd like to see it 
through." 


Hartstein, 54, of 4639 Elm Terr., is di- 


rector of personnel and Industrial rela- 
tions for Brunswick Corp. He has a mas- 
ter's degree from the University of Illi- 
nois and has done additional graduate 
work at Carnegie Tech, University of 
Pittsburgh, and State College of Pennsyl- 
vania. He taught at Yale University, pre- 
viously served with the U.S. Embassy in 
Tel Aviv, Israel, and was an executive 
with General Motors. He is married and 
has six children. 


Paul Gilson 


"We're not an inflated high school and 


we're not a watered-down 
college, 


we're a community college," said Paul 
G i l s o n , Oakton Community College 
trustee who is running for his second 
term. 


Community colleges are new and "we 


can't use high school and university sys- 
tems as a base line." Oakton helps each 
student find the right program, whether 
he is an honor high school graduate, a 
vocational student, a student whose 
grades were poor in high school, or an 
adult who is continuing his education, he 
said. 


The North Central Association, a na- 


tional school accrediting body, was criti- 
cal of Oakton's programs and teaching in 
a recent evaluation report. Gilson said 
the college, now in its third year has 
"had a magnificent start" and the eval- 
uation is valuable to the growth of the 
college. "It gave us an objective look at 
what we're doing," he said. 


The school is taking action on every 


area of concern noted by North Central, 
said Gilson. The college is setting up a 
program of internal evaluation for teach- 
ing and educational goals in the class- 
room, he said. Oakton's evaluation sys- 
tem is management by objectives, said 
Gilson, "the most stophisticated and dif- 
ficult management system in the coun- 
try, and we're applying it to education." 


PROGRAMS designed for transfer to 


four-year colleges should be part of the 
community college and are adequate at 
Oakton, said Gilson, but transfer pro- 
grams aren't the only courses the college

should emphasize. "One thing I do not 
want is an elitist school," he said. 


Vocational programs at Oakton are 


growing in size and number, said the in- 
cumbent. He said he would like to see 
more vocational courses offered off 
campus in local industries even after the 
school has acquired a permanent 
campus. 


Gilson, who is chairman of the board's 


site committee, said the citizens' adviso- 
ry committee is doing a good job in help- 
ing the college select a permanent 
campus. He has asked the committee to 
"work closely with adjoining townships 
to assist them" in making a decision to 
join Oakton's district. "In view of the 
current existing potential sites for a per- 
manent campus," in the area. 


A central location of the permanent 


campus in the college district is one of 
the most important criteria for site selec- 
tion, said Gilson. "As far as possible, 


even to the extent of reducing the 
amount of outdoor playfields, select a 
site central to the population center," he 
said. The size of the campus may have to 
be sacrificed for centrality, said Gilson, 
"I'm not hung up on big campuses." 


GILSON, who was endorsed by the col- 


lege caucus, says the caucus did a com- 
mendable job this year in seeking and 
interviewing candidates. In Oakton's 
large community there is a need for the 
caucus to select candidates, he said, but 
he recommends the caucus endorse all 
qualified candidates regardless of the 
number of openings on the college board 


Oakton president William Koehnline 


has done a "magnificent job," said Gil- 
son. He said the vote in January to re- 
new Koehnline's contract which was split 
four to three among the board, "was the 
most unfortunate thing in the three and a 
half years of Oakton's existence." 


Gilson said his experience as a trustee 


can be an asset to the college and his 
training as an engineer can give the 
board an "honest slide rule answer" on a 
site for the permanent campus. 


Gilson, 49, of 7541 N Keystone, Skokie, 


is director of training and industry for 
the US. Department of Labor OSHA 
training institute in Rosemont He has a 
bachelor's degree in mechanical engi- 
neering at the University of Illinois and 
took graduate courses at the Illinois In- 
stitute of Technology He is married and 
has two children. Gilson was named 
"Outstanding Federal Professional Em- 
ploye of 1969" by the Federal executive 
board of metropolitan Chicago.

"The development of a permanent 


campus is by far the greatest challenge 
facing the board of trustees," at Oakton 
Community College, said John Pro- 
chaska, candidate for a three-year term 
on the college board. 


The permanent site should not be pick- 


ed hastily, said Prochaska. the college 
should wait to hear whether other town- 
ships in the area are going to annex to 
Oakton's district, he said, "I'm not going 
to take a second rate site within current 
boundaries if there is a better site in an- 
other township." 


If Oakton must stay within its present 


boundaries, Prochaska urges the college 
to investigate the Lawrencewood Shop- 
ping Center, Oakton Street and Wauke- 
gan Road in Niles, as a permanent 
campus site. "It's a marginal shopping 
center," he said. "I think it might have 
been a good potential site." 


MARYHDX Cemetery, Oakton's first 


choice for a permanent campus, was a 
poor site, said Prochaska. It alienated 
ethnic and religious groups in the district 
and the site was bounded by roads with 
"high traffic patterns," which would 
make it unsuitable for a campus, he 
said. 


As for the Beckwith Road site, Oak- 


ton's second choice, Prochaska said, "I 
suppose if yours was one of the houses 
near the site, you would naturally be 
concerned,too." 


A large site with low level buildings 


spread out over acres of land, is not fea- 
sible for Oakton's "urban district," he

said. The campus should have eight-to- 
10-story buildings and half the site should 
be used for parking, he said. 


Public transportation in the area is 


poor, said Prochaska, so the college 
should consider buying a fleet of "mini- 
buses" to transport its students to 
classes. 


If the college wants the community to 


accept the next site, he said, it will have 
to win the favor of the community by 
serving the educational needs of resi- 
dents. "The area residents will not be 
swayed by a public relations blitz, rather 
the services and opportunities of the col- 
lege must be brought to the community," 
he said. 


PROCHASKA, 29, of 504 Redfield a., 


Park Ridge, said the college should offer 
credit courses in the local high schools. 
"At present, those high school students 
who participate in advanced placement 
classes must take a separate set of 
exams to determine whether college 


credit will be granted for those courses," 
he said. 


The candidate also said Vocational pro- 


grams at Oakton should be emphasized 
and the college's planned expansion of 
these programs should be encouraged. 


Prochaska said he approves of the col- 


lege caucus system of selecting candi- 
dates. He said he appeared before the 
caucus but was out of town when nomi- 
nations were made and was not en- 
dorsed. 


The North Central Association's eval- 


uation of Oakton didn't contain harsh 
criticism, said Prochaska. The reason 
schools apply for accreditations is "to 
find out what their weaknesses are." He 
said the college is working in the right 
direction and will improve as it grows 
older. 


PROCHASKA said he is not in a posi- 


tion to judge the work of the adminis- 
tration at Oakton He said Oakton presi- 
dent William Koehnline is the "builder of 
the college" because he is the first presi- 
dent and the school naturally reflects his 
views As the college grows "it will re- 
flect less of his personality," he said. 


Prochaska is senior internal auditor at 


the Keebler Co., in Elmhurst. He is mar- 
ried and has one child. Prochaska at- 
tended Northern Illinois University and 
has a bachelor's degree in finance and 
has a master's degree in business admin- 
istration. He is a member of the Mel 
Tierney American Legion Post 247 and 
the Park Ridge Jaycees. 


Thomas Schlake 


"I can't honestly see too much wrong 


with the college," said Thomas Schlake, 
candidate for a three-year term on the 
Oakton Community College board of 
trustees. 


The college has done as adequate job 


of educating its students considering 
"the length of the college's existence," 
said Schlake. 


The North Central Association, a na- 


tional school accrediting body, said "a 
lot of good things about the school" de- 
spite Its criticism of college programs 
and teaching, said Schlake. The eval- 
uators should keep in mind that Oakton 
has a different type of student than a 
school like Northwestern University, he 
said, and shouldn't judge Oakton on so- 
called 
"university standards." "The 


question is whether these criteria are ab- 
solute or whether th»y are relative. 
There has to be some lee way, some give 
and take with regard to these stan- 
dards," he said. 


SCHLAKE SAID he "agrees generally" 


with one criticism of Oakton, that teach- 
ing at the college Is too casual. There 
to* to to "some intellectual standards," 
to MM. 


Oakton should take steps to evaluate 


Its programs, said Schlake. "I do believe 
than has to be a degree of discipline In 
tto entire academic program," he said. 
Tto philosophy of education at Oakton is 
good because It relates to the type of stu- 
dent that Oakton serves, he said. 


Tto school gives a second chance to 


students who have a difficult time 
achieving la high school, however, tto

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school shouldn't meet the needs of only 
these students, but should serve students 
who graduated in the upper half of their 
high school class, vocational students, 
and adults returning to college, said 
Schlake. 


The candidate praised Oakton's voca- 


tional programs and its goal to meet the 
manpower needs of the community. "I 
think they've done a good Job in that re- 
spect," he said, vocational studies are 
"going to to a very vital function of the 
community college." 


Programs for adults who want to be 


retrained to enter another occupation are 
important for tto college, said Schlake, 
"This kind of program con to of real 
service to the community in the future." 


SCHLAKE SAID to Is "favorably im- 


pressed" with tto job Oakton president 
William Koehnline has done in devel- 
oping programs at tto college. Critics of 
tto college administration should take "a 


look at the broad picture" to see how 
Oakton started and what it has achieved. 


Finding a permanent campus site is 


"the most important problem confronting 
the board," said Schlake. Oakton's prob- 
lem hi acquiring a site has been lack of 
public support for the two sites chosen 
by tto college. 


"Nobody wants the college in their 


backyard," he said. The "citizens' com- 
mittee for selecting a permanent site for 
Oakton helps to "broaden -the base of 
support" in the community, said tto can- 
didate. He hopes tto committee will to 
helpful in supporting the next site chosen 
by tto college. 


The college should continue its work in 


securing support for its programs and 
services, said Schlake. "It's a public re- 
lations job, they have to sell the college 
to the community. This is going to take 
time," to said. 


Much of the lack of community support 


"is due to tto fact that it is a young 
institution," to said. The college should 
enlist the support of industrial and busi- 
ness leaders in the community and 
"make it known what they are trying to 
do," said Schlake. 


SCHLAKE! WAS endorsed by tto col- 


lege caucus. Tto candiate said the 
caucus is fulfilling a need in tto commu- 
nity by "alerting the citizens of the dis- 
trict to tto fact that seats are open on 
tto board." Geographical representation 
on the college board, one trustee from 
each municipality in the district, is 
"probably a good idea," because it would 
nek) secure support for tto college from 
all parts of tto district, to said. 


Stanley Weitzenf eld 


Stanley Weitzenfeld is running for the 


college board because he says he can 
provide a traditional approach to educa- 
tion now lacking at the school. He is 
seeking a three-year term. 


"My candidacy is based largely on this 


issue," said Weitzenfeld, "The present 
liberal course must be balanced by those 
who think that tto traditional standards 
and values should not be totally dis- 
carded. We have one of the most diver- 
sified districts in tto nation, and our stu- 
dents should to exposed to this wide 
range of thought. They should not be lim- 
ited to just tto one Attitude currently in 
vogue." 


"The school seems to have adopted one 


philosophy," said Weitzenfeld, teaming 
should to fun. This attitude doesn't give 
the student anything to strive for, he 
said, learning is sometimes plain hard 
w o r k , the enjoyment comes from 
achievement. 


Programs at Oakton designed for 


transfer to a four-year college are not up 
to par, said Weitzenfeld. "The present 
state of offerings at Oakton is catast- 
rophe." Transfer programs should to ba- 
sed on "normal, accepted university lev- 
els. There should to no compromise of 
that whatsoever." 


VOCATIONAL and career programs at 


Oakton should to expanded, to said. "I 
think these are important." 


Weitzenfeld agrees with a recent eval- 


uation by the North Central Association 
that teaching at Oakton is lax and aca- 
demic standards should to improved. 


Stanley 
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Teaching at Oakton emphasizes gener- 


al rap sessions instead of structured lec- 
tures, said Weitzenfeld. "A student has a 
right to expect real instruction and 
achievement," he said. Weitzenfeld said 
that the adult education program at Oak- 
ton, shared with Niles and Maine town- 
ship 'high schools, is also lax in its stan- 
dards. "A groat deal of time is wasted in 
class," said the candidate. 


Weitzenfeld blames the administration 


and Oakton president William Koehnline 
for most of the problem. "Tto whole di- 
rection of the school is wrong. I think Dr. 
Koehnline's approach is anti-education. 
The school should be offering and educa- 
tion is not just an emotional experience." 


THE CANDIDATE is "espeoaiUy dis- 


turbed" by tto administration's attitude 
to the North Central evaluation. "Does 
Dr. Koehnline really think to, his staff, 
his faculty and certain members of the 
board of trustees can escape so easily by 


claiming that they are aware of the prob- 
lems and are taking steps to remedy 
it?" asked Weitzenfeld. 


Weitzenfeld said, "New and improperly 


or unevaluated programs are destroying 
education (in the name of humanizing 
our schools by destroying the very thing 
that makes us human — our minds) in 
our grade and high schools." 


Selecting a permanent campus site is 


essential to the development of the 
school, said Weitzenfeld. He criticized 
Oakton's two attempts to acquire a site 
that tto public opposed. "For a commu- 
nity college to antagonize so many 
people in the community is unbeleiv- 
able," he said. "We must have quality 
education, on an acceptable site, with 
reasonable expenditures, and with full 
public hearings on the direction of the 
school," said Weitzenfeld. 


The caucus plays an important role in, 


the selection of candidates, said Weitzen- 
feld, as long as it has a diversity of opin- 
ions on education among its delegates. 
He said he would have appeared before 
the caucus but did not decide on his can- 
didacy when caucus nominations were 
made. 


Weitzenfeld, 29, 1643 Stockton St., Des 


Plaines, is a mathematics teacher at 
Niles East High School in Skokie, He at- 
tended the Illinois Institute of Tech- 
nology and Northeastern Illinois Univer- 
sity. He has a bachelor of science degree 
and a masters degree in education. He is 
married and has two children.

Host significant among his contributions 
Out year was the idea to institute a fi- 
nancial forecast so the board could 
tackle the budget with a little more fore- 
sight than just a few months ahead. 
> One of the reasons he is running for 
Mother term on the board, he said, is to 
Continue to put these plans into effect. 
• "My first area of Interest is to develop 
Comprehensive plans both for the coming 
Sear and the future, total plans so we 
have a sense of timing and direction," 
he said. 
: SOMEWHAT THE financial expert on 
the board, he is well aware of the finan- 
cial problems Dist. 26 is facing in the 
Doming year. At a recent board meeting 
he reported that, based on financial pre- 
dictions, the district would have little or 
lo money left in the building or educa- 
tion funds next year if the present level 
rf spending continued. He recommended 
• review of the budget to see if signifi- 
cant cuts could be made. 


Where those cuts can be made, he 


says, depends a great deal on what kind 
gf cuts are necessary. 
v "In the non-personnel area, better than 
flalf the cost are fixed and required. If 


William 
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you're only looking to cut about $9,000, 
you could probably do it through cuts in 
non-personnel items. If you're trying 
to cut between $90,000 and $100,000, 
there's no practical ways to achieve that 
in a non-personnel way." 


DESPITE ALL THE recent talk about 


the possible financial advantages of unit 
districts, Haase said he is not sure 
whether consolidation would help Dist. 
26 much "With all the conversations, we 
haven't had a specific plan presented to 
us on how it would affect us," he said. "I 
think there are some people being short- 
sighted, looking on the unit district as a 
financial panacea. Twenty-four months 
from now we may be dealing with a to- 
tally different form of financing." 


Outside of planning in the financial 


area, Haase said he is also concerned 
about increased evaluation of the dis- 
trict's staff and the development of in* 
creased rapport with the teachers. 


"The staff is working much more ef- 


fectively now than at the beginning of the 
year," he said. Supt. Tom Warden "has 
gotten a much greater sense of public 
relations."

"District 26 is changing from a devel- 


oping school district to one with prob- 
lems in administration and finances," 
says Michael Sheyker, incumbent Dist. 
26 board member. Becuse of this, Shey- 
cer said, it will be these two problems 
that will be of most concern to him if he 
wins another seat on the school board. 


Appointed to the board last year, Shey- 


ker, 34, is running for one of two three- 
year school board posts. The president of 
Metropolitan Keypunch Service, Inc., 
with a bachelor's degree in accounting, 


has some definite opinions on the dis- 


trict's problems and its plans for future 
development. 


One of his special interests on the 


board in the next year, he said, would be 
Jie development of the district's educa- 
tional staff. One of the best ways to en- 
courage his development, he feels, is by 
rotating teachers and principals from 
one building to another. "This would give 
them the exposure to different schools 
and different buildings," he said. 


"For instance, the principal at Indian 


Grove has attacked certain problems and 
he probably has a viable solution to some 
of them now. By moving him to Euclid 
School next year, he might be able to 
solve the same problem there." 


HE SAID HE feels that the present 


teachers' in-service program is a worth- 
while idea. "However, the program is 
only as good as it's used. It's a little 
early yet to make a judgment on its 
benefit. I'd like to see the program con- 
tinue on a temporary hasis." 


Though several school board candidates 


have expressed unhappiness with Supt. 
Tom Warden, Sheyker disagrees. "He's 
taken a district that was sort of set in its

ways educationally and changed it. But I 
think because he's so strong in education 
it tends to bring up his administrative 
weaknesses in doing such things as time- 
ly reports or writing letters." 


He said he thinks Warden is working

He's become more 
knowledgeable of his staff and his staff is 
more knowledges u!? of him." 


IN THE AREA of finances, Sheyker 


also has some ideas. "One thing I would 
like is to have the board take the finan- 
cial statements and print them once a 
month so that everyone can understand 
them," he said. (At present, board mem- 
bers receive only quarterly financial re- 
ports.) 


He said he doesn't think the district 


will need a referendum to raise money 
in the near future. "I would only antici- 
pate the need for borrowing for life safe- 
ty code work," he said. "And this we can 
do without a referendum."

Dr. Alexander Ronnett is a man from 


the old school. He believes in educational 
methods that have been proven and re- 
fuses to believe in those that have not. 


Ronnett, who is running for one of two 


three-year terms on the River Trails 
Dist. 26 school board, says that Supt. 
Thomas Warden has made a "hobby" of 
introducing new, unproven educational 
methods such as the open school into 
Dist. 26 schools. 


"He has a lot of programs going on," 


Ronnett said of Warden. What the Super- 
intendent should do, he said, is "concen- 
trate and re-evaluate the old fashioned 
teaching system we had before. There 
was a much better effort to educate 
then, "he said. 


A physician with both M.D. and a 


D.D.S. degree, Ronnett said that he has 
made a comparative study of the 
achievement of students now in high 
school and college who attended Dist. 26 
schools prior to the time that the new 
programs were introduced. "The com- 
parative statistics show that they had 
much better preparation to compete," he 
said. 


He is against the new methods because 


he feels they cheat the children in the 
district. "It hasn't been tested yet," he 
explained. Also, he said, the new pro- 
grams are not accepted at higher levels 
of education. 


HE SAYS HIS primary interest in run-

ning for the school board is to "preserve 
the high standard of education for which 
the district had been known and to im- 
prove the relationship between parents, 
teaching staff the board and the adminis- 
tration." 


One of the first things he plans to do as 


a board member is replace Warden and 
his administrative assistant with "more 
competent individuals." But he hopes 
that after the new board is elected "War- 
den would be gracious enough to resign." 


He said he has nothing against Warden 


personally. But, "I think he puts too 
many personal things into the job," he 
said. 


He resents Warden and the board hold- 


ing closed door sessions last year in the 
transfer of Bea Amundson as principal of 


Feehanville School, he said. "To me 
that's bad taste," he said. "Also, I don't 
want the board to have closed door deci- 
sions made without the consent of par- 
ents." 


Besides replacing Warden as superin- 


tendent, his most important priority as a 
new school board member, he said, 
would be to "cut management fat." 


"Before Warden came in we had 1,000 


students enrolled," he explained. "Now 
we have only 800 students and double the 
personnel." 


To eliminate administrative waste, 


Ronnett said he would reduce the central 
office secretarial staff and eliminate su- 
pervisory employes in the maintenance 
department. 


To cut costs in other areas, he favors 


the elimination of "excessive programs 
that are not justified. I'd rather use the 
money to reduce class size," he said. 


As another budget measure, he plans 


to evaluate every teaching position on 
the staff "to see what the benefit is to 
the district. I would eliminate the few 
teachers that show no ability in teaching 
through the use of teachers' board, peer 
review and parents' consultations," he 
said. 


A FINAL action would be to eliminate 


"unnecessary 
specialized 
personnel" 


from the staff, to have them available on 
call only as needed." 


For one-year term: 


Robert Blomquist 


Robert Blomquist, 43 is aware of the 


kind of responsibility a school board 
member holds. "When you get down to 
it, it's a million dollar business," he ex- 
plains. 


But Blomquist, a project engineer for 


De Soto, Inc, who is running for the one- 
year term on the River Trails Dist. 26 
school board, is the first to admit that 
having the responsibility doesn't neces- 
sarily mean having all the answers. 
"Just because there are seven people on 
the board doesn't mean they're all- 
knowing," he said. 


"School boards tend to become in- 


sulated from communities they're work- 
ing in," he said. Because of this, he 
views communication and involvement 
with the community as one of the most 
important responsibilities of a board 
member. "I think it is the school board's 
responsibility to report regularly to the 
community," he said. 


But he also said that he feels commu- 


nication should not just be one-way. A 
member of the Dist. 26 Citizens' Com- 
mittee on Vandalism, he would like "to 
try to get the members of the community 
interested and involved in the school 
board vis a vis the citizens' committees." 


He said he feels that one of the in- 


stances where the school board might 
have done a better job with commu- 
nication with the teaching staff, as well

as the community, was in the transfer of 
two principals from Feehanville and the 
River Trails Junior High schools last 
spring. 


"I think both the superintendent and 


the board at that time acted in- 
correctly," he explained. "My attitude is 
that a principal is a very key person. 
Since the principal is such a key person, 
he should have his time in a meeting 
with the board prior to the board meet- 
ing. They (the principals) should have 
been appraised of the situation prior to 
that. They should have met with the 
board, where the problem could have 
been discussed. I think a school board 
should not act instantly on the recom- 
mendation of a superintendent." 


He is "not entirely satisfied" with the

administration of the district, primarily 
with Supt. Thomas Warden. "I think he 
tends to act in some instances somewhat 
arbitrarily," he said. "I think he likes to 
take off on his own. H has a 'captain of 
the ship' attitude. I think the board has 
to direct him and not let him direct the 
board." 


Despite his unhappiness with Warden, 


he said he would not go in as a new 
board member to ask for Warden's re- 
placement. "I would like to see a man 
with better credentials if someone came 
along with better capabilities," he said. 


Here are his views on other school is- 


sues: 


-STAFF OR PROGRAM CUTS: 
"I wouldn't like to see any cuts made, 


to be honest. If they must be made, I 
would like to see cuts made in other than 
bread and butter subjects, other than 
reading and writing, etc." 


—SCHOOL FINANCES: "The budget 


hasn't been presented to the point where 
I could study it yet." 


—TEACHERS'

GRAM: "I don't approve of it. The rea- 
son is that if this continues for 20 weeks, 
it will be four days of school they've tak- 
en away from the children.

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EGA disclosures prompt action 
Regner bill to seek publicity 
on all property tax appeals

State Sen. David Regner said he will 


introduce a bill in the Illinois General 
Assembly soon requiring all property tax 
assessment appeals to be publicized be- 
fore cuts are made by the Cook County 
Board of Appeals. 


Regner, R-Mount Prospect, said yes- 


terday his staff was in the process of 
preparing the bill, and it would be in- 
troduced as soon as it was ready. 


The bill was drawn up last week by 


Elk Grove Village Atty. Edward Hofert 
and submitted to Regner on Saturday. 
The bill must be introduced this week if 
it is to be considered during the current 
session of the General Assembly. 


The legislation was in reaction to dis- 


closures by the Better Government Asso- 
ciation (BGA) revealing that selected 


properties in Cook County were granted 
big tax breaks. The tax breaks were 
linked to Chicago Aid. Thomas Keane, 
his brother George, and other business 
and political figures. 


THE LOWER TAX assessments mean 


less Income for school districts and mu- 
nicipalities that depend on property 
taxes for revenue. Until last year, 
George Keane headed the county board 
of appeals. 


According to Regner's proposed bill, 


property owners petitioning for lower as- 
sessments would be required to list the 
school districts and municipalities in 
which the property hi question is located. 
Also, no hearing on the petition could be 
held until the schools and municipalities 
were notified and given an opportunity to 
be heard. 


Three of five candidates 
oppose school smoking areas 


Three of the five candidates for the 


High School Dist. 214 Board Tuesday 
came out against student smoking areas. 
They spoke at a forum in Elk Grove Vil- 
lage. 


Incumbent Jack Costello and candi- 


dates Ruth Melblg and Warren Schabin- 
ger said they were opposed to allowing 
students to smoke in designated areas on 
the school grounds. 


Presently all but one of the Dist. 214 


schools provides an outdoor student 
smoking area. Students are prohibited 
from smoking in other areas of the 
school. 


Costello said he has voted against the 


smoking areas each time they have come 
before the board and "I have always lost 
by about five to two." 


He said he was primarily opposed to 


smoking areas because "I feel our smok- 
ing areas are the breeding grounds for 
smoking heavier things than Camels 
and Lucky Strikes." He said he would 
favor prohibiting smoking entirely and 
spending extra funds for personnel to po- 
lice the ban. 


MRS. HELBIG, a resident of Elk 


Grove Village, said as a real estate 
saleswoman she drives potential home 


buyers around the area and does not like 
to see students gathered outside at smok- 
ing areas. 


"I have been bitterly opposed to this," 


she said. "I don't believe our money 
should be spent to foster smoking." 


Schabinger agreed that he opposes the 


smoking areas, saying he would vote 
against them if he is elected to the 
board. 


Candidates Donald Hoeck and Don 


McGlothlin said they did not oppose the 
smoking areas. Hoeck said that when he 
as attending school in Chicago smoking 
was prohibited and so students left the 
school grounds and created problems 
with the school's neighbors. 


"I think a smoking area should be pro- 


vided just because of the nuisance fac- 
tor," he said. 


The five candidates are running for 


three three-year terms on the board. The 
election will be held April 14. 


The next appearance for the five will 


be today at 7:30 p.m. at Forest View 
High School in Arlington Heights. The 
candidates for the Harper College board 
and the Mount Prospect Dist. 57 and Elk 
Grove Township Dist. 59 bords also will 
appear. 


Write-in drive in school race 


A write-in campaign has been launched 


for a candidate for the High School Dist. 
214 board. 


Residents of Elk Grove Village have 


begun a write-in drive for Alton Broton, 
of 601 Walnut Ave., Elk Grove Village. 
According to Marilyn Qulnn, one of the 
organizers of the campaign, its goal is to 
provide an alternative to the five candi- 
dates now running for the board. 


Broton, who is executive director of the 


Mary Bartelme Home for Girls of Metro- 
politan Chicago, has agreed to serve if 
elected, Mrs. Qulnn, said. 


Broton is a former member of the Elk 


Grove Village Community Service board. 


Community Service is the village funded 
mental health and counseling agency. He 
served on the board from 1966 until 1972. 


Mrs. Quinn said, "What Al doesn't 


know about the (Dist. 214) board is more 
than made up for by his knowledge of 
kids." She said she has arranged for a 
dozen workers for the candidacy in less 
than a day and plans to have persons 
distributing flyers urging a write-in vote 
in front of polling places Saturday. 


Other candidates running for the three 


three-year terms on the 'board are in- 
cumbent Jack Costello, Ruth Helbig, 
Donald Hoeck, Warren Schabinger and 
Donald McGlothlin. 


It is particularly important that the 


school districts be notified of any pos- 
sible changes in property assessments 
because the changes could greatly affect 
the schools' revenue, Regner said. He 
added that 75 per cent of the real taxes 
go to support the schools. 


Regner said his bill applies only to 


Cook County, but he would be willing for 
it to be amended to include the entire 
state if other legislators want it. 


THE ELK GROVE Village Board of 


Trustees asked Hofert to prepare the 
amendment to the Illinois statutes in an 
effort to fight unwarranted tax breaks to 
selected property owners on a state lev- 
el. Telegrams have been sent to area 
senators and representatives, seeking 
their support for the bill. 


The BGA study showed that the tax 


assessment for 93 acres in the Centex 
Industrial Park in Elk Grove Village was 
lowered 80 per cent. Assessments also 
were lowered for 171 acres in the Centex- 
Schaumburg Industrial Park and for the 
Hyatt Regency O'Hare hotel site in Rose- 
mont. 


At the Elk Grove Village Board meet- 


ing Tuesday, the trustees passed a reso- 
lution urging the state legislature to pass 
the proposed bill requiring publicity for 
property tax assessment cases. 


The trustees also have 
discussed 


changing village procedures for annexa- 
tion and rezoning to require property 
owners to submit documentation on tax 
assessments of properties being consid- 
ered. 


A meeting with other area school dis- 


trict and municipal officials is being 
planned by the trustees to gain support 
of the bill after it is introduced.

Village acts to cut mosquito activity 


The Elk Grove Village Board of 


Trustees passed 'an ordinance Tuesday 
p e r m i t t i n g the Northwest Mosquito 
Abatement District (NMAD) to cross pri- 
vate property to spray mosquito breed- 
ing grounds. 


Trustee Ed Kenna said the ordinance 


applied only to industrial, commercial 
and vacant land, and the abatement dis- 
trict still would need permission from the 
property owner to cross residential sites. 
He added that he thought the village was 
the only municipality in the area to pass 
such an ordinance to aid NMAD. 


"This is a step in the direction of co- 


operation between the village and the 
district (NMAD) to abate the mosquito 
problem," he said. 
lem,"hesaid. 


Trustee Nanci Vanderweel has said the 


ordinance was needed immediately to 
give the abatement district the authority 
to take action as soon as it was neces- 
sary. 


Also at the meeting, Village Mgr. 


Charles Willis announced that the Nie- 
hoff Pavilion of Alexian Brothers Medi- 
cal Center in the village could be used 
for temporary office space for medical 


personnel. 


Last week, village-officials felt a public 


hearing would be required' before grant- 
ing the special use for the building at 955 
Bisner Rd. However, Tuesday Willis said 
the hospital's petition had been reviewed, 
and no hearing was necessary. 


The trustees told the village manager 


to send letters to state representatives 
objecting to a proposed bill that would 
reduce the amount of sales tax due Elk 
Grove Village. Village Atty. Edward Ho- 
fert said the bill would take revenue 
from areas with high sales tax and re- 
distribute the money on a population 
basis. (That bill has since been de- 
feated.) 


In other business: 
—Police Detective John Landers was 


authorized to attend the International As- 
sociation of Arson Investigators confer- 
ence April 23-27 in Des Moines, Iowa, at 
a cost not to exceed $185. 


—Village mechanic Larry Beck was 


authorized to attend a seminar of the 
Wisconsin Fire Equipment Mechanics 
Association May 15-17 in Appleton, Wis., 
at a cost not to exceed $138.

does not define punishment for violation.

WHEELING'S ORDINANCE, recom-

He terms the increase in local property

"Ninety per cent of the budget (reve- 


nue) is other than real estate tax," he 
said. "There's no reason to overburden 
the taxpayer, when we can draw upon 
sources of revenue that grow as the vil- 
lage grows," such as motor fuel _taxes, 
sales taxes and federal revenue sharing. 


The Republican "alternative budget" 


lumps together these sources of revenue, 
then doles it out for various sewer im- 
provements and flood control measures. 


AMONG THE key pledges made by the

Air Station, whose men would occupy the 
housing, said Tuesday construction of the 
units would probably begin this fall. 


"I don't think we can expect anything 


more out of Washington. Apparently they 
(the Navy) have got their money and all 
we can hope to do is get enough people 
excited locally to maybe scare them 
off," Charles Cronin, president of the Ar- 


Three of five candidates oppose school smoking areas 


Three of the five candidates for the 


High School Dist. 214 Board Tuesday 
came out against student smoking areas. 
They spoke at a forum in Elk Grove Vil- 
lage. 


Incumbent Jack Costello and candi- 


dates Ruth Helblg and Warren Schabin- 
ger said they were opposed to allowing 
students to smoke in designated areas on 
the school grounds. 


Presently all but one of the Dist. 214 


schools provides an outdoor student 
smoking area. Students are prohibited 
from smoking in other areas of the 
school. 


Costello said he has voted against the 


smoking areas each time they have come 
before the board and "I have always lost 
by about five to two." 


He said he was primarily opposed tf 


smoking areas because "I feel our smok- 
ing areas are the breeding grounds for 
smoking heavier things than Camels 
and Lucky Strikes." He said he would 
favor prohibiting smoking entirely and 
spending extra funds for personnel to po- 
lice the ban. 


MRS. HELBIG, a resident of Elk 


Grove Village, said as a real estate 
saleswoman she drives potential home 


buyers around the area and does not like 
to see students gathered outside at smok- 
ing areas. 


"I have been bitterly opposed to this," 


she said. "I don't believe our money 
should be spent to foster smoking." 


Schabinger agreed that he opposes the 


smoking areas, saying he would vote 
against them if he is elected to the 
board. 


Candidates Donald Hoeck and Don 


McGlothlin said they did not oppose the 
smoking areas. Hoeck said that when he 
as attending school in Chicago smoking 
was prohibited and so students left the 


school grounds and created problems 
with the school's neighbors. 


"I think a smoking area should be pro- 


vided just because of the nuisance fac- 
tor," he said. 


The five candidates are running for

The Rolling Meadows City Council, 


amid shouts and name-calling, has voted 
down a proposal to give $2,000 to the 
Northwest Opportunity Center. 


Aldermen, however, voted to increase 


the city's welfare department by $2,500. 
The increase, which brings the proposed 
city welfare budget to $10,600, was pro- 
posed by Aid. Dan Weber (4th). 


The proposed welfare budget is now 


more than tripled over the 1972 appro- 
priation of $3.000. 


The decision to deny the center request 


came on a 4-6 vote of the council during 
a stormy meeting Tuesday. Voting to re- 
fuse the funds were both 1st Ward alder- 
men Tom Scanlan and Merrill Wuerch, 
Aid. William Ahrens (2nd), both 3rd 
Ward aldermen, John Rock and Stephen 
Eberhard, and Weber. 


Minority support for the funding came 


from Aid. Tom Waldron (2nd), Aid. Jim 
Huddleston (4th), and both 5th Ward al- 
dermen Ken Retzke and Fred Jacobson. 


THE CENTER had requested the funds 


from the city as part of an appeal to 
local communities to help offset the re- 
duction in federal funding ordered by 
President Nixon in the Office of Econom- 
ic Opportunity. The sum was based on 
105 families from Rolling Meadows 
served by the center last year. 


Before a vote on the issue was taken, 


Weber told the council he would have an 
alternative proposal to offer. "I don't 
want to belabor a point, but the finance 
committee had brought up two questions 
In their original study of the request," he 
said.

Palatine Township officials and mem- 


bers of the League of Women Voters 
may have reached the point of no return 
in the breakdown of communications be- 
tween the two groups.

These men's current positions would be 


eliminated, he said. The new positions 
would annually pay $750 and $650 more 
respectively, accounting for the $1,400 
public works increase, he said. 


Major changes in the budget came in 


two categories, the public information 
and education committee budget and the 
police pension fund budget. The council 
voted to eliminate a $10,000 appropriation 
from the PIE budget for a scholarship 
fund, while voting to up the police pen- 
sion fund by the same amount, from 
$30,000 to $40,000. 


QUESTIONS ON other parts of the 


budget were raised by several persons. 


Edward Peszek, a former member of the 
city park board, questioned the ex- 
penditure of $30,000 in the capital im- 
provement category for a new park at 
Wilke and Kirchoff Roads. 


The project is being planned by the 


city's Recycling Ecological, and Beau- 
tification committee. The park will in- 
clude sodding, an underground sprinkling 
system, and a large sign naming the 
city. 


Peszek said he did not object to the pro- 


posed park, but questioned the large ex- 
penditure for fixtures for it. 


"I think if you paid as much atten- 


tion to the park board budget as this 
budget, you would be a lot better off," 
Mayor Roland Meyer told Peszek. When 
Peszek said he was no longer a member 
of the board and was not representing the 
board, Meyer said "I think you're here 
as a member of the park board whether 
you think so or not. I think the $30,000 
that has been requested for this is a good 
expenditure." 


Meyer also objected to Aid. Ken 


Retzke's (5th) disapproval of purchasing 
12 more portable radios for the police 
department. Retzke said the radios were 
not needed because the department al- 
ready has radios for all on-duty men. 


The additional radios would be given to 


off-duty men to maintain contact with 
the department. The cost of the radios 
was not itemized in the budget and in- 
stead was included in a lump sum $32,500 
equipment category. 


"I don't agree that each and every 


man should have a radio at his command 
all the time," Retzke said. Ahrens dis- 
agreed, saying "they (the radios) have 
more than paid for themselves." 


When Retzke moved to strike the pur- 


chase, his motion died for lack of a sec- 
ond.

Prior 
to his election to an unexpired term in 
1971. Aigner served as a member of the 
zoning board of appeals for more than 
eight years. 


."In our village master plan and 


pfcnned unit development ordinance, we 
pwbably have the best controls over 
growth," he observed. While Aigner has 
never seen the master plan, he is aware 
of the fact that it consists of a number of 
studies pertaining to water, roads u.id 
other survey items. 


AIGNER BELIEVES community ser- 


vices are keeping pace with growth. He 
thinks the village "is constantly ahead of 
the water" supply situation and making 
adequate plans for police, fire and public 
works increases. 


HE CONSIDERS the present inspection 


staffs adequate. "Part of the problem in 
the past has been finding an adequate 
supervisor and past slowness in this de- 
partment "was not a lack of personnel, 
but proper utilization," he said. He con- 
siders state certification of inspectors "a 
merit that should be considered." 


Aigner said that everything in Schaum- 


burg has been accomplished by following 
professional guidance. "Now we are sud- 
denly being criticized by residents of our 
own school district who made no effort to 
evolve for their citizens as we have," he 
said of a proposed unit district.

He contends Schaumburg is the only 


community in the elementary district 
that is still developing and said that it 
may be discovered that the village could 
have a much finer educational system if 
limited to its boundaries. 


CONCERNING the proposed hospital 


site, Aigner said the village leaders real- 
ized many years ago they would have to 
prepare for a hospital and began talking 
to developers concerning a land dona- 
tion. The Schaumburg Road site planned 
for Rush Prestyterian-St. Luke's Medical 
Center North is viewed by Aigner as 
"centrally located for residents of the 
village." 


The candidate said that he considers 


an airport feasibility study another ex- 
ample of Schaumburg's continuing effort 
to determine future needs through pro- 
fessional study. Aigner believes one of 
the problems the world faces is its "in- 
adequate transportation systems. Hiring 
professionals to make such studies gives 


us some guidance in determining what 
future needs will be," he said. 


Discussing mosquito control problems, 


Aigner said the board was led to believe 
"by the so-called experts" that spraying 
was detremental to health and should be 
immediately stopped. "Maybe we should 
have had a professional study on this, 
but with no spraying last year we hfid 
many more problems," he observed. 


He explained that under the present ar- 


rangement, Northwest Mosquito Abate- 
ment District will spray at the request of 
the health department during emergency 
s i t u a t i o n s but independent spraying 
through private contractors will augment 
that program. 


AIGNER thinks it difficult to predict 


whether Schaumburg will be able to con- 
tinue without levying a municipal tax in 
view of "moves in the legislature that 
could be a detriment to the community." 
Without sales tax revenue from shopping 
centers and building permit fees there 
could ultimately be a need to tax," he 
said. 


Noting that his background is in the 


area of development, Aigner looks for- 
ward to completion of a well planned 
community. "We should take a great 
deal of pride in Schaumburg and I prefer 
to see citizens support the community, 
not tear it down," he added. 


Aigner, his wife Barbara and their two 


children, have lived at 1711 W. Winthrop 
Lane since 1960. 


He has been active in scouting, helped 


organize the Schaumburg Cowboys and 
is presently chairman of Schaumburg 
High School V.I.P. parent booster club. 


For four-year Schaumburg trustee: United Party 


Denis Ledgerwood 


Provision of adequate community ser- 


vices and concern for the total welfare of 
citizens through short-range and long- 
term planning are key issues in the 
Schaumburg election campaign, accord- 
ing to Denis Legerwood. 


"A hospital, unit schools and an airport 


study are not proper issues," says the 
Schaumburg United Party four-year 
term candidate. Ledgerwood, 33, an ap- 
pointed incumbent, joined the village 
board when a vacancy occured last year. 


He does not feel future growth must be 


more controlled. "As it is now, devel- 
opment is very well controlled," he said 
noting that land prices are prohibitive 
for single family dwellings in the com- 
munity. 


THE C A N D I D A T E emphasized 


Schaumburg's zoning map does not set 
aside multiple areas that such zoning is 
only permitted when planned unit devel- 
opments are submitted for approval. 


While he has never seen the village 


master plan, he said he has been told it 
is "really a collection of documents rath- 
er than one book. I've been told it con- 
tains 12 separate and individual plans," 
he said. 


He feels police and fire services have 


kept pace with community growth. "Pre- 
sently there is one policeman per 750 
population and we have two fire stations 
with preliminary sites in mind for sev- 
eral additional locations," he added. 


As chairman of finance, Ledgerwood 


has recently completed budget hearings 
in which public works and building de-

partments requested additional person- 
nel. 


Ledgerwood said he tends to favor cer- 


tification of building inspectors though he 
dislikes seeing too many state and feder- 
al controls imposed on municipalities. 


NOTING THE individuality of trustees, 


Ledgerwood denied charges of a "rub- 
ber-stamp" village board. "That term 
implies that trustees get a phone call oh 
Monday nights telling them what is com- 
ing up and how to vote . . . don't, for a 
minute, think that's the case," he contin- 
ued. "We are six different people with 
six different backgrounds and personal 
opinions," he added. 


He described a unit district in- 


vestigation as "something that needs to 
be studied" but said he did not feel it a 
proper expenditure for village funds. 


Ledgerwood is in favor of a Schaum- 


burg Road hospital site since it is "in an 
area where it can serve the greatest ma- 
jority of population". However, he is 


unaware of how plans for Rush Pre- 
sbyterian-St. 
Luke's 
Medical 
Center 


North developed since negotiations took 
place before he joined the village board. 


He also believes it is time to actually 


perform an airport feasibility 
study 


"since the community has been working 
well over a year in attempts to start the 
project." 


But he emphasized that officials will be 


guided by the results of the study "after 
all the facts are in." 


LEDGERWOOD 
opposes 
malathion 


mosquito spray control because it "has 
the propensity to kill more than the tar- 
get." He considers larvacide and elimi- 
nation or treatment of standing water 
preferable to spraying. 


The candidate feels Schaumburg may 


at a future date reach the point where 
property tax will be required. 


While the village has surplus funds 


($200,000 in motor fuel taxes received 
from the state last year), this money is 
budgeted or at least earmarked for fu- 
ture projects, he claims. 


"Presently there are funds which are 


not currently required to pay bills, but 
you must remember that we may have 
an excess one year and the following 
year's budget will take care of all of it," 
he said. 


His government specialty could fall 


into one of two categories since he 
served as chairman of the airport study 
committee and after joining the board 
served as finance chairman and a mem- 
ber of the public works and health and 
safety committees. 


For four-year Schaumburg trustee: United Party 


Ray LeBeau 


Though Ray LeBeau has never run for 


political office, members of Schamburg 
t'ntted Party chose him as a four-year 
trtMee nominee at their first convention 
last year. 


"I'm John Q. Citizen, too, and, if elect- 


ed. I certainly have no intention of turn- 
ing my back on the residents or their 
problems." he said. 


Presently chairman of Schaumburg 


Airport Study Committee. LeBeau. 34, is 
also in charge of the local American 
Revolution 
Bl-Centennial 
Commission. 


He has done public relations work for the 
village and SUP for the past year. 


Regarding future growth in the village, 


LeBeau says he hates to see farmland go 
but believes "we have to make way for 
the future." 


THOUGH IN the role of private citizen 


ho has not been privileged to the same 
information as elected officials, LeBeau 
considers the village to be doing a good 
job in providing community services. 
Without further research, though, he re- 
fusrs to give an opinion concerning pos- 
sible need for more building, safety and 
health inspectors. 


He neither considers appointments to 


village commissions or committees "po- 
litical" in Schaumburg nor believes the 
village board is a "Rubber stamp." 


"Every person on that board votes his 


own opinions and follows his own con- 
science and desires," LeBeau said. 


The candidate considers completion of

a unit school district study an important 
item. "If we want this done, someone 
has to pay for it," he says in reference to 
a $5,000 SUP pledge to help fund the in- 
vestigation. "After all, SUP is made up 
of citizens from the community," he 
added. 


He does not consider the proposed 


Rush Presbyterian-St. Luke's Medical 
Center north "a community project" but 
rather something launched by a private 
organization after certain criteria were 
met. 


"LEBEAU FINDS no fault with builder 


contributions being used to finance the 
hospital but hopes that local fund drives 
will provide additional money for hospi- 
tal development. 


"I don't want to see anyone suffer but 


we need a medical facility now and I 
cannot see that diversion of builder con- 


tributions from the school district to the 
hospital will deteriorate conditions in lo- 
cal schools at present," he said. 


The candidate considers- a feasibility 


study to determine advisability of a mu- 
nicipally owned airport a necessity. "We 
are losing general aviation airports all 
across the country but we have such a 
facility in Schaumburg and would like to 
keep it here," he added. But LeBeau em- 
phasized owners of the private airport 
"could do many other more profitable 
things with the land." 


He also looks favorably on a regional 


transportation center planned near the 
present airport but noted that plans will 
be held up for that facility pending an 
answer on the airport study. 


LEBEAU ADVOCATES a village con- 


trolled mosquito program rather than 
area control now provided by Northwest 
Mosquito Abatement District. He consid- 
ers such a move in the best interest of 
the community even though staff in- 
creases might be required to perform the 
service. 


Schaumburg's 
communications with 


other towns are "fine in certain areas 
but in other areas not," he says though 
he does not believe the fault lies with his 
village. Perhaps a better understanding 
could be developed through monthly 
newsletters to neighboring communities 
covering the airport study and other fu- 
ture plans. He also feels community 
leaders in the area should meet occasion- 
ally to discuss mutual problems. 


For two-year Schaumburg trustee: United Party 


Ray MeArthur 


Ray MeArthur has never run for public 


office before, yet he is campaigning for a 
two-year trustee post in Schaumburg 
from the vantage point of 12 years of 
involvement in village government. 


Currently chairman of the village plan 


commission, MeArthur has been a mem- 
ber of that group since 1961. While the 
candidate is well versed in village af- 
fairs, he appears most confident when 
discussing the master plan which he and 
other community pioneers drafted. 


Concerning opponents' charges the 


master plan is not available to residents 
and, if so, at great cost, MeArthur main- 
tains "people who would want the plan 
wouldn't want all 12 parts of it." 


He is proud of the fact the plan is flex- 


ible enough to permit sensible commu- 
n i t y development since the 
com- 


prehensive plan was structured to permit 
periodic updating. 


HE AGREES, though, there is a need 


for additional building, health and safety 
inspectors and thinks these workers must 
be well paid. MeArthur says he would 
favor state certification of inspectors as 
well. 


He considers the plan commission and 


zoning board represent a "mix of politi- 
cal backgrounds" and says it is not a re- 
quisite to be a member of Schaumburg 
United Party (SUP) to be appointed." 


However, MeArthur is a staunch SUP 


supporter and contends the local party is 
doing much for the village. 


"From the top of the page it looks

good," he commented concerning a pro- 
posed unit school district. "But I'm not 
saying I'm for it because I'll wait and 
see what the professional study shows." 


MeArthur says he is "definitely for 


Schaumburg" but maintains "we must 
be realistic." "I think about the kids in 
Hoffman Estates, too, and if a unit dis- 
trict would be detrimental to them, I'll 
not accept it," he said. 


ON THE OTHER side of the coin, the 


candidate totally supports the concept of 
a hospital in Schaumburg. "I'm for that 
site which came donated to the hospital. 
. . it's probably worth half a million dol- 
lars," MeArthur continued. Any threat of 
flooding at the Schaumburg Road site for 
Rush Presbyterian St. Lukes Medical 
Center 
North" 
"will 
be thoroughly 


checked by the Metropolitan Sanitary 
District" he said. 


C o n c e r n i n g builder 
donations, 


MeArthur feels developers "should be 
encouraged to make donations for what- 
ever is most pressing at the time." He 
believes that three to five years ago 
schools presented the most important 
need but "now that the population is over 
32,000 we need other rather important 
things." 


Discussing a proposed airport study, 


MeArthur says other communities "have 
jumped the gun" in criticizing Schaum- 
burg. He does not feel the consulting en- 
gineers doing the feasibility study will 
come up with what the village wants to 
hear. Personally, he will wait for the re- 
sults of that study before making a deci- 
sion. 


The candiate also favors a study to de- 


termine the worth of a proposed trans- 
portation center near the private airport 
in the south end of the village. 


"I'M THE INSTIGATOR," he said of a 


proposed sign ordinance. The project, he 
explained, was taken on by the plan com- 
mission "to lower heights so the village 
doesn't get a Las Vegas look." While he 
describes changes as "drastic" he main- 
tains this is being done "to bring light to 
a good restrictive sign ordinance." 


The proposed Olde Towne development 


is another of McArthur's ideas. He said 
he will soon ask the village board to au- 
thorize a study by expert planners and, 
with resident approval, call for a morato- 
rium on building in the Schaumburg- 
Roselle road area. 


For tivo-year Schaumburg trustee: independent 


Suzanne Popp 


Need for improved communications be- 


tween residents and village officials has 
prompted Suzanne P. Popp to run for a 
two year trustee term In Schaumburg. 


A resident for seven years, Mrs. Popp, 


2\), an independent candidate, says she 
frit it unnecessary to regularly attend vil- 
lage board meetings because she had 
elected officials to "care for her needs." 


Suddenly, I realized things were not 


going in the direction I thought because I 
had been under the impression Schaum- 
bitrs was going to be a suburban commu- 
nity rather than a concrete jungle," she 
explained. 


"I don't care what they consider buffer 


/ones, when I sit on my patio I don't 
"<tnt to look at five-story buildings," she 
bald 


THOUGH SHE believes village govern- 


ment Is well organized, Mrs.Popp would 
prefer to see trustees defer action in 
some zoning petition matters. "Why 
must everything be so immediate in 
Schaumburg," she asks. 


Calling for control of future growth, 


the candidate favors holding up building 
permits in highly congested areas until 
traffic problems can be relieved. 


Displaying an intense interest in com- 


munications, Mrs. Popp calls for "get- 
ting Issues as well as our village back at 
the kitchen table where we can talk 
about them." 


"People do not realize what is going on 


in village government but once I'm elect- 
ed they will know they can talk to me," 
she said.

AS AN INDEPENDENT, she believes 


she will have an advantage in not being 
"test driven" by anyone. She believes 
she provides another important advan- 
tage by being available within the village 
during day-time hours. 


Free thinking, she contends, is dis- 


couraged on the village board "since all 
trustees have either been slated by 
Schaumburg United Party or have come 
from village committees to which they 
were appointed by the mayor." 


Initially, talk of a unit school district 


study concerned the candidate until after 
attending a study committee meeting 
when >she came away convinced the in- 
vestigation will be "professional and non- 
political." 


She objects to developer 
donations 


being channeled to the village's general 
fund, but feels Dit. 54 is currently "more 
in need of land than cash." 


AS A RESIDENT and mother, she con- 


siders a hospital a definite community 
advantage. "I cannot accept the fact that 
Rush-Presbyterian-St. Luke's 
Medical 


Center would plan an $8 million in- 
vestment if the Schaumburg Road site is 
questionable," she observed. 


With no definite feelings on a proposed 


municipal airport, she favors the feasi- 
bility study to determine the need. "We 
must put our faith in the hands of the 
professional planners," she added. 


SHE HAS A number of reservations 


concerning a proposed sign ordinance 
and suggests double standards exist for 
residents and industry. She cited numer- 
ous sign variations granted for automo- 
bile dealers along Golf Road but said 
residents are not permitted to display ga- 
rage sale signs on parkways. 


Mrs. Popp sees a definite need for 


moderate and low-cost housing in the vil- 
lage. "If we are to be a truly planned 
community, as we have always been 
told, we must have apartment rentals 
under $250 and will have to provide for 
all our residents' housing needs," she 
said.

The village system of government has 


worked well in Hoffman Estates, Melvin 
E. Timmons, Republican candidate for 
trustee feels. He believes it should be re- 
tained, rather than changing to an aide- 
manic system, with representation by 
wards. 


But Timmons first decided to run for 


trustee to represent the Winston Knolls 
subdivision, where he lives at 167 Colony 
Ln.

Timmons said he first became inter- 


ested in the election when he read about 
local government in suburban news- 
papers, and he decided he wanted to 
"take part in this after that." Timmons 
noted there are 750 homes in Winston 
Knolls that have no representation on the 
village board, and he said he wanted to 
fill the gap. 


But generally, he said, there is no need 


to depart from the at-large system of 
representation unless the "village makes 
great changes." 


TIMMONS STRONGLY supports for- 


mation of a municipal fire department 
classifying that issue as a priority item 
in his campaign. He also would like to 
expand services in such areas as public 
works, by opening a second building to 
house equipment north of the tollroad. 
This would save the village money by 
eliminating travel throughout the village 
to reach northern sections, he said. It 
also would expedite snow removal, he 
said. 


Less enthusiastic about a municipal 


scavenger department, Timmons said

the cost must be investigated thoroughly 
before he could voice an opinion on the 
proposal. Also, he could express no 
stance concerning increased street light- 
ing without studying the costs, he said. 


Professional 
planning services are 


needed by the village as an in-house 
function, said Timmons, who supports 
the GOP platform plank of hiring a plan- 
er full time. He said he could not com- 
ment on the costs factors here, but feels 
a planner would provide leadership to 
village departments and would be aware 
of planning needs that other village per- 
sonnel do not have the background to 
recognize. 


A professional planner would help the 


village avoid legal difficulties in zoning, 
strip annexation and other areas that 
have been faced in the past, Timmons 
said. 


WHILE TIMMONS feels the future of 


schools serving the village is a matter of 
"import," he said he does not know 
enough about the pros and cons of unit 
school districts versus dual districts to 
comment on the issue. "It is something 
we should look into." 


A stronger contact should be built be- 


tween village officials and the business 
community, said Timmons, who feels the 
appropriate level to do this would be at 
the village board. He notes his party pro- 
poses to cut out one regular board meet- 
ing per month, and spend that night 
meeting with civic or business groups. In 
this way, a closer relationship could be 
built with all types of community con- 
stituents, he said. 


This also could help attract industry to 


the village, said Timmons. To draw "bet- 
ter types of industry," village officials 
"have to go out and hustle, have to go 
out and find something." 


Timmons feels any village trustee has 


a responsibility to the public to make 
recommendations for the employment of 
specific individuals', if the trustee knows 
the individuals are qualified to hold the 
public jobs. It would be a disservice not 
to bring these persons to the attention of 
the village manager, he said. 


TIMMONS SEES no need for either 


open housing ordinances or low or mod- 
erate-income housing in Hoffman Es- 
tates, and said he would prefer to see 
future development in the village in the 
vein of single-family homes or a median 
income type atmosphere.

new board members, who officially take 
office May 1. 


Four of the seven board seats are con- 


tested in Tuesday's election and at least 
two will be filled with new persons. The 
new board will have to live with any rec- 
ognition decision, and the current board 
has decided to let it make that decision, 
he said. 


The employes, who represent the 


streets and water divisions of public 
works, said their decision to unionize was 
made two weeks ago when the village 
failed for the second time on a promise 
to enroll them in a training program at 
College of DuPage, Glen Ellyn. When an 
administrative error was responsible for 
five men not being in the first session, 
the village assured them they would be 
enrolled in the second, they said. The 
second session started this month, and no 
employes were enrolled, they said. 


THE UNION charges the village with 


failure to provide adequate training; in- 
sufficient safety equipment, such as hard 
hats; a shortage of vehicles; a lack of 
necessary tools and repair parts to do 
their jobs, and a lower wage scale than 
in surrounding towns and arbitrary deci- 
sions on wages for individual men. 


Longmeyer confirmed the village had 


promised the 13-week training class for 
five men at a time, and had failed to 
enroll them before the first class was 
filled. He said he had ordered Walter 
Boehm, water superintendent, to enroll 
them in the next session, and was una- 
ware it had started. 


Longmeyer agreed training is in- 


adequate, but said the village has tried 
to remedy the problem. Few training 
programs are available, he said. 


But Longmeyer disputed the other 


charges. New hard bats for each man 
were recently ordered and received, but 
some men refuse to wear them and oth- 
ers have lost them, he said. Other safety 
equipment is supplied, he added. The 
men abuse the vehicles, or are careless 
with them, and lose tools issued to them, 
he said. The village maintains a $3,000 
inventory of spare parts, he contended. 
Wages are lower than in some neighbor- 
ing towns, but higher than in others, and 
are determined by each man's experi- 
ence, training and length of employment, 
he said.

45-day 'Old Town' building halt OKd 


A 45-day moratorium on issuing build- 


ing permits for Schaumburg's proposed 
Old Town area was approved with the 
understanding it will likely be extended. 


The village board set the moratorium 


Tuesday while it approved subdivision of 
a lot within the area, which extends half 
a mile in each direction from the 
Schaumburg-Roselle roads intersection. 
The permit freeze is "to be extended at 
the discretion of the village board," ac- 
cording to a resolution approved by the 
board. 


By the end of the 45-day period, said 


Village Atty. Jack Siegel, a preliminary 
historic zoning ordinance should be 
ready for presentation to the board, al- 
though it may not be in final form and 
some points still may be under study. 
One provision of the ordinance could per- 
mit the village to purchase and sell any 
or all land within the area, for the pur- 
pose of preserving historic value, Siegel 
told the board. 


Although the moratorium prohibits any 


construction on the Old Town properties, 
the board did permit a subdivision of the 
Wilkes property at the southwest corner 
of the intersection to allow the owner to 
sell part of it. A representative of the 
Wilkes family argued against delay of 
t h e 
subdivision approval, 
claiming 


"we've been denied it unfairly because 
the village is not ready with its historic 
plan." The village plan commission had 
delayed action on the subdivision pend- 
ing presentation of the Old Town ordi- 
nance. 


THE WILKES FAMILY has "basically 


been denied its constitutional rights for 
no reason," said the spokesman, con- 
tending the subdivision should have been 
approved when it first was requested. 


In another development, the board 


placed conditions on approval of the 
plans for the last two phases of the 
Knightsbridge subdivision. 


The village has received complaints of 


shoddy workmanship from residents of 


the first two phases, which have been 
developed except for eight lots. 


Trustee Herbert Aigner suggested the 


village should work with the Knights- 
bridge Homeowners Association to deter- 
mine which complaints are legitimate, 
and refuse to issue any building permits 
for the final portions until these are rec- 
tified. 


ALSO, THE VILLAGE has required of 


Knightsbridge Development Corp. in- 
stallation of a retention pond, correction 
of grading problems and installation of 
street lights in the first parts of the de- 
velopment, none of which have been 
completed. 


No building permits may be issued to 


Knightsbridge for the two new phases un- 
til the public improvements are com- 
pleted and the complaining homeowners 
are satisfied. 


The board also ruled another builder 


cannot develop his property without first 
presenting his proposal to the plan com- 
mission. 


Casee Development Co. sought what it 


termed an extension of the deadline for 
starting Jamestown Village, a project on 
a site north of Bode Road formerly 
owned by Levitt and Sons Construction 
Co. Levitt had sold the land to Klingbiel, 
Inc., which won approval from the vil- 
lage to construct 228 apartments in 28 
buildings, to be started by Jan. 1 this 
year. 


But Klingbiel failed to build, and in- 


stead sold the land to Casee. The new 
firm also plans 228 apartments, but 
would put them in 16 buildings instead. 
Casee asked to have Klingbiel's approval 
extended six months, allowing it to start 
work by June 1. 


The board ruled Casee is presenting an 


entirely new plan, and Klingbiel's ap- 
proval would not apply to the new pro- 
posal, even if it had not already expired. 
Therefore, Casee is to appear at a plan 
commission meeting the first week is 
May.

Des Plaines 
sent the proposal, Monday night, to the 
city council's code and judiciary com- 
mittee for study.

here" comment this week. 


THE NILES ORDINANCE apparently 


is of more interest in Chicago where 
American Civil Liberties Union (ACLU) 
attorneys plan "to study it with an eye 
for possible legal action." 


Blase told the Herald that the Niles 


law — which requires storage of defined 
books and magazines under store count- 
ers without display — is "on safe legal 
ground. A similar ordinance was passed 
in New York and upheld by the state Su- 
preme Court.

State approves new hospital

SPRINGFIELD — A state agency yes- 


terday gave unanimous approval to pro- 
posed construction of a 200-bed hospital 
in Schaumburg after reconsidering pre- 
vious approval of the project due to vio- 
lations of the Illinois Open Meeting Law. 


Approved by the Illinois Hospital Li- 


censing Board was an application by 
Rush Presbyterian-St, Luke's Medical 
Center (HPSL) for a permit to erect the 
hospital at a site on Schaumburg Road 
just west of Roselle Road. 


The board's action came after an ap- 


peal by Richard Regan, chairman of the 
Hoffman Estates Plan Commission and a 
member of Northwest Cook County 
Health Care Needs Study committee, 
that the board attempt to influence the 
Illinois General Assembly for laws which 
would control the "proliferation of hospi- 
tals" In the area. 


Regan was among those who originally 


opposed location of the hospital at the 
approved site after a professional con- 
sulting firm recommended that it be 
built near Schaumburg and Harrington 
roads. 


REGAN ASSURED the board that he 


and other members of the study group 
are not opposed to the construction of a 
hospital in the area by RPSL. 


"We believe it will be an asset to the 


area," he said, but he assured the board 
that "within three years there will be 
three hospitals in the planning or build- 
ing stages in that area. I do not think 
this board can prevent that without legis- 
lation." 


In response, George Hendrix, chair- 


man of the board, assured Regan that 
his agency would favor legislation which 
would give It a voice in the planning of 
hospital facilities, but he explained that

Town budget 
raises no 
discussion 


A $635,776 Schaumburg Township budg- 


et also covering general assistance and 
library expenses raised no question or 
discussion Tuesday during the Schaum- 
burg Township budget hearing. 


An additional $147,647.50 is appro- 


priated for the township road and bridge 
budget. 


John Karston, committee on youth 


member, raised no issue with the budget 
figures, but later chided the board for 
not publicizing the fact the township has 
not in the past levied the maximum tax 
rate the county sets. 


"When you determine what rate we 


will levy this year let the residents know 
about it," he said. 


Clerk Kay Wojcik said last year's 


county set levy rate was 10 cents for the 
town fund and 15 cents for the library 
fund. This represents a total of 25 cents 
tax for each $100 of assessed valuation. 


The township did not levy 10 cents for 


the town fund. Assessor MacEachron 
said the tax rate was 3 cents but the 
library tax rate was 15 cents. 


Mrs. Wojcik said since the township 


has grown in assessed valuation, the 
town fund levy will probably be less than 
the maximum allowed this year also. 


AS TOWNSHIP officers met, budget 


fund totals were noted for the audience 
by moderator Ralph Lyerla. 


The appropriation for the town fund 


portion of the budget is $140,776 and the 
general assistance fund is $45,000. The 
total appropriation for the library is 
$450,000. This fiscal budget is approxi-

With 114 judges in Hoffman Estates, 


the total cost of the salary increase will

Although state law sets a guideline of 


five judges per 800 registered voters in 
each precinct, the board considered cut- 
ting the number. Voter turnout generally 
is so low in village elections that double 
panels of five in precincts exceeding 800 
registered voters are .unnecessary, it was 


suggested. In the last two village elec- 
tions, voter turnout has been about 30 
per cent. 


OF THE 15 village precincts, eight are 


to have double panels, or a total of 10 
election judges. One of the double panels 
was short a judge Monday, and Deputy 
Village Clerk Helen Wozniak still was 
looking for someone to fiil the vacancy. 


Trustee William Cowin commented the 


village would "look a little strange" in 
some precincts, with 10 judges handling 
voting where lines might never grow 
longer than eight or 10 persons. 


"They (the judges) need the extra 


money (from the raise) because they'll 
be falling all over each other and liable 
to get hurt," said Trustee Edward Hen- 
nessy. 


While the board approved the full list 


of 114 judges, Cowin urged the clerk's 
office not to employ the final judge for 
the vacancy, and not to fill other vacan- 
cies that may be created by illness or 
other last minute emergencies. 


The fifth contract was for the purchase 


of salt for snow removal in the winter. 
Bids were received from Morton Salt, In- 
ternational Salt and Diamond Salt. Mor- 
ton and International each bid $10,456, at 
a rate of $12 per ton. Diamond also used 
$12 per ton rate, but its bid was slightly 
higher because it rounded off the number 
of tons, reported Village Engineer Jo- 
seph Zgonina. 


The contract was awarded to Morton 


Salt on Zgonina's recommendation. 


Trustees questioned the exact dupli- 


cation of the bids. Village Atty. Jack Sie- 
gel, who also is Arlington Heights village 
attorney, said Arlington Heights has re- 
ceived duplicate bids on salt for years, 
and reported the situation to the Justice 
Department and the state's attorney's of- 
fice. Siegel indicated no action had been 


taken on the reports. 


In other action, the board authorized 


the health, education, recreation and en- 
vironment committee to develop details 
of a contract with Twinbrook YMCA, un- 
der which the village would pay the Y to 
hire a village youth outreach worker. 
The contract itself was not approved, 
and the board indicated it will expect 
some provision for a central adminis- 
trative committee to direct activities of 
its worker and other youth counselors in 
the township. 


The Y already directs a contract work- 


er for Hoffman Estates, and the trustees 
noted the township also has a youth 
worker. The efforts of these persons and 
high school police consultants employed 
by the two villages should be coordi- 
nated, Trustee Herbert Aigner said. 


est challenge to school boards in the next 
three years. 


Seeking reelection to his third school 


board term, Gibbs with an economics de- 
gree from the University of Pennsyl- 
vania would like to be involved in finding 
a solution to the funding question.

MAINTAINING a sound fiscal budget 


and keeping tabs on construction in un- 
developed areas to be sure not to over- 
build but to keep up with demand for 
classrooms are high priority items he 
cites. 


Margie Kutz, 42, 913 Marsha, Palatine, 


a village resident since 1958, thinks as a 
mother she would add a new and valu- 
able dimension to the board. A graduate 
of Vallejo College (American Airlines 
Stewardess School), she said if elected 
she would bring parents' complaints to 
the foreground. 


Improving 
communication between 


citizens and the board is a prime goal. 
The mother of two Lincoln School chil- 
dren and a member of the Lincoln PTA, 
The Kiwi Club and Christ Lutheran 
Church, Mrs. Kutz is also concerned with 
the appearance and maintenance of 
school grounds. 


While teachers have the right to nego- 


tiate a contract, she said she did not 
think they have the right to strike. On 
the unit versus dual district controversy, 
she said the unit district would not really 
lower the tax rate and might cause some 
additional problems. 


SHE FELT some of the school organi- 


zation study committees might be politi- 
cally motivated but she said Dist. 15 
should be represented. She advocated 
having an administrator rather than a 
board member attend the meetings. 


Warren Veeder, 29, 939 E. Carpenter, 


Palatine, has no children in Dist. 15 
schools and has not attended PTA or 
school board meetings. He is a former 
teacher who left the profession because 
of the pay scale and now is a sales man- 
ager with Permag Control. 


He advocates a merit pay scale for 


teachers, year-round use of all schools 
and possible tax rate increases. "I don't 
see why a public job has to have a skim- 
py pay scale," Veeder said, stating that 
the pay scale of teachers has lagged be- 
hind the rest of the economy. 


Veeder said he isn't convinced the 


merit system would cost more money but 
he would favor a referendum to raise the 
tax levy if necessary to implement it. 


"I would be willing to pay higher taxes 


for better schools," he said. 


He holds a degree from Michigan State 


University and while he isn't know- 
ledgeable about district affairs he said he 
doesn't see why that should stand in his 
way of election to the board.

For Hoffman Estates village president: Civic Party 


Frederick Downey 


Frederick Downey Is running for re- 


election as president of Hoffman Estates 
to justify his first campaign and all he 
has done in the intervening four years. 
He leads the Civic Party slate 


"Every candidate running for the first 


time does not provide voters with as 
much basis to judge, but an incumbent 
runs on his record of the past term of 
office," said Downey, a resident of 297 
Pleasant St. He readily admits "I started 
running for a second term the day after I 
was elected in 1969 " 


Several contenders for village office fa- 


vor changes in city government, but 
Downey sees a danger in this. "People 
elected from a district would feel they 
just represent an individual area rather 
than the village as a whole," he said. But 
at-large representatives cannot afford to 
show favoritism to an area, he said. 


The village can function "quite well" 


with only six board members, and does 
not need to enlarge the board, he said. 


HOWEVER, DOWNEY does feel the 


village needs a full time mayor, rather 
than continuing with the part-time posi- 
tion he seeks. 


A full-time mayor would work with the 


village manager on long-range planning, 
public relations and recruiting com- 
merce, 


Downey also supports higher salaries 


for trustees. "The salary for the mayor 
and trustees is one of the most important 
investments a village can make." 


Downey is not convinced industrial de- 


velopment would be advantageous to the 
village. It could Increase the costs for

services While revenue might be higher, 
he feels the village's residents prefer to 
remain a bedroom community, living 
away from their work. They would gain 
more from commerce than industry, 
since sales taxes would provide revenue, 
while the future of property taxes is in 
question, he said. 


DOWNEY FEELS the village has a 


"fine relationship" with its employes, 
even though police negotiations did not 
end with mutual agreement last year. 
"Compare what's happening in Hoffman 
Estates with other communities. Some 
don't negotiate." 


He opposes formation of a unit school 


district, if it is limited to the Village of 
Schaumburg, and charges such a move 
would be irresponsible in light of the in- 
termingled boundaries of the two vil- 
lages. To protect the interests of Hoff- 
man Estates children, he would have the 
village file suit.

Downey feels elected officials should 


segregate themselves from village em- 
ployment procedures, leaving this re- 
sponsibility to the village manager to 
avoid political influence. The board 
should only set policy and allocate funds, 
he said. Then it is up to professional em- 
ployes "to get things done." 


THE INCUMBENT favors street light- 


ing, and would like to see annual alloca- 
tions from general funds to fund a regu- 
lar program of area by area lighting. 


Downey also strongly supports a mu- 


nicipal fire department, noting potential 
savings \ in combining communications 
and dispatching systems and the benefits 
of equalizing protection throughout the 
village. The village also has more poten- 
tial sources of revenue than the existing 
fire districts, he said. 


For Hoffman Estates village president: independent 


Shirley Turpin 


Mrs. Shirley Turpin offers her services 


full time to the Village of Hoffman Es- 
tate* in her candidacy as an independent 
for it* presidency. 


She has walked throughout the village, 


meeting constituents, and believes a full- 
time mayor is needed to correct the 
problems the residents have discussed 
with her. 


"People say they are ashamed to let 


people know they live in Hoffman Es- 
tates," she said, pointing to a business- 
man who told her he brings clients home 
"around the back way, because he is so 
ashamed." 


Poor street and sidewalk maintenance, 


business areas that look like barns and 
poor cooperation with Schaumburg to 
jointly make business sections more at- 
tractive are responsible for this lack of 
community pride, she said. 


AND AS A full-time elected official she 


feels she could oversee the activities of 
employes in all village departments, 
maximising efficiency and cutting down 
on loafing on the Job. 


Current village officials have not been 


meeting their responsibilities to the pub- 
lic, Mrs. Turpin said. This failure in one 
area, abort water supply, is the primary 
reason she became involved in the vil- 
lage campaign. Two years ago she be- 
came very concerned about the shortage, 
she said, and determined she would run 
for president. 


The shortage is attributable to the vil- 


lage board not keeping tabs on the num- 
ber of building permits being issued, and 


planning ahead to meet the increased 
needs, she said. 


The board was not responsive to the 


needs of residents near the tollroad who 
opposed high tension wire installation 
near their homes, but instead gave them 
a brush off, said Mrs. Turpin. 


WHILE MRS. TURPIN sees several 


areas of village administration requiring 
expertise she does not have, she said "I 
know where to go" to get it. She already 
has lined up business persons as mem- 
bers for an advisory board on industrial 
recruitment, she said, declining to dis- 
cuss further details. She does believe the 
village should retain its current system 
of government, not rushing to a city, or 
aldermanic system, unless it grows 
much larger than its present size or 
merges with the Village of Schaumburg. 


Much more cooperation is needed be- 


tween the village and its businessmen, 


said Mrs. Turpin, suggesting the mer- 
chants are unhappy with "what is going 
on in the village" and the board does not 
even know what happens at business as- 
sociation* meetings 


She also would like to recruit more 


participation from apartment residents 
and young persons in official village af- 
fairs. She also sees a source for volun- 
teer service in retired persons experi- 
enced and knowledgeable in special 
areas and having the time to donate to 
the village. 


Certain issues should be taken to the 


people for voting, she said. One of these 
is expanded street lighting The village 
should actively step into other issues, she 
said. She would include unit school dis- 
trict questions here. Better commu- 
nications between Hoffman Estates and 
Schaumburg villages would have pre- 
vented the current controversy, which 
she blames on sarcasm from Hoffman 
Estates officials. 


OPEN-HOUSING LAWS are not 


needed in the village, and low or moder- 
ate income housing should be accepted 
only if the village is forced into it, and if 
the projects meet village codes, she said. 


A concern for the people, watching "to 


see that they are no longer cast aside," 
is her candidacy's asset, Mrs. Turpin 
feels. 


And as a resident at 134 Carthage Ln. 


since 1956, with her children grown and 
no longer demanding her time, she feels 
she knows the problems and can cope 
with them. 


For Hoffman Estates trustee: Republican 


Bruce Lind 


As the only incumbent running for 


Hoffman Estates village trustee, Bruce 
Lind feels he has demonstrated his inter- 
est and concern for residents of the vil- 
lage. 


Lind has a focal point for his continued 


interest in village government — the mu- 
nicipal building. He headed the com- 
mittee to oversee construction of the 
building from the design stage to occu- 
pancy and beyond. 


For all village residents, Lind sees 


some areas where village services will 
need to grow. Saying Hoffman Estates is 
"very rapidly approaching the point 
where It could go into its own scavenger 
service," he adds cost and efficiency fac- 
tor* would have to be thoroughly in- 
vestigated. 


UNO PREDICTED the village owned 


scavenger department question will be 
explored prior to the expiration of the 
current scavenger contract .either this 
fall or next, 


Noting "the way the village is set up 


now we don't have anyone who devotes 
full time forward planning for more 
than the next year or two," Lind feels a 
fun time staff employe Is essential to 
study prospective annexations, judge de- 
velopments and anticipate needs In fu- 
ture village services. 


While the planner would not produce 


the village revenue to pay his salary for 
the first year or two, "over three or four 
years or longer be would more than pay 


for himself," Lind said. 


The village must establish a municipal 


fire department before too long, said 
Lind, because it "cannot continue to have 
volunteers and full time" men. While a 
pending study may say "this is the best 
system, eventually we'll still have to 
have a municipal fire department," he 
believes. 


WHILE THE village board "has a good 


relationship with local businessmen," 
Lind "would like to see more input" to 
the board from the commercial commu- 
nity. 


Street lighting also would improve the 


general appearance of the village along 
major thoroughfares, and promote safe- 
ty. Revenue sharing funds could finance 
lighting along Golf and Hlggins roads 


over a period of years, he said. To light 
the entire village would cost about $5 
million, he said. 


While schools function independently of 


the village, Lind said the board should be 
concerned about the current unit school 
district question. If the board sees the 
education of village children in danger 
they should testify or even take legal ac- 
tion to prevent a unit school district. 


LIND DOES not believe trustees 


should make recommendations on the 
employment of specific persons by the 
village, saying all applicants should be 
judged on an equal basis. 


However, Lind said he voted within his 


party in favor of the Republicans being 
notified of vacancies in staffing, saying 
"the Republican organization just want- 
ed to be made aware of when there are 
needs in the village for employes or posi- 
tions for boards or departments." Land 
said the village has occasionally adver- 
tised such vacancies, and still bad few 
applications. 


Lind also favors some type of con- 


sumer protection action by the village. 
An agency to answer complaints and 
questions is desirable, he said, suggest- 
ing the village cooperate with the town- 
ship and perhaps the Village of Schaum- 
burg to establish one. 


Lind first was elected .to the board in 


1969. He and his wife Marilyn live with 
their three children at 172 Harper Ln. 


For Hoffman Estates village president: Republican , 
Virginia Hayter 


Employing a professional planner is 


one of the major priorities Virginia Hay- 
ter, 384 Carlton Rd., will set if she is 
elected president of Hoffman Estates, 
April 17. 


Mrs. Hayter, leading a Republican 


slate and now a village trustee, points to 
the village's past history of contracting 
with a variety of firms for planning ser- 
vices to review potential projects and 
testify at court proceedings. This makes 
for inconsistencies, said Mrs Hayter. 


And, she contends, having such a per- 


son on the village staff would- allow ad- 
vance preparation, and eliminate catch- 
up planning work. 


Mrs. Hayter favors study of alterna- 


tives to the present village government 
system, but says she has no pre-con- 
ceived judgments on a change. 


SHE FEELS the village and its em- 


ployes generally have amicable relation- 
ships The village is studying estab- 
lishing a municipal fire department, and 
curent fire district employes have been 
seeking union recognition. Mrs. Hayter 
would see "nothing wrong with" a union, 
if 80 per cent of department employes 
were members. 


Leadership is the quality Mrs. Hayter 


feels she can best offer the village board. 


She feels her abilities have developed 


over eight years, while she was a Dist. 54 
board member and village trustee, and 
now have matured with her re-entry in 
the business world. She is chef for Che 
Captain's Cove Restaurant in Hoffman 
Estates. 


Mrs. Hayter opposes elected officials 


making suggestions to the village man-

ager on who should be employed by the 
village. Selection is the manager's re- 
sponsibility, she said. However, appli- 
cants have used her name as a reference 
in seeking jobs in the past, she said. 


Industrial and commercial recruitment 


are important to Hoffman Estates, to 
provide property and sales tax revenue. 
And recruitment is basically a public re- 
lations job, Mrs. Hayter said. 


"You have got to go out with a public 


relations campaign and say 'join us, we 
have these things to offer.' This is the 
leader's job, to decide on that image," 
she said. 


THE IMAGE Mrs. Hayter wants for 


the village is "Tough, but fair." 


While the village needs expanded 


street lighting, Mrs. Hayter feels a total 
lighting program would "have to be tak- 
en to the people." Until a referendum 
were held, major intersections and arte- 
rial streets could be lighted with a grad-

Mrs. Hayter said she, as a former 


school board member, is disturbed about 
the possibility of the Village of Schaum- 
burg forming a unit school district and 
the potential harm for Hoffman Estates 
children, but she sees the Hoffman Es- 
tates Village Board role as that of ob- 
server and information source. When the 
time for decision arrives, the village 
must be prepared with its information, 
she said. 


While Mrs. Hayter strongly supports 


open housing, she feels Hoffman Estates 
is more progressive on this issue than 
most suburban areas. She does not think 
any ordinance to enforce it is necessary. 


CONSUMERISM also is important to 


Mrs Hayter, and she hopes to establish 
a local office of the state Bureau of Con- 
sumer Fraud, similar to the one in 
Schaumburg. 


While her opponents have attempted to .1 


make an issue of patronage, Mrs. Hayter II 
said "there isn't any and there never will * 
be " She feels she has had "pretty free 
reign as chairman of the public works 
committee, and it hasn't happened." 


For Hoffman Estates village president: independent 


Irene Petke 


Personal dignity and respect are the 


keypomts of Irene Petke's campaign for 
mayor of Hoffman Estates. 


Mrs. Petke, 101 Alpine Ln , is running 


as an independent, seeking the highest 
public office in the village out of a sense 
of responsibility as a citizen. "In every 
individual life, it is necessary to consider 
'why amh in this earth, what is the rea- 
son I'm here?' " she said. She feels her 
time for self searching has come, and 
the village has reached the point of need- 
ing what she offers. 


"It is time now for change, to bring 


about truth in all things," said Mrs. 
Petke. She hopes to "promote truth, 
prosperity and an ideal village" by offer- 
ing "respect to every individual, every 
citizen." 


IN ACCORD with her views on life in 


general are Mrs. Petke's proposals for 
post-election programs. "There is a need 
for citizens to receive better and more 
services," she said, pointing to social 
services of welfare and assistance in par- 
ticular. Saying communities ranging in 
size from Chicago to Bensenville offer 
assistance programs, the residents of 
Hoffman Estates "do need a welfare cen- 
ter," too, she said. Programs of the cen- 
ter would include child care and visiting 
nurse care, she said. 


While she does not have a specific plan 


for financing the center, she notes, 
"When there is a need, there is always 
something given." 


Mrs. Petke does not favor the village 


hiring a professional planner "if we have 
someone qualified now and capable of 
planning and knowing what is best for 
the citizens." 


Neither does she approve changing the 


system of village government to a city- 
style, with wards and aldermen, at this 
point "When the time is necessary for 
us to make these changes, it will hap- 
pen," she said. Until then, she suggests 
it be studied and considered. 


Concerning proposed acquisition of the 


fire protection district by a municipally 
owned fire department, "should the 
people so desire, so it would be." 


Cooperation and understanding are 


qualities Mrs Petke advocates to help 
attract young persons, apartment tenants 
and other non-active village residents to 


participation in community affairs 


MRS. PETKE, an astrologist, said her 


special insights convince her state fund- 
ing will be available for village street 
lighting, which she believes is needed In 
speed zones and areas of school cross- 
ings She also feels an evaluation of 
existing wells and proper sites for future 
wells is needed to ensure adequate water 
for residential and commercial growth. 


Industrial recruitment can be accom- 


plished for the village with the assistance 
of firms in the area, said Mrs. Petke. 
She suggested Bennett and Kahnweiler 
would volunteer their services, asking 
"why should we pay them to work for 
industry?" 


While Mrs. Petke opposes recommen- 


dations of friends for village employ, 
terming the practise patronage, she feels 
it is legitimate to suggest qualified per- 
sons to fill jobs as needed. 


Open housing ordinances would be "af- 


ter the fact" for Hoffman Estates, said 
Mrs Petke, who believes open housing 
exists, although it is not regulated by 
law. The village also has low income 
housing within its borders, she said, re- 
ferring to apartment complexes and say- 
ing there are many village residents who 
just barely meet rent or mortgage pay- 
ments. 


WHILE STATE laws are in effect to 


protect consumers, she said, the village 
should promote a Better Business Bu- 
reau local office. 


For Hoffman Estates trustee: Republican 


Ralph Lyerla 


A combination of village and city 


forms of government would be ideal for 
Hoffman Estates in the next eight to 10 
years, believes Ralph Lyerla, Republican 
candidate for village 'trustee. 


He envisions a board with membership 


of up to 15 persons at its peak. Its make- 
up would include perhaps seven or eight 
members representing wards, while an- 
other two or three woudd be at large rep- 
resentatives. The numbers of each type 
representative would increase as the vil- 
lage grows until they reach the 15 max- 
imum, he said. 


"It would be very easy for groups of 


people in 200 to 250 homes to be over- 
looked . . . when you have just six people 
elected at large," as with the current vil- 
lage board, he said. 


But with wards, Lyerla feels, some 


persons could be inadequately represent- 
ed, and the at-large trustees or aldermen 
could fill that gap, he said. 


LYERLA FAVORS expansion of vil- 


lage services in two areas, planning and 
youth programs. A village planner would 
program land use and work toward in- 
ducing industry to come to the village, 
producing public relations for the mayor 
and possibly the village manager. 


The village also needs a second youth 


worker, helping that service to keep pace 
with village growth, he said. 


But Lyerla does not favor establishing 


a village scavenger service unless and 
until the residents are dissatisfied with 
the independently provided garbage col- 
lection program they now have. 


And while Lyerla feels the village 


board is responsible for insuring fire pro- 
tection service is available to all village 
residents, he does not necessarily feel the 
village should operate a fire department. 
The village simply must see that the ser- 
vice is there. 


BEFORE LONG, Lyerla adds, the vil- 


lage will need to construct a branch 
building north of the tollroad, perhaps 
just a garage with minimal office area, 
to house equipment for public works, 
streets and police departments. He notes 
it is expensive to drive this equipment 
from one section of the village to another 
on a frequent and regular basis. 


The village should provide street light- 


ing in certain areas, for vehicular and 
pedestrian traffic, said Lyerla, citing the 
curve in Higgms Road approaching Golf 
Road as "terrible." But to light the en-

tire village would be ridiculous, consid- 
ering the cost, he said. 


DEPENDING ON study results and 


subsequent actions, Lyerla believes the 
village should officially involve itself in 
the unit school district controversy.

endangering education for the children of 
Hoffman Estates, the village should testi- 
fy in hearings and could seek an in- 
junction in the courts opposing it, he 
said.

ing of the ballot solved the problem. 


T h e injunction request was not 


dropped, but Comerford did postpone the 
hearing until April 18 — after the elec- 
tion — thus nullifying the effect. He said 
if no one appears on the 18th, he will 
drop the suit. 


Comerford also said he saw nothing 


wrong with truth squads, noting that they 
are used in national and state election 
campaigns. 


Referring to Minton's charges that his 


campaign workers have been harassed, 
Comerford said that if actual harassment 
were going on it should be stopped. "If 
nothing is happening, no one has been 
hurt. Why don't you fellows go back to 
your campaign?" 


CHARGED IN the two lawsuits were 


Mayor Robert Teichert, Trustees Patrick 
Link, Bud Richardson, Kenneth Scholten, 
Daniel Ahern, George Anderson and Don- 
ald Furst, and Village Clerk Donald 
Goodman. 


The truth squad was organized by the 


trustees to counter campaign charges 
made by Minton, and the squad mem- 
bers had asked residents to get names 
and addresses for persons handing out 
Minton's literature. The squad said it 
would answer any questions, and offered 
the expertise of village department 
heads to answer questions pertaining to 
them. 


The two lawsuits, filed against officials 


of the village, were handled by John 
Biestek, attorney for Minton. After the 
judge refused to hear testimony yester-

Teichert answers charges 
by mayoral foe Minton

Mount Prospect Mayor Robert D. Tei- 


chert yesterday answered a series of al- 
legations made by Michael Minton, his 
opponent for mayor in Tuesday's village 
election. Most of Teichert's replies were 
made during a rare afternoon coffee at 
603 S. Maple St. 


Minton issued his statements to the 


Herald as a response to challenges made 
by Teichert on April 2 that he name per- 
sons, places and dates of alleged in- 
stances, such as "secret annexations," 
"shady land deals" and low-income hous- 
ing. 


Some of Minton's remarks were made 


at Monday's candidates' night at the Old 
Orchard Country Club. However, as Min- 
ton was the last speaker, Teichert did 
not then get a chance to respond. On 
Tuesday, Teichert was in Springfield and 
unavailable for comment. 


Brief summaries of Minton's charges, 


each with Teichert's reply, will follow. 
About half of the charges are covered. 


Search for drowning

Minton termed the Oct. 27, 1970 annexa- 
tion of 56.9 acres in this area a "secret 
annexation." He said one of the owners, 
Merle Betterman, 1506 Willow Ln., told 
the village board he was opposed to the 
annexation "because the village planned 
to annex the property without notifying 
Its residents." 


Minton quotes Teichert as saying, 


''There was no reason why the village 
should inform the residents of the annex- 
ation prior to the approval by the board. 
I saw no reason to discuss the plan for 
annexation since you had already told 
the village you would not annex." 


Teichert said there is no such thing as 


a secret annexation because J'all annexa- 
tions require public notice and public 
hearings." He said the property was in- 
voluntarily annexed as it was under 60 
acres and that the law allows such an- 
nexations for property that size which is 
completely surrounded by the annexing 
body. "It was not secret because there 
were people there objecting." 


A short time prior to the annexation 


and when the property was not sur- 
rounded by the village, Teichert said, a 
poll of that area showed that less than 
half the residents wanted to voluntarily 
annex to the village. Thus, he said, he 
felt another poll, which in any case 
would not be a legal requirement, would 
have duplicated the earlier results. 


HIGH DENSITY - 
Minton asked, 


"Why has Mayor Teichert followed a 
consistent policy of granting greater den- 
sity to the big developers than do other 
villages?" 


"The mayor does not zone, does not 


annex nor does he approve plans," Tei- 
chert said. "The village board grants 
zoning and annexes. The plan commis- 
sion looks at plans. In my four years as 
mayor there have only been two multi-

Village, CCPA OK 5% hike 


Mount Prospect village officials and 


the local chapter of the Combined Coun- 
ties Police Association (CCPA) have 
reached a contract agreement giving po- 
lice pay raises of up to 5 per cent. 


The local CCPA. which asked for a 


wage hike of about 7 per cent, approved 
the 1973-74 contract last week. The Mount 
Prospect Village Board has unofficially 
approved of the agreement and is ex- 
pected to accept it at the April 19 board 
meeting. 


The contract will also include longevity 


pay of between $100 to $400, based on 
amount of service, for policemen who 
have been with the department five 
years or more. The village also agreed to 
give police three weeks vacation after 
seven years with the department instead 
of the current ten years. 


The village will also increase its share 


of payment of hospitalization insurance 
for policemen and their dependents. Po- 
licemen will now pay $120 a year to- 
wards the premium, while the village 
will pick up the rest of the cost. 
Pre- 


viously employees paid $250.32 towards 
the premium. 


Other provisions in the new contract 


include overtime, bereavement pay and 
sick pay. Final details of the entire pack- 
age have not yet been released, but will 
be as soon as the village board formally 
approves the contract. 


"WHILE THE overall increase was not 


as much as the men had hoped for, this 
was their first contract and considerable 
effort was made by all parties to come 
up with a document which would elimi- 
nate many of the questions which existed 
in the past," said Warren Fisher, presi- 
dent of the local CCPA chapter.

family projects — Old Orchard and Hunt- 
ington Commons." 


OLD ORCHARD — "I challenge Mayor 


Teichert." Minton said, "to deny that he 
permitted the development of 2.400 units 
in Old Orchard Country Club in spite of 
the fact that the property is only zoned 
for 1,000 units In the county and 1,200 
units in the village." 


Teichert said the original Old Orchard 


preannexation agreement was approved 
by the village board during C. 0, Schla- 
ver's term as mayor. That agreement 
permitted high-rises and only a 15-year 
guarantee to keep the golf course, Tei- 
chert said. When Teichert was on the 
board, the board repealed that agree- 
ment and in the ensuing court battle got 
a court decree that fixed the current den- 
sity of the project and height of build- 
ings. 


The density of Old Orchard, Teichert 


said, is 14 units per acre. He said that 
the village board chose height rather 
than lose the golf course, which now 
must remain open space for 50 years. 


MUSHROOM FARM - 
Minton said 


Teichert has entered into a "tacit agree- 
ment in favor of Kenroy Builders to per- 
mit high density development" of this 
property at Rte. 83 and Dempster Street 
in spite of the current building morato- 
rium in the village. 


The moratorium would not affect this 


property, Teichert said, because it al- 
ready has been granted multi-family zon- 
ing by the village board. Since the land 
is In dispute between the village and Des 
Plaines as to which community it be- 


longs to, Teichert said the agreement is 
to permit the builder to build despite the 
court case which has been holding up de- 
velopment for three years. 


TAMPERING OF PUBLIC RECORDS 


— Minton said Teichert allegedly per- 
mitted DiMucci Builders to change a 
linen of subdivision (a legal map) with- 
out prosecution for this alleged violation 
of state law. 


"I didn't see any fraud myself," Tei- 


chert said. But he added that since the 
matter was brought before the village 
board by Daniel Congreve in September 
of 1969, he asked the board whether they 
wished to press charges and the board 
members said they did not want to. 


Teichert explained that while Congreve 


was mayor, DiMucci builders were 
allowed to take the linen from the hall. 
When it was returned altered, the clerk's 
office refused it and demanded another 
be made, He said this was done while he 
was not mayor. 


PURHCASE OF CITIZENS UTLITY 


from DiMucci Builders — Minton said 
Teichert entered into private agreement 
wth DiMucci Builders to purchase the 
company, but the purchase did not in- 
clude land Teichert said would be 
bought. 


Under a 1962 agreement, the village 


had an option to buy Citizens Utility 
from DiMucci in the area south of Golf 
Road, Teichert said. However, this 
agreement later became tangled in a 
$7.5-million lawsuit and was resolved by 
the courts, he added. 


The water system was purchased, Tei- 


chert said, but Salvatore DiMucci built 
the water storage tank located near For- 


est View High School on land he owned 
under another company. Thus the prop- 
erty was not included and the village 
pays DiMucci $300 rent a month until a 
25-year lease ends. At which time, Tei- 
chert said the village will probably con- 
demn the property to gain ownership. He 
said this cannot be done now because the 
village already has use of the land and 
the court would not allow condemnation 
just as a means to avoid paying rent. 


WEEKLY MEETINGS — As alleged 


by Minton, Teichert denied having week- 
ly meetings with developer Salvatore Di- 
Mucci. Teichert said he had been to Di- 
Mucci's Mount Shire Club only three 
times — two of these inspection tours 
(DiMucci was asking the village for a 
special use restaurant permit and a li- 
quor license). 


NEW TOWN - Minton said, "I chal- 


lenge Mayor Teichert to deny bis only 


interest in annexing the New Town area 
was Rob Roy Golf Course and Old Or- 
chard Country Club. 


Teichert replied that New Town was 


annexed because 85 per cent of its resi- 
dents asked to be annexed. Old Orchard 
was already in the village at the time. 
Teichert said he has never spoken to the 
owner of the Rob Roy Golf Course and 
knows of no plans to develop it. 


THE COLONY PROJECT at Oakton 


and Elmhurst — Minton asked Teichert 
to explain why "he recommended a high 
density, high-rise development and ap- 
peared at a plan commission hearing to 
testify as a witness in behalf of the build- 
er." 


Teichert said he has "never appeared 


anytime on behalf of a builder." He 
added that his two appearances before 
the plan commission on the Colony were 
at the request of the village board. 


trustee had bothered one of his workers 
and she was in the audience. 


After Minton's statements, both he and 


Link were seen talking. Link said yester- 
day that during that talk he asked Min- 
ton who the trustee was and who the girl 
was. Minton's reply, according to Link, 
was that the trustee was not Link and 
the girl's first name was Mary. Minton 
said he couldn't remember the rest of 
her name, Link said. 


Minton yesterday said he did talk with 


Link and say the girl's name was Mary. 
However, Minton said he told Link he 
wanted to check with his campaign 
people before giving her full name or 
saying whether Link had had been in- 
volved in the incident. 


Judge Comerford dismissed the rein- 


statement of the ballot suit after a brief 
but heated discussion among the attor- 
neys. He said, "That ballot was changed 
since it should have been changed. I 
don't think anyone has the right to deter- 
mine the legality of that ballot after it 
was changed." 


The ballots were changed, at a cost of 


$437 in wasted ballots, after a court hear- 
ing late last month. At that hearing, 
Judge Comerford refused to rule on the 
legality of the ballot but instead asked 
for and got the attorneys to agree on the 
form of a new ballot. The judge did say 
the old ballot was "confusing." 


AS FOR THE injunction against the 


truth squad, the judge said, "Once again, 
I think this is something you (the attor- 


neys and candidates) could handle your- 
selves." 


Biestek, and Kendal A. Crooks, who 


represented Teichert and trustees Link 
and Furst, both said they were willing to 
proceed with the hearing yesterday. 


Bernard Lee, representing trustees An- 


derson, Richarson and Scholten, said he 
would want 15 days in which to prepare a 
reply. Ahern represented himself. 


Crooks attacked Minton's complaint it- 


self as being "insufficient." He said it 
should have listed specific times, dates 
and persons of the alleged harassments. 


Biestek said, "We are alleging that the 


plaintiff has been denied his freedom of 
speech, freedom of press and freedom to 
conduct a free election campaign." By 
freedom of the press, he later explained, 
he meant campaign literature. 


Under Judge Comerford's ruling, he 


said the case could be heard at any time 
if a harassment incident were to occur. 


During the arguments before the 


bench, there were many raised voices 
and several charges, on both sides, that 
each attorney was trying to make a polit- 
ical forum out of the court. 


F i n a l l y , Judge Comerford said, 


"You're not going to get any votes look- 
ing at me." 


Some 70 persons, most from Mount 


Prospect, packed the court room, caus- 
ing some to stand.

Donald B. Furst 


As long as "costly duplication" of 


existing available services does not de- 
velop, Donald B. Furst believes the Vil- 
lage of Mount Prospect should be in- 
volved in providing "some" mental 
health services. 


Furst, who is seeking his second four- 


year term as village trustee, is a mem- 
ber of the Village Party slate, despite his 
support of former Mayor Daniel Con- 
greve four years ago. The Village Party 
slate is headed by Mayor Robert D. Tei- 
chert, who successfully campaigned 
against Congreve that year. 


"I believe that mental health services 


are a legitimate area of concern for 
governmental units such as as our village 
I believe the Hot Line and ICE House fall 
into (this) category and properly belong 
where they are We control supervision 
and can provide services needed and 
give assistance where needed," he said. 


Recently, both counseling services be- 


came part of the village and were put 
under Village Mgr. Robert J. Kppley's 
control. Previously they had been part of 
the Community Action Plan, a volunteer, 
community-wide organization designed to 
serve residents' social needs. 


FURST said he believes strongly in the 


renovation of downtown Mount Prospect. 
"I believe that to accomplish a positive 
program the businessmen and developers 
can live with, a special zoning category 
must be developed by the plan commis- 
sion. We must remember that you cannot 
tear down a one or two-story, 40 or 50-

year-fold) building and erect a one or 
two-story new building on the same lot. 


"The cost of land and building would 


make it prohibitive. I'm sure there will 
be some height factors involved, but I 
can't foresee the tall, high-rises." 


Furst said he is on record as favoring 


low-income housing for the elderly only. 
As for the village's moderate-income 
housing at Huntington Commons, he 
said, "I believe Huntington Commons is 
an asset to the village. Its impact on the 
community is that it provide:; a substan- 
tial tax base with a minimum of services 
(or) expense. It has been built within our 
codes and ordinances." 


He explained that the Huntington Com- 


mons owners already had permission to 
build for a much higher density in the 
county, "Mount Prospect was able to get 
lower buildings, less density and a very 
attractive plan with the majority of unite 
as condominiums — taxpayers 
and

homeowners — and with apartments that 
have little or no effect on our schools." 


FURST is another candidate who does 


not foresee the village tax rate going up, 
unless the sales tax revenue is taken 
from the village by the Illinois General 
Assembly. "If the state 
legislature 


should take away the present form of 
sales tax funds, I may have to reconsi- 
der," he said. 


"I also strongly believe that the annex- 


ations to the south will play heavily in 
increasing the tax base with little or no 
increase in services because the devel- 
opments would be planned unit devel- 
opments and primarily industrial." Two 
such annexations are now being consid- 
ered by the village board and the even- 
tual hope is to have Mount Prospect's 
southern boundary be the Northwest 
Tollway. 


Furst and his wife, Sally, live at 632 S. 


Albert St. They have two children, one of 
whom is married. Furst, a former raem- 
/ber of the village board of appeals, is 
regional comptroller and office manager 
for Sentry IT Durance Co.

Patrick J. Link 


Patrick J. Link is the newest member 


of the Mount Prospect Village Board and 
its only member from the northeast sec- 
tion, which was annexed in 1971. 


Appointed to the board last summer, 


Link, 39, has not hesitated to become in- 
volved with the rest of the village. He 
sees a particular need in the downtown 
area. 


"The redevelopment of the downtown 


area is of extreme importance to the Vil- 
lage of Mount Prospect," he said. "It is 
my opinion that this area is most ame- 
nable to increased building height limita- 
tions. We should not lose sight of the fact 
that real estate values, particularly com- 
mercial real estate, have greatly in- 
creased. You could not ask businessmen 
to participate in downtown redevelop- 
ment without making the requested par- 
ticipation logical 
and beneficial to 


them." 


LINK IS concerned with flooding. His 


area often experiences flooding. With the 
high anticipated cost of any remedial 
program, he feels it is almost certain 
a village-wide referendum will have to 
be held. A second referendum, he said, 
may be needed for municiple and library 
expansion unless there is some "astute 
budgeting of a capital improvement pro- 
gram on a year-to-year basis." 


He said he approves of the recent in- 


corporation of tiie ICE House counseling 
center and the Pump House Hotline, a 
telephone crisis intervention center, as 
part of the village government. 


"There is one sure way for an organi- 


zation providing such services to become

relatively ineffective and that is to per- 
mit such services to function without 
controls and guidelines, and lacking an 
overall sense of direction because of the 
non-existence of basic coordination. The 
nature of the services provided requires 
proper channeling of efforts, and I be- 
lieve we are now on the correct course in 
this regard." 


Living near Pal-Waukee aiport, Link 


has a particular interest in its fate. "At 
the present time it appears that Pal- 
Waukee Airport might not be able to car- 
ry on its business because of increased 
taxes and related matters. 


"Pal-Waukee Airport, despite being a 


dangerous operation because of flights 
over residential areas, is an asset to the 
community which is worth saving. With 
Mount Prospect being involved in some 
manwr in the control of the operations 
of (the) airport, the present adverse ef- 
fects upon the community can be totally 
removed." 


Four candidates are competing for 


three four-year terms as village trustees 
(or Mount Prospect. Three are running 
on a Village Party slate with incumbent 
Mayor Robert Teichert. They are Donald 
B. Furst, Patrick J. Link and F. F. 
"Bud" Richardson. 


Independent candidate Leo Floras also 


is seeking a trustee post. 


Richard N. Hendricks is running 


unopposed for a two-year trustee term, 
and incumbent Donald Goodman is unop- 
posed in bis bid to retain his village clerk 
post. 


Here are the views and opinions of all 


five village trustee candidates. The elec- 
tion wiU be held Tuesday. 


ONE SOLUTION for that control, said 


Link, would be a joint effort by the sur- 
rounding municipalities to purchase the 
facility. 


Link said he believes taxes will remain 


the same, with no utility tax, unless the 
Illinois General Assembly votes to re- 
distribute sales tax revenues and thereby 
cut Mount Prospect's income consid- 
erably.

Errol F. "Bud" Richardson believes 


annexations of land south of Mount Pros- 
pect will get a great aid in broadening 
the village's tax base. 


Richardson is running on the Village 


Party slate for a full four-year term as 
village trustee. He was appointed to the 
village board in September, 1971, to fill a 
vacancy. Prior to that he was chairman 
of the board of local improvements and 
helped aet up the Hatlen Heights storm 
sewer special assessment. 


"The village tax rate should not in- 


crease over the next four years, consid- 
ering the broadening of our tax base 
from some good annexations to the 
south," Richardson said. He serves as 
chairman of the village finance com- 
mittee. 


Annexations south to Northwest Toll- 


way are currently being considered by 
the village board — in particular, the 
Nordic and Carboy roads industrial land 
and the proposed Colony development at 
the northeast corner of Oakton Street and 
Elmhurst Road. 


RICHARDSON said he would "very 


definitely favor additional annexations in 
that general area." Much of the area is 
developed industrially, which 
would 


greatly increase the tax base should it be 
annexed. 


Richardson said increased tax benefit

is also coming out of the development of 
the Huntington Commons complex, "Af- 
ter face-to-face contact with several hun- 
dred residents and solicting comments 
on Huntington Commons, I find no great 
impact on the village as a whole, except 
a favorable benefit from increased tax 
revenues," he said. 


Richardson is pleased with what the 


vlllge has been doing so far for senior 
citizens, but he hopes a lot more can be 
done soon, especially in housing and 
transportation areas. It wits his finance 
committee that recommended, along 
with the rest of the village board, that

year for the Extensioneers to use for 
transportation.

ON OTHER MATTERS, Richardson 
said: 


• DOWNTOWN: "I am very definitely 


in favor of a rejuvenation of the Central 
Business District. I think the Central 
School property should be put to good 
use at the earliest possible date, and this 
might include library facilities, historical 
society facilities and municipal facil- 
ities." 


He said a new zoning classificaton 


should be established for the downtown 
area that would allow leeway withre- 
gard to setbacks and heights of build- 
ings. 


•FLOODING: "We are making progress 


in relieving the flood problems. With the 
completion of the following, the more 
serious flooding problems should be vir- 
tually eliminated: Bauer basin at Central 
and Busse roads, Metropolitan Sanitary 
District deep tunnel plan, additional 
Welter Creek lift stations and completion 
of (the) Welter Creek (widening) proj- 
ect." 


His review of the Consoer, Townsend 


flood report finds him in favor of many 
parts of the report. Funding, he said, will 
probably have to be through referendum. 


Richardson, coordinator of Tool Road 


Enterprises for Standard Oil Co., lives at 
108 N. Louis St. with his wife Florence 
and six of their eight children.

Leo Floros, the only independent candi- 


date for the Mount Prospect Village 
Board, criticizees the village adminis- 
tration for not doing enough soon enough, 
to solve flooding roblems in the village. 


"Flooding is the number one problem 


in Mount Prospect and it deserves a 
higher priority in the planning, thinking 
and spending of our village govern- 
ment," Floros said. "The area in which I 
lived for nine years (northwest corner of 
the village) has been plagued with flood- 
ing since 1959. If progress has been made 
to minimize the problem, it is not'evident 
to the residents of the neighborhood." 


Floros said he believes other areas of 


the village have also been neglected 
when it comes to flood control. Retention 
basins, he said, would be one solution. 
Another would be a "slow-down in out- 
building of huge apartment complexes, 
shopping centers, and the like, which 
only contribute to the problem." 


The possibility of flood control funds 


from the Metropolitan Sanitary District, 
while remote, does not seem impossible 
to Floros. Yet he said he fears "we will 
have to bear the major brunt ourselves." 


FLOROS IS definitely for improving 


the downtown, but he thinks a lot of it 
can be done without any expensive stud- 
ies. "We could begin to brighten up our 
central district by demanding that the 
woners of the Old Central School do 
something about maintaining that proper- 
ty, or take legal action against the

owners. It's a disgrace and I don't think 
it takes an expensive survey to identify 
it as such." 


He is opposed to high-rise buildings 


anywhere in the village and uses a three 
or four-year-old Jaycee study to show 
that the vast majority of village resi- 
dents do not want any buildings 10-story 
or higher. 


More publicity and discussion with 


residents should have been conducted 
prior to the moderate-income housing 
being introduced at Huntington Com- 
mons, Floros said. "I am not opposed to 
low and moderate-income housing per se, 
only in the manner in which it came into 
being," he said. "The only complaint I 
have Ubout Huntington Commons) is 
that the development is characterized by 


shoddy construction and that mainte- 
nance is poor This makes it a breeding 
ground for major trouble if left un- 
checked." 


The library needs more room, Floros 


said, but rather than a new $2.5 million 
building (as has been proposed), a two 
or three-story addition should be con- 
structed in the current library parking 
lot Then, he said, some of the Central 
School site could be bought for library 
parking. 


FLOROS SAID he is concerned over 


the way taxes have risen more than 115 
per cent in three years and water rates 
have risen more than 50 per cent. "As 
long as we are committed to a policy of 
bigness, our taxes will continue to spiral 
upward I suspect a utility tax already is 
being contemplated by our village ad- 
ministration. I predict we'll have such a 
tax in the next three years," he said. 


Referendums should be held for any 


large annexations, Floros said. "General- 
ly speaking, I am opposed to further an- 
nexation, except on a very select and 
minimal basis." He added that the re- 
cent trend in village history would lead 
him to suspect there will be many more 
annexations. 


Floros and his wife, Lil, live at 111 N. 


Emerson St. They have two children. 
Floros is employed by Selz, Seabolt and 
Associates, Inc., a Chicago public rela- 
tions firm. He served as a School Dist. 57 
board member for four years. 


For two-year term 


At a member of the Mount Prospect 


Drainage and Clean Streams Commis- 
sion, Richard N. Hendricks, 36, is well 
informed on the village's flooding prob- 
lems. 


Hendricks, who is the sole candidate 


for the two-year village trustee post, also 
served as a commissioner on the Hatlen 
Heights storm sewer special assessment. 
"I believe to help alleviate the flooding 
problems in Mount Prospect we must 
continue with projects like the Hatlen 
Heights storm sewer project," he said. 


Other projects are vital to flood con- 


trol, he said, naming the Welter Creek 
improvement project, West Park basin, 
Crumley basin, Welter Creek lift stations 
and McDonald Creek improvements. 


Hendricks said the recent announce- 


ments by the Metropolitan Sanitary Dis- 
trict that they would build the Bauer re- 
tention basin north of Central and Busse 
roads and would begin engineering work 
on the Chicago Underflow Plan under 
Welter Creek are to be welcomed by the 
village.

retention and detention basins," he said, 
"along with additional storm sewer proj- 
ects throughout Mount Prospect. I feel 
that these recommendations should be 
carefully studied and tied in with the 
MSD proposals for our area." 


THAT IS WHAT Hendricks and other 


members of the drainage commission 
are doing, with their recommendations 
scheduled to be turned over to the village 
board April 24. 


The report outlined a multi-minion dol- 


lar remedial program and, as always, 
the question of where the money will 
come from arises. "Funding for such 
projects," Hendricks said, "may come 
from such sources as the federal, state 
and county governments, along with our 
own capital improvement project funds 
as appropriated." 


Hendricks also is concerned about the 


village's senior citizens. "Programs like 
reduced fees for vehicle registration, re- 
duced (cost) hot meals and CTA identi- 
fication cards must be continued. We 
must pursue other means to have their 
tax burden eased because of their limited 
fixed income after retirement. We must 
never let them feel that they are a for- 
gotten group." 


The village must continue to in- 


vestigate ways of providing low-income 
housing for the elderly, despite the feder- 
al freeze on U.S. Department of Housing 
and Urban Development grants, he said. 
'"Finding a suitable location near all 
their service requirements is a project in 
itself." 


ALTHOUGH HE RAN unsuccessfully 


as indepe.ident for trustee two years ago, 


Hendricks is now a member of the Vil- 
lage Party. His opinions on some other 
issues are: 


• Pump House Hotline and ICE House 


counseling centers: He supports the pro- 
grams, although they might involve 
some duplication with other agencies, be- 
cause of the community support and vol- 
unteers. "Once the village board author- 
ized funds to support (these) programs, I 
felt that it was proper to make (them) 
an agency of the village." (This has 
recently been done.) 


• Pal-Wau' -e Airport: "Purchasing 


Pal-Waukee Airport is not a function of 
our village government. If I am elected, 
I will maintain an open mind to any dis- 
cussion on this matter. It would depend 
greatly on the effect of a complete loss 
of the airport in this area and if this 
purchase could be a revenue producing 
item." He would call on a referendum, 
however, before any purchase was made. 


Hendricks and his wife, Nancy, live at 


1537 E. Emmerson Ln. They have five 
children. He is a tool engineer with Moto- 
rola Inc., communications division.

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Park officials urge 
public protest to 
stop Nike housing

Arlington Heights Park District offi- 


cials say a ground swell of local opposi- 
tion may be the only way to stop the 
planned construction of 140 units of Navy 
housing at the Arlington Heights Nike 
Base, and keep alive plans for a regional 
park there. 


Congress reportedly has appropriated 


money for the housing units on 51 acres 
of Navy-owned land at the northwest cor- 
ner of the Nike Base at Central and New 
Wllke roads. 


A spokesman at the Glenview Naval 


Air Station, whose men would occupy the 
housing, said Tuesday construction of the 
units would probably begin this fall. 


"1 don't think we can expect anything 


more out of Washington. Apparently they 
(the Navy) have got their money and all 
we can hope to do is get enough people 
excited locally to maybe scare them 
off." Charles Cronin, president of the Ar- 
lington Heights Park Board, said yester- 
day. 


PARK AND village officials, as well as 


Sen, Charles Percy, have expressed a de- 
sire to acquire the Nike site for devel- 
opment of a regional park. 


A spokesman in Percy's office said 


yesterday, however, he was unaware 
that funds for the housing had been ap- 
proved, and said he did not know what 
Percy's- position on the matter would be. 


Richard 
Co wen, chairman of 
the 


Wheeling Township Republican Organi- 


zation and also a supporter of the park 
proposal said he, too, knew no details 
about funds for the housing. 


"I guess they gave us the good news 


Monday and the bad news Tuesday, Cow- 
en said. On Monday the White House an- 
nounced that 13 acres of land around the 
border of the base was being turned over 
to the Arlington Heights park district. 


Tom Thornton, director of parks and 


recreation for the district, said he 
though protests by area residents might 
still halt the planned housing construc- 
tion. 


"I know many of the residents around 


Surrey Ridge (subdivision) are opposed 
to the housing, and in the past have 
talked about picketing to protest the 
plans," he said, 


THORNTON ALSO pointed to plans by 


President Nixon to announce a list of 
military base closings later this month 
as another possible deterrent to housing 
construction. 


Closing either the Nike Base or the 


Glenview station logically would side- 
track the building program, he said. 


The military cutbacks, expected to be 


carried out over the next three years, 
are calculated to save $1 billion. 


"I still believe we can get the land," 


Thornton said, although he admitted ap- 
propriation of the money has made the 
job more difficult. 


Park officials have talked of devel- 


oping a golf course and lake on the 137- 
acre site. 


Three of five candidates 
oppose school smoking areas 


Three of the five candidates for the 


High School Dlst. 214 Board Tuesday 
came out against student smoking areas. 
They spoke at a forum in Elk Grove Vil- 
lage. 


Incumbent Jack Costello and candi- 


dates Ruth Helblg and Warren Schabin- 
ger said they were opposed to allowing 
students to smoke in designated areas on 
the school grounds. 


Presently all but one of the Dist. 214 


schools provides an outdoor student 
smoking area. Students are prohibited 
from smoking in other areas of the 
school. 


Costello said he has voted against the 


smoking areas each time they have come 
before the board and "I have always lost 
by about five to two." 


He said he was primarily opposed if 


smoking areas because "I feel our smok- 
ing areas are the breeding grounds for 
smoking heavier things than Camels 
and Lucky Strikes." He said he would 
favor prohibiting smoking entirely and 
spending extra funds for personnel to po- 
lice the ban. 


MRS. HELBIG, a resident of Elk 


Grove Village, said as a real estate 
saleswoman she drives potential home 


buyers around the area and does not like 
to see students gathered outside at smok- 
ing areas. 


"I have been bitterly opposed to this," 


she said. "I don't believe our money 
should be spent to foster smoking." 


Schabinger agreed that he opposes the 


smoking areas, saying he would vote 
against them if he is elected to the 
board. 


Candidates Donald Hoeck and Don 


McGlothlin said they did not oppose the 
smoking areas. Hoeck said that when he 
as attending school in Chicago smoking 
was prohibited and so students left the 
school grounds and created problems 
with the school's neighbors. 


"I think a smoking area should be pro- 


vided just because of the nuisance fac- 
tor," he said. 


The five candidates are running for 


three three-year terms on the board. The 
election will be held April 14. 


The next appearance for the five will 


be today at 7:30 p.m. at Forest View 
High School in Arlington Heights. The 
candidates for the Harper College board 
and the Mount Prospect Dist. 57 and Elk 
Grove Township Dist. 59 bords also will 
appear.

Interest sought for obscenity law

A suburban-wide anti-obscenity drive 


has fanned few flames of interest here. 


Niles Mayor Nicholas Blase is pushing 


local adoption of an ordinance that would 
ban the sale and display of obscene 
books and magazines to persons under 
17. 


"Obscenity, like pollution, is something 


that cannot be stopped in one community 
unless there is cooperation from other 
communities," Blase said in a letter to 
local municipal officials. 


Wheeling has authorized preparation of 


an ordinance similar to Niles' law which 
became effective Feb. 27. Des Plaines 
sent the proposal, Monday night, to the 
city council's code and judiciary com- 
mittee for study. 


But, Hoffman Estates, Buffalo Grove, 


Rolling Meadows, Arlington Heights, 
Palatine and Elk Grove Village officials 
offered a "no-hum, it's not necessary 
here" comment this week. 


THE NILES ORDINANCE apparently 


is of more interest in Chicago where 
American Civil Liberties Union (ACLU) 
attorneys plan "to study it with an eye 


for possible legal action." 


Blase told the Herald that the Niles 


law — which requires storage of defined 
books and magazines under store count- 
ers without display — is "on safe legal 
ground. A similar ordinance was passed 
in New York and upheld by the state Su- 
preme Court. 


"If we have an effective obscenity or- 


dinance and the community next to us 
does not, obviously the effect of our ordi- 
nance is diminished as y'ungsters can be 
exposed to obscene material by just go-
